QUANTITATIVE  GRADING 


In  this  catalogue,  we  use  the  quantitative  grading  system  for  describing  the  condition  of  the  lots  in 
this  sale.  We  feel  that  this  system  is  the  most  accurate  and  precise  way  of  helping  you,  the  bidder, 
know  the  exact  condition  of  the  lots  in  which  you  are  interested.  It  works  like  this:  If  a  coin 
meets  the  minimum  requirements  to  qualify,  for  example,  as  Very  Fine,  that  coin  is  listed  as 
VF-20.  If  it  is  slightly  better  than  the  minimum  standards  it  would  then  be  listed  as  VF-25.  If  it  is 
what  normally  would  be  listed  as  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine,  the  coin  would  be  designated  as 
VF-30.  A  coin  that  is  significantly  better  than  Very  Fine  but  not  fully  up  to  the  standards  for 
Extremely  Fine,  would  be  listed  as  VF-35.

Intermediate  numbers  are  not  used.  However,  on  occasion,  a  plus  (+)  is  used  to  designate  that  a 
given  coin  is  somewhat  better  than  the  listed  quantitative  grade,  but  not  good  enough  to  qualify 
for  the  next  highest  one. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  MAIL  BIDDERS 

If  you  have  never  before  bid  by  mail,  you  may  feel  somewhat  at  a  loss  in  submitting  a  mail  bid  for 
an  auction  sale.  Basically,  however,  the  procedure  is  quite  simple.  You  will  notice  on  the  enclosed 
Bid  Sheet  a  place  for  entering  the  Lot  Number  as  well  as  the  amount  you  wish  to  bid  (It  is  not 
necessary  to  describe  the  lot  on  which  you  are  bidding).  After  carefully  reading  the  description  of 
the  Lot  in  question,  simply  write  down  the  Lot  Number  and  the  maximum  amount  you  are  willing 
to  pay  in  the  appropriate  columns.  For  example,  let's  assume  you  are  interested  in  bidding  on  Lot 
No.  193.  Determine  the  maximum  price  you  will  pay  for  this  Lot  and  enter  this  amount  on  the 
Bid  Sheet  as  follows:

VERY  RARE  1794  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1.  1794  VF-25.  Beautiful  medium  gray  toning  and  excellent,  unmarked  surfaces.  The 

coin  is  also  remarkably  free  of  the  adjustment  marks  that  are  almost  standard  for 
this  date  as  well  as  for  other  early  American  silver  and  gold  coins.  There  is  one  small 
nick  in  front  of  the  face  and  one  very  slight  obverse  edge  bruise  at  two  o'clock.  The 
weakness  of  strike  on  the  left  side  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  is  characteristic 
of  the  date.  A  mere  1 ,758  coins  were  struck  from  the  one  pair  of  silver  dollar  dies 
used  in  1794  and  this  date  has  long  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  silver 
dollars  and  indeed  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  silver  coins.  This  piece  is  vir¬ 
tually  identical  in  condition  to  Lot  1 446  of  the  Ruby  Sale  which  brought  $18,500. 
However,  it  has  a  more  attractive  overall  appearance  since  it  does  not  have  the  heavy 
adjustment  marks  that  the  Ruby  coin  did.  An  extremely  fine  1794  brought  $22,000 
in  the  Central  States  Auction  conducted  by  Rarcoa  in  May,  and  so  I  feel  that  this 
beautiful  coin  should  bring  in  the  $20,000  range. 
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EARLY  SILVER  DOLLARS  Cont'd. 


2.  1794  Fine-15.  Substantially  lighter  in  color  than  the  preceding  lot,  but  equally  free 

of  handling  marks  and  adjustment  marks.  There  is  however,  one  tiny  punch  mark  on 
the  "4"  of  the  date.  Much  more  attractive  than  Lot  1211  of  the  Gilhousen  Sale  that 
brought  $5250,  and  also  distinctly  superior  to  Lot  1447  of  the  Ruby  Sale  which  was 
similar  in  condition,  but  repaired,  and  yet  brought  $7500.  This  piece  could  easily 
reach  five  figures. 


3.  1795  Flowing  Hair,  AU-50.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces  and  only  a  few  faint  handling 

marks  in  the  field.  There  is  one  small  patch  of  dark  tarnish  along  the  obverse  rim  from 
the  second  to  the  fourth  stars.  Very  desirable  as  the  second  and  last  year  of  this  pop¬ 
ular  type. 


4.  1 795  Flowing  Hair,  VF-20.  Light  gray  and  gold  toning.  Excellent  surfaces  except  for 
a  few  old  handling  marks  on  the  neck  and  two  or  three  smaller  ones  behind  the  head. 
A  very  attractive  type  coin. 

5.  1795  Draped  Bust,  EF-40.  Very  clean  fields  with  the  only  mark  worth  noting  being 
a  light  hairline  scratch  running  from  the  nose  to  the  tenth  star.  This  second  type  of 
dollar  issued  in  1795  is  substantially  more  scarce  than  the  flowing  hair  type. 


6.  1 795  Draped  Bust,  VG-8.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time  giving  the  coin  a  rather  bleached- 

out  look.  However,  the  wear  is  very  uniform  and  the  fields  and  rims  are  free  of  nicks 
or  other  problems.  Suitable  as  a  space  filler. 


7.  1797  9  Stars  Left,  7  Stars  Right,  Fine-12.  Medium  gray  color  with  a  few  tinges  of  gold 
toning.  There  are  a  few  light  slide  marks  on  the  eagle  on  the  reverse,  as  well  as  one 
small  rim  nick  above  the  "A"  in  AMERICA  and  one  minor  rim  bruise  at  the  second 
star  on  the  obverse.  More  sharply  struck  in  the  centers  than  usually  seen. 

8.  1798  Heraldic  Eagle,  Fine-12.  One  noticeable  abrasion  above  the  head  between  the  E 
and  R  in  LI BERTY  as  well  as  numerous  light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  There  is  one 
tarnish  spot  near  the  ''9''  in  the  date  and  the  coin  has  also  been  obviously  cleaned. 
There  is  the  usual  weakness  of  strike  above  the  eagle's  head  on  the  reverse. 
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9.  1799/8  15  Star  Reverse,  AU-50.  A  superb  example  of  this  scarce  date,  with  beautiful 

light  golden  toning  and  only  a  few  minor  handling  marks  on  the  obverse.  Very 
sharply  struck  and  attractive. 

1 0.  1 799  1 3  Star  Reverse,  VF-35.  Deep  gray  toning  with  light  golden  undertones. 

1 1 .  1799  1 3  Star  Reverse,  Fine-1 2.  For  the  most  part  the  coin  has  an  attractive  gray 
toning,  but  there  are  some  patches  of  dark  discoloration  around  the  date  and  the 
bust.  There  are  also  a  number  of  small  but  noticeable  handling  marks  on  the  neck 
and  in  the  adjacent  hair  of  Miss  Liberty.  Certainly  more  attractive  than  the  description 
makes  it  sound. 

12.  1803  Large  3,  VF-25.  Light  greenish-golden  toning  with  a  few  traces  of  tarnish  in  the 
denticles.  The  surfaces  are  excellent  and  the  only  mark  of  consequence  is  one  tiny 
rim  nick  above  the  first  "T"  in  STATES  on  the  reverse. 

13.  1840  Fine-12;  1842  EF-40.  The  1840  was  obviously  cleaned  at  one  time  and  has  now 
developed  an  irregular  purple  and  gold  toning.  The  1842  has  numerous  light  handling 
marks  in  the  field  and  some  light  tarnish  around  the  edges.  Two  pieces. 

14.  1842  VF-30.  Cleaned  at  one  time  but  still  showing  considerable  mint  lustre  under  the 
numerous  light  hairlines  and  handling  marks.  The  name  "Walker”  has  been  very 
lightly  scratched  into  the  field  between  the  first  five  stars  and  Liberty's  arm. 

15.  1843  AU-50.  Proof-like  surfaces  and  light  golden  toning.  Relatively  free  of  bagmarks. 

16.  1845  AU-50.  Similar  in  appearance  to  the  previous  lot,  although  there  are  a  few  notice¬ 
able  bagmarks,  both  on  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  in  the  field  near  the  ninth  and  tenth 
stars.  The  1845  is  a  very  scarce  and  underrated  date  with  only  24,500  minted. 

17.  1846  EF-45.  The  usual  complement  of  bagmarks  with  dark  brown  and  violet  toning 
around  the  edges. 

1 8.  1847  AU-50.  Beautiful  light  violet  and  golden  toning.  There  are  a  few  very  faint  bag- 
marks  in  the  obverse  field  and  one  tiny  hairline  scratch  by  the  "7"  in  the  date.  Very 
sharply  struck  and  attractive. 

19.  1847  AU-50.  Light  golden  toning  and  noticeably  more  marks  in  the  field  than  the  pre¬ 
ceding  lot.  This  piece  is  not  as  sharply  struck  as  Lot  18,  although  it  does  have  almost 
full  proof-like  surfaces. 

20.  1849  AU-55.  Beautiful  sunset  toning  and  remarkably  clean  surfaces.  Somewhat  softly 
struck  on  the  figure  of  Liberty,  but  nevertheless  a  far  above  average  example  of  this 
scarce  and  underrated  date.  Ex  Gilhousen,  Lot  1304. 

21 .  1849  EF-45.  Light  mottled  toning  and  numerous  bagmarks  in  the  field.

VERY  RARE  1850  PROOF  DOLLAR 


22.  1850  Proof.  A  truly  spectacular  coin  with  light  golden  toning  and  an  absolutely 

superb  strike.  There  are  only  one  or  two  very  faint  hairlines  and  overall  the  coin  is  one 
of  the  nicest  early  proof  Seated  Liberty  dollars  that  I  can  recall  seeing.  The  1850  is  a 
rare  coin  just  as  a  date  since  only  7,500  were  minted.  However,  as  a  proof  it  is  very 
rare  and  has  been  offered  at  public  auction  only  a  few  times  in  recent  years.  Several 
that  I  have  seen  that  were  called  proofs  were  not  really  proofs  at  all  but  merely  first 
strike  uncirculateds.  The  consignor  paid  $4750  for  this  superb  coin  and  I  fully  ex¬ 
pect  it  to  bring  substantially  more  today.  Probably  no  more  than  a  few  dozen  were 
minted  and  of  that  small  total  perhaps  four  or  five  have  survived  the  intervening  124 
years  as  remarkably  well  preserved  as  this  coin. 


VERY  RARE  1851  PROOF  DOLLAR 


23.  1851  Centered  Date,  Proof.  Another  superb  early  proof  Seated  Liberty  dollar  that  is 
very  nearly  equal  in  quality  to  the  remarkable  preceding  lot.  There  are  only  a  few 
light  hairlines  in  the  field  and  one  on  Liberty's  right  leg.  This  is  the  restrike  (originals 
have  a  higher  date  and  different  reverse)  and  probably  no  more  than  30  to  40  of  these 
were  minted  in  1859.  Because  of  the  high  attrition  rate,  probably  less  than  half  of 
that  total  are  still  available  to  collectors.  This  is  easily  one  of  the  finest  that  I  have 
seen  and  is  worth  a  strong  mid-four  figure  bid. 

24.  1853  Unc-60.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  scarce  date  with  a  very  bold  strike  and 
partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  Even,  steel  gray  toning  and  virtually  no  bagmarks  of 
any  kind.  Very  comparable  to  Lot  1312  of  the  Gilhousen  Sale  that  brought  $1050. 
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VERY  RARE  1854  PROOF  DOLLAR 


25.  1854  Proof.  Beautiful  lavender,  blue  and  gold  toning  make  this  an  extremely  attrac¬ 

tive  coin.  It  bears  the  hallmark  of  all  legitimate  proof  1854  dollars,  a  small  triangular 
mark  in  the  field  above  and  between  the  "5"  and  the  "4"  in  the  date.  There  are  a  few 
light  hairlines  in  the  field  and  one  very  tiny  slide  mark  on  Liberty's  face,  but  still 
this  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  of  the  no  more  than  20  examples  of  the  proof 
1854  dollar  that  still  exist  today. 


VERY  RARE  1855  PROOF  DOLLAR 


26.  1855  Proof.  This  superb  coin  was  formerly  Lot  693  in  our  1973  NASC  Sale  where  the 
present  consignor  paid  $7500  for  it.  Despite  one  tiny  scratch  below  the  date  and  one 
or  two  lint  marks,  it  is  one  of  the  most  outstanding  proof  Seated  Liberty  dollars  I 
have  ever  seen,  equal  in  every  way  to  the  1 850  listed  earlier.  Like  all  proof  dollars  be¬ 
fore  1 858,  the  1 855  is  very  rare  and,  as  is  the  case  with  the  1 850,  many  of  those  that 

I  have  seen  offered  as  proofs  were  not  really  proofs  at  all,  but  rather  deceptive  first 
strike  uncirculateds.  This  is  the  real  thing  however,  and  based  on  what  the  consignor 
and  the  other  interested  bidders  were  willing  to  pay  for  this  coin  more  than  a  year  and 
a  half  ago,  I  feel  it  could  push  the  five  figure  mark  today. 

27.  1856  Unc-60.  Light  golden  toning  and  a  few  very  faint  hairlines.  There  is  also  one 
tiny  planchet  chip  in  the  field  near  the  tenth  star.  Very  scarce  in  this  condition.

RARE  1857  PROOF  DOLLAR 


28.  1857  Proof.  A  beautiful  specimen  from  the  Ostheimer  Collection  that  was  sold  by 
Lester  Merkin  in  1968  where  it  was  catalogued  as  follows:  "Stunning  golden,  purple, 
and  electric  blue  proof,  exceptionally  splendid  gem,  almost  superb.  One  of  the  three 
finest  proof  dollars  of  this  date  ever  seen,  as  the  majority  of  surviving  examples  show 
scratches,  nicks,  obvious  cleaning  or  other  impairments.  Ex  Baldenhofer". 

29.  1859  Unc-60.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  light  blue  and  golden  toning  around  the 
edges.  A  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field,  the  most  noticeable  ones  being  on 
Liberty's  right  arm  and  above  the  eagle's  head. 

30.  1860  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  attractive  greenish-golden  toning  around  the 
periphery.  Not  very  many  bagmarks,  but  there  are  several  noticeable  ones  on  Liberty's 
neck. 

31.  1860-0  Fine-12;  1871  VG-10.  Two  pieces.  Both  coins  have  been  scoured  and  are  now 
rather  unattractively  toned. 

32.  1862  AU-50.  Two  noticeable  rim  nicks  above  the  eleventh  star  as  well  as  the  usual 
complement  of  handling  marks.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  traces  of  light  toning 
around  the  edges. 

33.  1863  Proof.  There  are  a  moderate  number  of  bagmarks  and  hairlines  in  the  fields,  and 
one  dark  tarnish  streak  under  the  eagle. 

34.  1866  Proof.  One  very  tiny  edge  bump  between  the  first  and  second  stars,  but  relatively 
few  hairlines.  There  is  a  very  high  wire  rim  on  much  of  the  obverse  and  on  the  reverse 
as  well.  Popular  as  the  first  year  with  the  motto  added  above  the  eagle.  Only  725 
struck. 

35.  1867  Unc-60+.  Attractive  light  toning  and  relatively  few  bagmarks.  Full  proof-like 
surfaces  with  very  nearly  the  sharpness  of  an  actual  proof.  Much  scarcer  in  this 
condition  than  many  people  realize  and  certainly  many  times  more  rare  than  the 
subsequent  Philadelphia  Mint  Seated  dollars.  A  mere  47,525  were  minted. 

36.  1867  AU-55.  Lovely  lilac  toning  and  full  proof-like  surfaces,  similar  to  the  preceding 
lot.  This  piece,  however,  does  show  the  barest  trace  of  wear  and  has  numerous  hair¬ 
lines,  the  most  noticeable  of  which  runs  from  Liberty's  left  leg  up  into  the  field.

37.  1869  Proof.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  and  as  a  result  there  are  a  few  hairlines  in  the  field. 
There  is  also  the  beginning  of  a  planchet  lamination  in  the  field  between  the  figure 
of  Liberty  and  the  eleventh  star.  With  only  600  minted,  the  1 869  is  tied  for  the 
lowest  mintage  of  any  proof  Seated  Liberty  dollar  with  the  motto. 

38.  1869  Proof.  Medium  golden-brown  toning  that  almost  totally  obscures  the  faint  hair¬ 
lines  in  the  field.  There  are  also  a  few  light  slide  marks  on  the  figure  of  Liberty,  but 
overall,  the  coin  is  very  attractive. 

39.  1870  EF-40.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  removing  most  of  the  natural  mint  lustre.  There  is 
one  tiny  nick  on  the  edge  below  the  "7"  in  the  date  and  one  tarnish  spot  in  the  field 
below  Liberty's  foot. 
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40.  1871  Unc-60+.  Obtained  by  the  consignor  as  a  proof,  but  actually  this  coin  is  a  first 
strike  uncirculated,  and  lacks  both  the  sharpness  of  a  real  proof  as  well  as  the  brilliance 
in  the  eagle's  shield.  Even  steel-blue  toning  around  the  edges. 

41 .  1871  AU-55.  Obviously  dipped,  but  still  very  attractive  and  relatively  hairline  free. 
There  is  one  dark  tarnish  spot  in  the  denticles  near  the  first  star.

42.  1878-S  Unc-65;  1878-CC  Unc-60.  Medium  golden  toning.  Two  pieces. 

43.  1879  Proof.  Light  golden  brown  toning  around  the  edges  and  some  microscopic  hair¬ 
lines  in  the  fields.  There  is  also  one  tiny  lint  mark  above  and  to  the  right  of  the  eagle's 
head.  Gorgeous  overall  appearance. 

44.  1879-CC  Unc-60.  Very  few  bagmarks  except  for  one  noticeable  mark  on  the  eagle's 
breast.  The  coin  is  fully  frosty,  although  not  particularly  brilliant,  and  has  the  normal 
mintmark  rather  than  the  often  seen  "moth  eaten"  mintmark. 

45.  1 880-CC  Unc-65.  Like  the  preceding  lot,  this  coin  has  relatively  few  bagmarks  but 
equally  little  lustre,  probably  the  result  of  old  cleaning.  There  is  one  small  nick  on 
the  reverse  edge  between  the  "R"  and  "I”  in  AMERICA. 

46.  1881  Proof.  A  few  very  faint  hairlines  that  are  most  noticeable  on  the  reverse  and 
one  or  two  small  lint  marks.  Attractive  pale  toning.  Only  975  minted. 

47.  1881-CC  Unc-65.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces  and  relatively  few  bagmarks.  There  is 
a  tiny  patchrof  light  hairlines  directly  above  Liberty's  forelock  as  well  as  three  faint, 
but  noticeable,  abrasions  on  her  cheek.  The  reverse  has  an  attractive  light  golden 
toning  and  a  few  minor  bagmarks. 

48.  1881-CC  Unc-65.  Another  excellent  example  of  this  low  mintage  date.  Fully  frosty 
surfaces  and  relatively  few  bagmarks.  There  is  one  noticeable  tarnish  spot  near  the 
"I"  in  UNITED. 

49.  1882-CC  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  attractive  appearance. 

50.  1883  Proof.  Lovely  light  golden  toning  on  the  obverse  and  attractive  blue,  violet,  and 
golden  toning  on  the  reverse.  Totally  free  of  hairlines  and  definitely  in  the  gem  class. 

51.  1883-CC  Unc-65.  Beautiful  frosty  surfaces  and  clear,  unmarked  fields. 

52.  1884-CC  Unc-60.  Frosty  mint  lustre  and  relatively  light  bagmarks. 


53.  1884-S  Unc-60.  Typical  soft  strike  over  Liberty's  ear  and  on  the  eagle's  breast.  Ex¬ 
cellent  fields  and  light  golden  toning.  Although  not  a  low  mintage  item  since  over 
three  million  were  struck,  this  date  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  in  choice  condition  and 
it  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  underrated  of  all  Morgan  dollars. 

54.  1885-CC  Unc-65.  A  fully  frosty  example  of  this  lowest  mintage  "CC"  dollar.

1886-S  Unc-60.  Numerous  light  bagmarks  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Hints  of  pale 
golden  toning  around  the  obverse  rim.  With  only  three  quarters  of  a  million  minted, 
the  1886  has  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  of  any  "S"  mint  Morgan  dollar. 

1887  Proof.  Cleaning  has  removed  much  of  the  brilliance  one  would  normally  ex¬ 
pect  from  a  proof,  but  at  least  it  was  done  in  a  careful  enough  way  so  as  to  not  leave 
any  hairlines.  The  coin  is  now  toning  an  attractive  blue-gray  color  with  some  violet 
undertones.  Only  710  proofs  struck. 


1889-CC  Unc-60+.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  only  a  few  minor  bagmarks.  The 
1889-CC  is  the  rarest  of  all  Carson  City  Morgan  dollars  and  one  of  the  half  dozen 
most  desirable  dates  in  the  entire  series.  Usually  the  1 889-CC  comes  with  mirror  sur¬ 
faces,  and  frosty  examples  such  as  this  one  are  really  quite  scarce.  With  the  demand 
for  Morgan  dollars  again  on  the  upswing,  this  choice  coin  could  bring  $2500  or  per¬ 
haps  a  bit  more. 

1889- S  Unc-65.  Superb  overall  appearance  with  frosty  surfaces  and  pale  golden  toning. 
Only  700,000  were  minted  making  the  1889-S  one  of  the  few  "S"  mint  Morgan  dol¬ 
lars  with  a  mintage  less  than  one  million. 

1890- CC  Unc-60+.  Numerous,  but  very  light  bagmarks  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is 
excellent,  with  the  only  marks  being  a  few  small  ones  above  the  motto.  Hints  of  pale 
golden  toning. 

1891- CC  Unc-60.  Like  the  previous  lot,  the  reverse  is  far  superior  to  the  obverse  and 
would  easily  grade  Unc-65  on  its  own.  The  obverse,  however,  has  numerous  bagmarks 
although  they  are  not  particularly  severe. 

1892- CC  Unc-65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  only  a  few  very  light  abrasions  on  the 
cheek  and  in  front  of  the  face.  This  is  the  fourth  scarcest  Carson  City  Mint  Morgan 
dollar. 

1892-CC  Unc-60.  Harshly  cleaned,  possibly  with  baking  soda,  leaving  a  myriad  of 
hairlines  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

1892-CC  Unc-60.  Frosty  surfaces  and  attractive  light  toning.  The  rims  have  a  num¬ 
ber  of  light  abrasions  and  there  is  one  nick  above  the  "M"  in  UNUM.  The  reverse  is 
particularly  nice,  but  there  are  some  noticeable  bagmarks  on  Liberty's  face  and  be¬ 
tween  the  third  and  fourth  stars.

64.  1892-S  Unc-60+.  The  fields  are  mostly  frosty  but  there  is  a  hint  of  a  proof-like  sur¬ 

face  on  the  reverse.  The  coin  would  grade  Unc-65  were  it  not  for  a  few  noticeable 
marks  on  Liberty's  face.  As  the  second  rarest  date  in  the  popular  Morgan  dollar 
series,  it  could  bring  five  figures  today.

65.  1892-S  Unc-60+.  Much  more  proof-like  than  the  preceding,  particularly  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  The  fields  are  unmarked  enough  to  call  the  coin  a  strict  Unc-65,  but  the  coin 
does  not  have  enough  natural  lustre  to  fully  qualify  it  for  that  grade.  Still  very  at¬ 
tractive  and  desirable. 

66.  1892-S  AU-50.  A  third  example  of  this  popular  coin.  Beautiful  light  golden  toning 
and  virtually  no  bagmarks  of  any  kind.  There  is  just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  on 
Liberty's  eyebrow,  over  her  ear,  and  on  the  eagle's  breast. 

67.  1893  Proof.  Although  struck  as  a  proof,  this  coin  evidently  reached  circulation  for 
a  short  time  and  now  has  numerous  bagmarks  and  abrasions  in  the  field  as  well  as 
definite  signs  of  wear. 

68.  1893  Unc-65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  A  few  light  lines  on  Liberty's  face  and  one 
noticeable  abrasion  in  the  field  above  the  motto  on  the  reverse.  Only  378,792  were 
minted,  making  the  1893  one  of  the  scarcest  Philadelphia  Mint  Morgan  dollars. 
Scarce  and  highly  desirable  this  nice. 

69.  1893  Unc-65.  Similar  to  the  preceding  lot  but  a  trifle  more  softly  struck.  Frosty 
and  choice. 

70.  1893-CC  Unc-60.  Typical  soft  strike  over  Liberty's  ear  and  on  the  eagle's  breast. 
Mostly  frosty  surfaces,  but  definite  traces  of  proof-like  surface  on  the  reverse. 

The  second  rarest  and  most  desirable  Carson  City  Mint  Morgan  dollar. 

71 .  1893-0  Unc-60  Obverse,  Unc-65  Reverse.  Light  golden  toning  around  the  periphery 
on  the  obverse  and  even  golden  toning  on  the  reverse  from  having  been  in  an  album. 
The  reverse  is  proof-like  and  the  strike  is  much  better  than  average.  Very  scarce  as 
nice  as  this.

VERY  RARE  1893-S  DOLLAR 


72.  1893-S  Unc-65+.  Exceptional  strike  and  nearly  flawless  surfaces.  The  coin  has  an 

attractive  light  gray  and  golden  toning  and  a  few  traces  of  a  proof-like  surface  on 
the  reverse.  We  sold  an.Unc-70  specimen  of  this  rare  date  last  year  for  $35,000  and 
know  of  several  other  choice  specimens  that  have  sold  in  excess  of  $25,000.  The 
consignor  thought  enough  of  this  coin  to  pay  more  than  $20,000  for  it  a  year  and 
a  half  ago  and  with  the  renewed  interest  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  it  is  entirely 
possible  that  this  piece  could  approach  the  $30,000  mark.  It  is  one  of  the  five  or 
six  finest  examples  of  this  rare  date  that  I  have  seen  and  is  worthy  of  a  place  in  the 
finest  possible  Morgan  dollar  set. 


73.  1894  Proof.  A  superb  gem  specimen  that  is  perfect  in  every  respect.  It  has  the  most 
beautiful  multicolored  iridescent  toning  that  one  could  imagine  and  is  as  fine  a  proof 
Morgan  dollar  as  I  have  ever  seen.  It  is  fully  equal  to  the  1894  in  the  1973  Metropoli¬ 
tan  New  York  Auction  that  brought  $1250  and  I  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  this 
gem  bring  that  amount  or  more.  A  fantastic  coin! 

74.  1894  Unc-65.  Frosty  and  choice.  Next  to  the  1895,  this  is  the  rarest  of  all  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint  Morgan  dollars. 

75.  1894  Unc-60.  Dipped  or  possibly  cleaned  with  baking  soda,  removing  much  of  the 
original  mint  lustre.  However,  there  are  relatively  few  bagmarks  and  so  this  coin  is 
still  a  desirable  example  of  this  low  mintage  date. 

76.  1894-S  Unc-60+.  Beautiful  frosty  mint  lustre.  There  is  a  small  cluster  of  bagmarks 
on  Liberty's  cheek  and  below  her  chin  and  also  one  light  bagmark  below  the  eagle's 
right  wing.  A  scarce  date. 

77.  1894-S  Unc-60  Obverse,  Unc-65  Reverse.  The  obverse  would  also  grade  Unc-65  were 
it  not  for  the  beginning  of  a  planchet  lamination  above  Liberty's  head. 
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RARE  1895  PROOF  DOLLAR 


78.  1895  Proof.  Beautiful  multicolored  iridescent  toning.  The  fields  are  absolutely  free 
of  hairlines  and  this  beautiful  coin  is  as  much  of  a  gem  as  the  1894.  Only  1 2,880 
were  struck,  including  880  proofs,  but  no  uncirculated  or  circulation  strike  1895's  are 
known  today;  in  all  likelihood,  none  of  them  escaped  the  melting  pot.  Today  only 
proofs  are  available,  and  of  the  five  or  six  hundred  remaining,  few  if  any  could  sur¬ 
pass  this  gem.  Several  have  traded  hands  recently  in  excess  of  $7500  and  so  this 
superb  coin  could  bring  $8000  or  more. 

79.  1895-0  Unc-60.  A  trace  of  softness  in  the  strike  over  Liberty's  ear  and  on  the  eagle's 
breast  feathers.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  mark  free.  The  1895-0  is  the  rarest  "0" 
mint  Morgan  dollar  and  is  seldom  available  better  than  this. 

80.  1895-S  Unc-60.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  (which  are  very  common  to  this  particular 
issue)  and  a  moderate  number  of  bagmarks  on  the  obverse.  With  the  low  mintage  of 
only  400,000,  the  1895-S  is  the  third  rarest  "S"  mint  Morgan  dollar  behind  the 
1892-S  and  1893-S.  Auction  records  for  gems  go  as  high  as  $4500,  and  while  this  one 
is  not  in  that  class,  it  still  should  bring  well  into  four  figures. 

81.  1900-S  Unc-70.  The  1900-S  is  a  scarce,  but  not  particularly  rare  date.  However,  in 
this  superb  condition,  it  is  a  very  rare  coin.  The  surfaces  are  absolutely  immaculate, 
the  strike  is  strong,  and  the  toning  is  exquisite:  light  golden  color  on  the  obverse  and 
a  gray  and  gold  color  on  the  reverse.  Many  Morgan  dollars  are  advertised  as  "Unc-70" 
but  very,  very  few  really  are.  This  is  one  of  them,  and  it  should  bring  a  record  price 
for  a  1900-S. 

82.  1902-S  Unc-65.  A  bit  softly  struck  over  Liberty's  ear  and  on  the  eagle's  breast  feathers, 
as  is  typical  for  this  date.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  quite  free  of  marks  and  there  is 

a  light  golden  toning  around  the  edges  from  the  coin  being  in  an  album. 

83.  1904  Proof.  Unfortunately  this  coin  has  been  a  bit  mishandled  and  it  shows  a  number 
of  hairlines  and  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Lightly  toned  and  still  very  attractive. 

84.  1904-S  Unc-65.  Very  nearly  gem  quality  and  separated  from  that  ultimate  grade  by 
a  few  almost  insignificant  bagmarks  on  the  obverse.  Lovely  violet  and  golden  toning. 

A  very  scarce  date,  especially  in  this  choice  condition. 


85.  1934-S  Unc-60+.  Very  frosty  and  lustrous.  There  are  few  light  bagmarks  on  the  face 

and  in  the  fields  as  well  as  several  dark  tarnish  spots  on  the  edges.  The  1934-S  is  by 
far  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  coin  in  the  entire  Peace  dollar  series.

Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  now  a 
maze  of  scratches  and  there  is  little  that  could  be  done  to  improve  the  coin's  surface.

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VERY  RARE  1796  16  STAR  HALF  DOLLAR 


98.  1796,  16  Stars,  VF-20.  Very  light  and  attractive  gray  toning  and  even  overall  wear.  No 
nicks,  scratches,  or  other  defects.  The  half  dollar  with  the  small  eagle  reverse  was  only 
issued  in  1796  and  1797  and  it  certainly  rates  as  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  United 
States  type  coins.  Less  than  4,000  were  minted  in  both  years  combined,  and  out  of 
this  small  total,  only  a  few  hundred  were  of  the  sixteen  star  variety.  It  is  at  least 
twice  as  rare  if  not  more  so  than  either  the  1 796  with  fifteen  stars  or  the  1 797.  This 
piece  is  very  attractive  and  would  make  an  excellent  addition  to  a  high  grade  type  set. 

It  should  realize  somewhere  in  the  $6000  range. 

99.  1803  Large  3,  VF-20.  Light  green  and  golden  toning.  Probably  cleaned  sometime  in  the 
distant  past  but  now  quite  attractive.  There  is  one  small  edge  nick  over  the  "O”  in  OF 
on  the  reverse  as  well  as  one  scratch  in  the  field  under  the  eagle's  right  wing. 

100.  1803  Large  3,  VF-20.  Very  similar  to  the  preceding  lot,  although  there  are  no  defects 
worth  mentioning.  Light  golden  toning,  due  undoubtedly  to  old  cleaning. 

101 .  1806  Knobbed  6,  Large  Stars,  Stem  Through  Claw,  Fine-12.  Nice  even  wear,  but  the 
coin  has  been  dipped  at  some  time,  removing  both  toning  and  lustre. 

102.  1806  Pointed  6,  Stem  Through  Claw,  EF-45.  Attractive  multi-colored  iridescent 
toning.  Blues  and  greens  blend  with  gold  to  make  this  a  beautiful  coin.  Softly  struck 
in  the  centers,  but  excellent,  unmarked  fields  and  rims. 

103.  1807  Bust  Right,  VF-30.  There  is  one  tiny  edge  nick  above  the  tenth  star  and  a  few 
light  handling  marks  in  the  field. 

104.  1807  Bust  Left,  VF-20,  dark  toning  around  the  edges;  1809  Fine-1 5.  Two  pieces. 


105.  1808  Unc-60.  Even,  medium  gray  toning  and  much  sharper  than  average  strike.  On 

the  reverse  there  is  one  small  dig  above  the  ''50''  that  goes  across  the  leaves  to  the 
rim.  It  is  largely  concealed  by  the  toning  and  is  the  only  mark  of  significance  on  an 
otherwise  excellent  coin.

An  unusually 
attractive  Bust  half  dollar. 

107.  1836  Lettered  Edge,  EF-45.  What  appears  to  be  wear  could  really  be  the  result  of 
striking,  since  the  proof-like  fields  are  clean  and  unmarked.  Very  attractive  and 
original  toning. 

1 08.  1 836  Reeded  Edge,  VF-30.  Well  struck,  with  considerable  claims  to  a  higher  grade, 
but  the  coin  has  been  polished.  Although  actually  struck  as  a  pattern,  a  large  number 
of  1836  Reeded  Edge  half  dollars  were  released  into  circulation  and  they  are  now 
generally  collected  as  part  of  the  regular  series. 

1 09.  1 837  AU-55.  A  popular  type  that  was  regularly  issued  for  only  one  year.  (The  1 836 
is  actually  a  pattern  rather  than  a  regular  issue.)  This  piece  has  attractive  light  gray 
toning  and  only  the  barest  trace  of  wear  as  well  as  a  few  light  marks  near  Liberty's 
eye. 

1 10.  1837  AU-55.  Similar  in  condition  to  the  preceding,  but  substantially  more  lustrous. 

A  popular  type  coin. 

111.  1837  EF-40.  Medium  gray  and  gold  toning.  Attractive,  even  wear. 

1 12.  1838  EF-45.  Similar  obverse  to  the  preceding  type,  but  a  different  reverse  with 
HALF  DOL.  replacing  50  CENTS.  Although  dipped,  undoubtedly  in  an  attempt  to 
pass  it  off  as  a  higher  grade  coin  than  it  is,  this  piece  is  still  an  attractive  and 
desirable  type  coin. 

1 13.  1838  EF-45.  Similar  grade  to  the  preceding  lot,  but  more  desirable  overall  since  it 
has  much  more  natural  toning.  The  coin  is  an  attractive,  medium  gray  and  gold 
color  and  has  only  one  small  bagmark  on  Liberty's  cheek. 

1 1 4.  1839  No  Drapery,  EF-45.  Just  the  slightest  hint  of  light  golden  toning.  Typical 
weak  strike  on  the  reverse.  In  recent  years  this  coin  has  come  into  its  own  as  a  distinct 
type  coin  and  choice  uncirculated  examples  are  in  great  demand  in  the  $5000  range! 
Even  specimens  in  this  condition  are  scarce  and  this  one  should  bring  several  hundred 
dollars  at  least. 

1 1 5.  1850  AU-50.  Razor  sharp  strike  and  almost  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Just  the  barest 
hint  of  wear  on  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  on  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  Attractive 
pale  golden  toning  around  the  periphery  and  a  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  field 
that  are  accentuated  by  the  proof-like  surfaces.  Far  more  scarce  than  the  low  mintage 
of  227,000  would  imply  since  many  Philadelphia  Mint  coins  from  1848  to  1852 
were  melted  after  1853  as  being  worth  more  than  their  face  value. 
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1 16.  1853  Arrows  and  Rays,  Unc-60+.  A  tremendously  popular  type  coin  and  surprisingly 
difficult  to  acquire  in  full  mint  state.  This  piece  has  very  lovely  golden  toning  and 

is  as  nice  as  any  we  have  handled  in  recent  memory.  Should  bring  somewhere  between 
$1500  and  $2000. 

1 17.  1853  Arrows  and  Rays,  AU-55.  Very  sharply  struck  and  extremely  attractive  since 
the  coin  is  a  beautiful  gold  and  gray  color.  Very,  very  close  to  being  strictly  uncir¬ 
culated,  and  in  fact,  obtained  by  the  consignor  as  "Choice  BU". 

1 18.  1853  Arrows  and  Rays,  EF-40.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  the  coin  has  now 
turned  a  light  gold  and  gray  color  making  it  reasonably  attractive  and  suitable  for 
many  type  sets.  On  the  obverse  there  are  four  noticeable  tarnish  spots. 


1 19.  1854-0  Arrows  at  Date,  Unc-60.  Softly  struck  on  the  head  and  figure  of  Liberty, 
but  beautifully  toned.  There  is  one  small  nick  on  the  obverse  edge  above  the  fifth 
star  but  the  reverse  is  virtually  perfect. 

120.  1855-0  Arrows  at  Date,  AU-55.  Much  more  sharply  struck  than  usual.  Light  golden 
toning  around  the  edge  and  a  moderate  number  of  handling  marks  in  the  fields.

121.  1856  Proof.  Pale  golden  toning  and  very  attractive  overall  appearance  despite  a  few 

light  hairlines  in  the  obverse  field.  All  proofs  before  1858  are  very  scarce  and  I  would 
estimate  that  no  more  than  20  or  25  1856  proof  half  dollars  still  exist  today.  With 
auction  records  of  $2000  set  more  than  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  I  would  not  be  surprised 
to  see  this  coin  bring  that  amount  or  perhaps  a  few  hundred  dollars  more.  Pre-1858 
proofs  are  very  much  undervalued  considering  their  rarity  and  with  today's  increasing 
demand  for  rarities,  it  is  doubtful  if  they  will  continue  to  sell  at  their  present  low 
levels. 
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HALF  DOLLARS  Cont'd. 


122.  1861-0  AU-55.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces  with  light  golden  toning  around  the  edges. 
There  is  one  nick  on  the  rim  between  the  third  and  fourth  stars  as  well  as  a  few  digs 
from  the  eighth  star  to  the  rim.  Weakly  struck  around  the  borders  leaving  some  of  the 
stars  and  denticles  indistinct. 

123.  1861-0  AU-50.  Much  more  sharply  struck  than  the  preceding  although  this  piece  does 
display  a  trifle  more  wear.  Delicate  golden  toning. 

124.  1864  Unc-65.  A  beautiful  and  sharply  struck  coin  with  full  proof-like  surfaces  and 
immaculate  fields.  There  is  only  one  tiny  mark  in  the  field  (which  was  probably  in 
the  planchet  before  striking)  near  the  twelfth  star.  At  first  glance  the  lines  in  the  field 
appear  to  be  hairlines.  Actually,  they  are  lines  in  the  planchet  that  were  not  completely 
pressed  out  during  striking.  A  superb  coin! 

125.  1873  Arrows  at  Date,  Unc-60.  Unusual  toning  that  is  probably  the  result  of  some  past 
cleaning.  The  surfaces  are  fully  mirrorlike  and  are  free  of  any  hairlines  or  abrasions. 

The  coin  is  similar  in  appearance  to  a  proof,  but  under  close  scrutiny,  it  lacks  the 
sharpness  of  detail  of  a  true  proof.  A  very  attractive  and  highly  desirable  type  coin 
despite  the  cleaning. 

126.  1874  Arrows  at  Date,  EF-40.  Dipped  at  one  time,  removing  most  of  the  natural  mint 
lustre.  Still  desirable  as  a  type  coin  since  the  fields  are  only  lightly  bagmarked  and  the 
wear  is  moderate  and  even. 

127.  1875  Proof.  Blue  and  violet  toning  around  the  edges.  Numerous  light  hairlines  and  a 
few  light  scratches  in  the  field.  Only  700  proofs  struck. 

128.  1876  AU-55.  Bold  strike  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  An  interesting  hairline  die  break 
on  the  obverse  completely  encircles  the  stars  and  the  date.  Numerous  handling  marks 
in  the  fields  including  one  fairly  severe  one  between  Liberty's  arm  and  the  fourth  star. 
There  is  also  a  noticeable  bagmark  below  the  eagle's  left  wing. 

129.  1879  Unc-60.  This  coin  has  the  combination  of  frosty  and  proof-like  surfaces  that  are 
so  common  to  1879  silver  coins.  Relatively  few  and  very  light  bagmarks  in  the  field. 
Razor  sharp  strike  and  high  wire  rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A  very  popular  low 
mintage  item  with  only  5900  struck. 


130.  1880  Proof.  A  superb  coin  that  is  nearly  in  the  gem  class.  Absolutely  free  of  hairlines 
and  toned  an  exquisite  lilac  color.  It  is  similar  in  appearance,  although  superior  from 
the  standpoint  of  hairlines,  to  Lot  646  of  our  recent  Greater  New  York  Auction  which 
realized  $335.  The  only  mark  on  this  otherwise  exceptional  coin  is  a  tiny  nick  on 
Liberty's  right  arm  across  from  the  third  star. 

131.  1885  Unc-60.  Delicate,  pale  toning  around  the  edges.  Low  mintage  of  just  6,130. 

132.  1891  Unc-60.  Medium  gold  and  brown  toning  around  the  periphery  and  full  mirror¬ 
like  fields.  Almost  identical  in  appearance  to  Lot  648  of  our  Greater  New  York 
Auction  that  brought  $220. 

U.  5.  Barbor  Half  Dollars 

1 33.  1898  Unc-60.  A  few  traces  of  friction  on  the  obverse  as  well  as  a  few  light  hairlines  and 
handling  marks  on  the  face.  The  reverse  is  excellent  with  light  golden  toning  around 
the  letters. 
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134.  1900  Proof.  A  few  light  hairlines,  but  stili  very  attractive.  Only  912  proofs  struck.  A 
trace  of  tarnish  remains  around  the  last  three  stars. 

135.  1908  Proof.  There  is  one  microscopic  nick  on  the  rim  above  the  "TR"  in  TRUST  as 
well  as  a  few  very  faint  hairlines.  Only  545  proofs  were  minted  in  1908  making  this 
date  the  third  rarest  proof  in  the  series  from  a  mintage  standpoint. 

1 36.  1910  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  bold  strike.  A  few  dark  stains  on  both  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse  that  could  possibly  be  removed  by  "dipping”.  This  is  one  of  the  more 
underrated  dates  in  this  series  as  only  418,551  were  minted.  Actually  it  is  more  com¬ 
mon  in  proof  condition  than  it  is  in  uncirculated,  and  strictly  uncirculated  examples 
such  as  this  one  are  very  scarce. 

137.  1912-D  Unc-60.  One  noticeable  nick  in  the  field  near  the  eleventh  star  and  one  smaller 
one  slightly  below  it.  There  is  also  a  small  nick  on  the  cheek.  The  reverse  is  excellent 
with  one  tiny  tarnish  spot  in  the  stars  above  the  eagle's  head. 


1 38.  1913  Unc-65.  Light  golden  toning  and  only  a  few  minor  handling  marks  in  the  fields. 
The  only  ones  worth  mentioning  are  a  light  hairline  below  the  eagle's  tail  feathers,  and 
one  small  abrasion  near  the  twelfth  star.  Other  than  that  the  coin  is  as  nice  as  one 
could  ask  for.  Only  188,627  were  minted  and  the  1913  is  a  scarce  coin  in  all  grades. 

In  this  condition  it  is  really  quite  rare  and  worth  in  the  $500  range. 

1 39.  Complete  set  of  Barber  half  dollars,  1 892  to  191 5-S.  73  pieces  housed  in  two  Library 

of  Coins  albums.  There  are  a  few  coins  that  grade  AG-3  and  one  or  two  that  are  Fine-12. 
The  rest  of  the  coins  are  very  uniform,  however,  and  grade  from  Good-4  to  VG-8.  A 
very  attractive  and  well  matched  set. 


U.  5.  Liberty  UUolking  Half  Dollars 

140.  1916  AU-50.  Numerous  hairlines  due  to  past  cleaning  but  now  toning  an  attractive 
light  golden  color.  Popular  first  year  of  issue  and  relatively  low  mintage  as  well  with 
only  608,000  struck. 

141.  191 6-D  Obverse  Mint  mark,  Unc-60+.  Light  golden  toning  and  full  frosty  mint  lustre. 
Very  attractive. 

142.  1916-S  Obverse  Mintmark,  Unc-60+.  Full  mint  lustre  and  above  average  strike.  The 
191 6-S  is  the  lowest  mintage  ''S''  mint  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar  with  only 
508,000  struck. 

143.  1917  AU-55;  1917-D  Obverse  Mintmark,  AU-55.  The  1917  has  light  golden  toning. 
The  1917-D  is  a  bit  more  deeply  toned  but  equally  attractive.  Two  pieces. 

144.  1917-D  Obverse  Mintmark,  AU-55.  Very,  very  close  to  being  fully  uncirculated  with 
just  the  barest  trace  of  rubbing  on  the  figure  of  Liberty.  There  is  reddish-brown 
toning  on  the  obverse  and  lighter  toning  on  the  reverse.  One  small  nick  is  well  hidden 
in  the  eagle's  feathers. 

145.  191 7-S  Obverse  Mintmark,  AU-55.  A  few  small  bagmarks  in  the  field  to  the  right 
of  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  light  golden  toning.  Better  than  average  strike  and  only 
the  barest  trace  of  wear.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  popular  dates  in  the  entire 
series.

146.  1917-S  Reverse  Mintmark,  AU-50,  light  toning;  1918  Unc-60,  softly  struck  but  very 
frosty  and  attractive.  Two  pieces. 

147.  1918-S  Unc-60;  1920  AU-55,  light  golden  brown  toning  on  the  left  obverse.  Two 
pieces.

148.  1921-S  Unc-60.  Very  sharply  struck  with  only  a  few  light  handling  marks  on  the 
figure  of  Liberty.  Possibly  cleaned  at  one  time,  leaving  a  few  very  faint  hairlines  in 
the  field.  Although  the  1921-S  does  not  have  the  lowest  mintage  in  the  series  (548,000 
were  minted  compared  to  only  208,000  for  the  1921 -D),  it  is  by  far  the  rarest  in 

this  condition.  We  recently  sold  a  gem  for  $5250  and  have  seen  several  others  priced 
in  the  $5000  range.  This  coin,  despite  the  cleaning,  is  still  a  highly  desirable  example 
of  this  rare  date  and  should  bring  $4000  or  so. 

149.  1923-S  AU-55.  The  reverse,  although  a  bit  softly  struck  on  the  eagle's  breast,  is 
excellent.  On  the  obverse,  however,  there  are  a  number  of  light  nicks  on  the  figure 
of  Liberty  and  on  the  rim.  A  very  scarce  date  in  this  high  grade. 

150.  1927-S  Unc-65.  Fully  frosty  and  choice  with  delicate  golden  toning.  An  intriguing 
spider  web  of  die  scratches  in  the  field  between  the  "T"  and  "Y"  of  LIBERTY  on  the 
obverse.  A  very  beautiful  coin,  one  that  would  be  hard  to  surpass.  It  is  far  superior 

to  Lot  667  of  our  Greater  New  York  Auction  that  brought  $300. 

151 .  1927-S  Unc-60.  A  few  light  handling  marks  on  the  figure  of  Liberty  as  well  as  a  small 
stain  above  the  motto  on  the  obverse  and  one  below  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  Not 
quite  the  quality  of  the  preceding  lot,  but  very  close. 

1 52.  1929-D  Unc-65.  Usual  softness  of  strike  on  Liberty's  hand  and  hip,  but  excellent 
surfaces  and  attractive  light  toning. 

153.  1929-S  AU-55.  So  close  to  uncirculated,  that  most  would  certainly  sell  it  as  such. 

A  few  areas  of  tarnish  and  one  or  two  very  insignificant  bagmarks,  in  addition  to  the 
traces  of  wear. 

154.  1933-S  AU-55.  Excellent  unmarked  fields.  There  is  one  tiny  edge  nick  above  the 
"A”  in  STATES  on  the  reverse,  but  the  fields  and  figure  of  Liberty  are  sharp.  The 
strike  is  excellent  and  Liberty's  hand  and  skirt  lines  are  clearly  outlined. 

155.  1934-P  Unc-60;  1934-D  Unc-60.  Both  coins  have  the  usual  bagmarks  and  abrasions, 
but  nothing  of  a  serious  nature.  The  most  noticeable  mark  on  either  coin  is  an 
abrasion  across  the  date  on  the  1934-D.  Two  pieces. 

156.  1934-P  Unc-60;  1934-D  Unc-60;  1934-S  Unc-60;  1935-P  Unc-65.  The  1934  and 
1934-D  have  beautiful  golden  toning  and  the  1935  is  a  beautiful  light  gray  and 
gold  color.  Four  pieces. 

157.  1934-D  Unc-60,  1935-S  Unc-60.  The  1934-D  has  several  noticeable  scratches  on  the 
head  of  Liberty  and  on  the  rim  above  her  head  as  well  as  one  noticeable  cut  on  the 
rim  to  the  right  of  her  foot.  Both  coins  are  lightly  toned.  Two  pieces. 

158.  1935-P-S.  Both  coins  are  Unc-65  and  attractively  toned.  Two  pieces. 
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159. 


1936-P-D-S.  All  three  coins  grade  Unc-60  to  Unc-65.  They  are  lightly  toned  and 
attractive. 

1 60.  1936-P-D-S.  All  three  grade  Unc-60  with  the  usual  bagmarks  and  abrasions.  An 
attractive  lot  with  all  three  coins  toning  a  beautiful  golden  color. 

161.  1937-P-D-S.  A  very  choice  lot,  all  grading  Unc-65.  Three  oieces. 

1 62.  1937-P-D-S.  Not  quite  as  choice  a  group  as  the  preceding  lot,  but  very  nice 
nevertheless.  All  three  coins  grade  Unc-60.  The  1937-D  is  toned;  the  others  are  frosty 
and  brilliant.  Three  pieces. 

1 63.  1 937-D  Unc-60+.  A  few  noticeable  abrasions  on  the  figure  of  Liberty,  but  the  rest  of 
the  coin  is  outstanding.  Light  toning  around  the  edges. 

164.  1937-S  Unc-60.  The  usual  complement  of  bagmarks  and  abrasions.  Light  golden 
toning. 

165.  1938  AU-55,  a  few  marks  on  the  reverse  rim;  1938-D  Unc-65,  frosty  and  choice,  an 
outstanding  example  of  this  scarce  low  mintage  date.  Two  pieces. 

166.  1939-P-D-S.  The  1939-S  is  a  "slider”  with  the  barest  trace  of  rubbing  on  the  figure 
of  Liberty  and  on  the  eagle's  breast.  The  other  two  pieces  are  both  Unc-60  and  are 
very  attractive.  Three  pieces. 

167.  1937-S  Unc-60;  1938  Unc-65,  lightly  toned.  Two  pieces. 

168.  1937-S  Unc-65,  frosty  and  choice;  1941-S  Unc-65,  usual  soft  strike  on  Liberty's 
hip  and  on  the  eagle's  breast  feathers,  immaculate  surfaces  and  light  golden  toning 
around  the  edges.  Two  pieces. 

1 69.  1938-D  Unc-65.  A  choice  frosty  coin  with  a  bright  obverse  and  a  lightly  toned 
reverse.  Only  491 ,600  minted,  making  this  the  lowest  mintage  half  dollar  of  the 
past  52  years.  Very  popular. 

170.  1938-D  AU-50.  Undoubtedly  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  the  coin  is  now  toning  a 
blue,  gray,  and  gold  color.  There  are  a  few  light  hairlines  above  the  motto  on  the 
obverse  as  well  as  a  few  light  ones  in  the  field  to  the  right  of  "L". 

171.  1939-P-D-S.  A  choice  group,  all  grading  Unc-60  to  Unc-65.  Three  pieces. 

172.  1940  Unc-60;  1940-S  Unc-60,  light  reddish-brown  toning.  Two  pieces. 

173.  1941-P-D-S.  The  three  pieces  grade  Unc-60  to  Unc-65.  The  1941-S  is  brilliant  while 
the  other  two  are  attractively  toned. 

174.  1941-P-D-S.  All  grade  Unc-60  to  Unc-65  and  are  similar  to  the  preceding  lot  except 
that  all  the  coins  are  bright  and  frosty.  Three  pieces. 

175.  1942-P-D-S;  1943-P-D-S.  Six  pieces,  grading  from  AU-55  to  Unc-65. 

176.  1944-P-D-S;  1945-P-D-S.  A  group  of  six  pieces  grading  from  AU-55  to  Unc-65. 

177.  1946-P-D-S;  1947-P-D.  All  5  coins  in  the  lot  grade  Unc-60  to  Unc-65.  Several  have 
light  toning.

178.  Complete  set  of  Franklin  half  dollars,  1948  to  1963-D.  The  35  coins  in  this  set  are 
housed  in  a  Whitman  Album  and  grade  Unc-60  or  Unc-65. 

179.  Complete  set  of  Franklin  half  dollars,  1948  to  1963-D.  Identical  in  quality  to  the 
preceding  lot,  although  some  of  the  coins  are  toning  around  the  edges  from  their 
being  in  the  Library  of  Coins  album.

180.  1796  AU-55.  Beautiful,  deep  toning  with  gold,  blue,  purple  and  gray  blending  together. 
The  surface  is  fully  proof-like  and  the  coin  is  exceptionally  well  struck  except  on  the 
eagle's  head  and  breast,  which  is  standard  for  this  date.  There  is  one  tiny  reverse  edge 
nick  above  the  first  "S"  in  STATES  as  well  as  a  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields. 
The  1 796  quarter  is  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  U.S.  type  coins  since  the  small 
eagle  reverse  was  only  issued  for  one  year.  Strictly  uncirculated  1796  quarters  have 
brought  in  excess  of  $1 5,000  at  auction  and  so  this  beautiful  coin  should  have  no 
trouble  reaching  five  figures. 

181.  1796  VF-25.  This  coin  would  be  a  very  presentable  type  coin,  but  unfortunately  it 
has  suffered  considerable  damage  at  the  first  three  stars  and  the  date  as  well  as  at 
several  places  on  the  reverse.  There  are  also  numerous  light  scratches  and  some  areas 
of  pitting  on  the  obverse.  The  coin,  although  obviously  having  some  severe  problems, 
is  not  nearly  as  ugly  as  the  description  makes  it  sound. 

182.  1805  Good-4,  medium  gray  toning;  1807  VG-8,  cleaned  at  one  time.  Two  pieces. 


183.  1806  EF-45.  Much  more  sharply  struck  on  the  obverse  than  normally  seen.  The  re¬ 
verse,  however,  shows  the  typical  weakness  on  the  eagle's  head,  shield  and  several  of 
the  stars  above  the  eagle.  The  surfaces  are  excellent  and  there  is  an  attractive  light 
gray  toning  around  the  edges. 

1 84.  1 81 5  EF-45.  Attractive  light  reddish,  brown  and  gray  toning.  This  coin  has  the 
mysterious  counterstamp  "E"  above  Liberty's  head.  There  has  been  much  conjecture 
about  the  meaning  of  this  letter  as  well  as  the  "L"  and  "R"  that  also  appear  on  the 

181 5  as  well  as  on  some  of  the  quarters  of  1825.  Many  have  surmised  that  the  "E" ,  "L", 
and  "R"  stand  for  Excess,  Light  and  Regular  but  the  weights  of  the  coins  bearing 
these  letters  do  not  always  bear  out  that  theory. 

185.  1818  Good-4;  1820  Large  0,  VG-10.  Two  pieces. 
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186. 


1820  Large  0,  Unc-60.  Very  bold  strike  and  attractive  light  golden  toning.  The  1825 
in  our  Greater  New  York  Auction  brought  $1900  and  this  superior  coin  should  bring 
at  least  that  or  more. 

187.  1821  VG-8;  1828  VG-10.  Both  coins  are  dark  gray  in  color  but  are  free  of  any  serious 
defects.  Two  pieces. 

1 88.  1 828  EF-45.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  light  toning  around  the  edges.  Numerous 
handling  marks  in  the  fields  and  a  few  noticeable  scratches  between  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  stars.  There  is  also  one  tiny  edge  nick  below  the  "2"  in  the  date. 

189.  1831  Small  Letters,  AU-50.  Beautiful  multi-colored  iridescent  toning.  Clean,  unmarked 
fields  and  only  the  slightest  trace  of  wear.  There  is  one  small  edge  bruise  below  the 
date  as  well  as  a  few  tiny  edge  marks  on  the  reverse.  A  very  beautiful  type  coin. 

190.  1832  EF-40,  dark  heavy  toning;  1 834  VF-20,  light  gray  and  gold  toning  with  consider¬ 
able  dirt  around  the  stars  and  in  the  devices  on  the  reverse.  Two  pieces. 

191 .  1835  EF-45.  Light  golden  toning  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  There  are  some  hairlines 
and  handling  marks  in  the  fields,  due  no  doubt  to  past  cleaning. 

192.  1836  Fine-12;  1837  VF-20.  Both  coins  are  medium  gray  and  gold  in  color.  The  lower 
half  of  the  reverse  of  the  1837  is  quite  dark.  Two  pieces. 

193.  1838  Seated  Liberty,  No  Drapery,  AU-55.  Very  little  wear,  but  unfortunately  cleaned 
at  one  time,  probably  with  baking  soda.  Although  sharply  struck  in  the  centers,  the 
coin  is  very  weak  near  the  denticles  and  there  are  also  some  planchet  problems  on  the 
rims. 

194.  1853  Arrows  and  Rays,  AU-50.  An  interesting  coin  with  the  reverse  rotated  nearly 
45  degrees  to  the  left.  Because  of  prior  cleaning,  the  coin  is  not  very  lustrous  and 
there  are  also  a  number  of  light  hairlines  in  the  field.  Overall,  however,  it  is  as  nice  as 
Lot  531  of  our  Greater  New  York  Sale  that  brought  $200. 

195.  1853  Arrows  and  Rays,  AU-50.  Like  the  preceding  lot,  cleaned  at  one  time  and  there¬ 
fore  missing  much  of  the  original  lustre.  Not  as  sharply  struck  as  Lot  194  and  both  the 
head  and  stars  around  it  are  quite  weak.  A  very  popular  type  coin  since  this  type  was 
issued  for  only  one  year. 

196.  1853  Arrows  and  Rays,  EF-45;  1875  Unc-60,  frosty  surfaces  and  light  toning.  Both 
coins  have  been  cleaned  in  the  past,  but  are  still  quite  attractive.  Two  pieces. 

197.  1855  Arrows  at  Date,  AU-55.  A  number  of  fine  hairlines  due  to  past  cleaning.  The 
coin  is  toning  around  the  edges  now  and  there  is  one  noticeable  tarnish  streak  on  the 
left  obverse.  Last  year  of  a  type  that  was  only  issued  for  two  years. 

198.  1861  Proof.  A  number  of  handling  marks  and  hairlines  in  the  fields  due  to  improper 
handling  over  the  years.  Delicate  toning  around  the  edges.  Only  1 ,000  proofs  struck. 

199.  1861  Proof.  Similar  to  preceding  except  more  heavily  toned.  Numerous  hairlines  and 
handling  marks  in  the  fields. 

200.  1863  Proof.  Delicate  violet  and  gold  toning.  A  few  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  but 
distinctly  better  than  the  two  preceding  lots.  The  1863  is  one  of  the  scarcest  of  all 
Seated  Liberty  quarters  in  proof  as  only  460  were  struck.  (This  is  the  second  lowest 
proof  mintage  of  any  date  in  the  series.) 

201 .  1869  Proof.  A  few  light  hairlines  as  well  as  a  small  spot  of  planchet  roughness  under 
the  eagle's  left  wing.  Attractive  pale  golden  toning.

202.  1873  Arrows  at  Date,  AU-55.  Just  a  hint  of  wear  but  unfortunately  the  coin  has  been 
cleaned;  as  a  result,  most  of  the  mint  lustre  has  been  removed.  Extremely  popular 
type  coin  that  was  only  issued  for  two  years. 

203.  1873  Arrows  at  Date,  AU-50.  Similar  to  preceding  but  there  is  a  trifle  more  wear  and 
the  cleaning  is  a  bit  more  harsh.  A  noticeable  scratch  runs  from  Liberty's  left  hand 
into  the  field  and  there  are  numerous  light  hairlines  across  her  legs  and  on  into  the 
field.  Because  of  the  cleaning,  there  is  very  little  lustre. 


204.  1874-S  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  with  just  the  beginnings  of  pale  blue  and  gold 
toning.  There  is  one  small  nick  on  Liberty's  cheek  as  well  as  a  few  light  bagmarks  to 
the  right  of  her  left  leg.  Much  more  scarce  as  a  date  than  many  realize  and  I  recall 
one  cataloguer's  claim  that  the  1874-S  is  actually  rarer  than  the  1878-S  in  choice 
condition.  While  this  does  not  coincide  with  my  own  experience,  I  do  feel  that 

this  date  is  scarce  enough  to  merit  consideration  as  more  than  just  a  type  coin. 

205.  1877  Unc-65.  Light  reddish-brown  toning  and  full  frosty  mint  lustre.  Excellent 
strike  and  separated  from  gem  quality  by  one  tiny  nick  on  Liberty's  right  arm. 


U.  5.  Barber  Quarters 

206.  1898  Unc-60.  Light  green  and  gold  toning  around  the  edges.  Excellent  strike.  Two 
microscopic  bagmarks  in  the  field  in  front  of  Liberty's  face  and  a  few  faint  hairlines 
across  her  neck. 

207.  1902  AU-55.  Light  toning  around  the  edges.  A  coin  of  this  quality  is  generally 
referred  to  in  the  numismatic  trade  as  a  "slider”  since  it  could  pass  for  uncirculated 
in  most  circles. 

208.  1908  Proof.  A  few  almost  unnoticeable  hairlines  and  one  tiny  abrasion  in  front  of 
Liberty's  face.  There  is  also  a  pinpoint  nick  on  the  cheek.  Fully  brilliant  with  the 
barest  hint  of  toning  on  the  reverse. 

209.  Complete  set  of  Barber  quarters  from  1892  to  1916-D  less  the  1896-S,  1901-S  and 
1913-S.  Included  in  the  Library  of  Coins  album  housing  this  set  are  six  additional 
common  dates.  The  set  has  a  few  coins  that  grade  About  Good-3  but  the  majority 
grade  from  Good-4  to  VG-8.  There  are  also  several  Fines  in  this  set.  77  pieces  in  all. 
An  attractive  and  well-matched  set.

210.  1917  Type  I,  Unc-65.  Full  Head.  A  beautiful  coin,  sharply  struck  with  an  attractive 
light  golden  toning. 

21 1.  1917  Type  I,  Unc-65.  Full  Head.  More  irregular  toning  than  the  preceding  lot  but 
also  substantially  more  lustre.  Very  attractive. 

212.  1917  Type  I,  AU-55,  light  golden  toning;  1917-D  Type  I,  AU-55,  traces  of  dark 
tarnish  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Two  pieces. 
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213.  1919  Unc-60,  medium  golden  toning,  three  parallel  scratches  on  Liberty's  head; 

1929- D  Unc-65,  fully  brilliant.  Two  pieces. 

214.  1925  Unc-65+.  Full  Head.  Gorgeous  natural  toning.  The  coin  is  a  medium  gray 

and  green  color  on  the  obverse  and  much  lighter  but  equally  attractive  on  the  reverse. 

215.  1925  Unc-65.  Full  Head.  Lighter  toning  than  the  preceding  but  very  nearly  as  choice. 

216.  1925  Unc-65.  Nearly  Full  Head.  Even  golden-gray  toning  on  the  obverse  and  lighter, 
more  iridescent  toning  on  the  reverse. 

217.  1926  Unc-65.  Nearly  Full  Head.  Beautiful  autumn  leaves  toning  on  the  obverse.  The 
reverse  is  fully  brilliant  and  choice. 

218.  1926-D  Unc-60;  1928-D  Unc-60+.  The  1926-D  is  an  attractive  light  golden  color. 

The  1928-D  is  fully  frosty  and  brilliant.  Two  pieces. 

219.  Complete  set  of  Standing  Liberty  quarters  (less  the  1916  and  the  overdate),  1917  to 

1930- S.  The  Library  of  Coins  Album  housing  the  set  also  holds  three  additional 
coins  including  a  1928-S  grading  Good-6,  a  1917  Type  I  in  AU-50,  and  another  1917 
Type  I  in  EF-45.  Grades  range  from  Good-4  to  AU-50  with  the  majority  grading  from 
VG-8  to  VF-20.  The  1919-D  has  some  severe  obverse  damage  and  there  is  an  abrasion 
that  eradicates  the  top  half  of  the  last  two  digits  of  the  date  of  the  1919-S.  Not  a  very 
uniform  set  but  there  are  some  very  nice  coins  in  it  including  the  1917-D  Type  II, 
the  1920,  the  1919,  and  the  two  additional  1917  Type  I's.  39  pieces.

220.  1927  Standing  Liberty,  AU-55,  gold  and  gray  toning;  1937  Washington,  Proof,  a  few 
tiny  hairlines  on  Washington's  head,  lightly  toned.  Two  pieces. 

221 .  1935-S  Unc-65,  light  toning;  1937-D  Unc-60,  light  toning,  a  few  abrasions  on  the 
bust.  Two  pieces. 

222.  1937-S  Unc-65.  Attractive  multicolored  toning. 

223.  1937-S  Unc-60.  Light  golden  toning.  Two  pieces. 

224.  1937-S  Unc-60.  Similar  to  preceding  lot.  Two  pieces.

225.  1873  Proof.  Although  originally  struck  as  a  proof,  this  coin  has  been  circulated  to 
where  it  now  grades  AU-50.  It  has  also  been  cleaned  and  the  surface  shows  numerous 
light  hairlines.  Toned  an  iridescent  blue  and  gray  color. 

226.  1874-S  AU-55.  There  is  a  heavy  obverse  chop  mark  on  Liberty's  leg  that  bulges  the 
reverse  slightly  at  the  eagle's  wing.  A  moderate  number  of  light  bagmarks  in  the  fields 
and  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre. 

227.  1875-CC,  VF-25.  Even  overall  wear  and  attractive  light  gray  and  gold  toning.  Two 
noticeable  digs  in  the  field  on  either  side  of  the  eagle's  head. 

228.  1877-S,  Unc-60.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  that  accentuate 
the  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  The  most  noticeable  marks  are  between  Liberty's 
outstretched  arm  and  her  lap.  Hints  of  pale  golden  toning.  A  very  appealing  coin  and 
one  that  should  bring  an  excellent  price.

229.  1878  Proof.  Lovely  reddish-brown  and  lavender  toning.  Several  faint  hairlines  on  the 
obverse  as  well  as  one  diagonal  line  that  was  in  the  planchet  before  striking.  The 
planchet  was  obviously  not  prepared  as  well  as  it  should  have  been  and  the  coin  therefore 
appears  to  have  more  hairlines  than  it  really  does.  However,  it  has  no  real  impairments 
and  because  of  the  beautiful  toning,  it  is  a  very  attractive  and  desirable  coin.  Only 
900  minted,  all  in  proof. 

230.  1878-S  AU-50.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time  but  the  toning  now  partially  conceals 
much  of  the  effect  of  this  cleaning.  There  are  numerous  handling  marks  and  abrasions 
on  the  obverse  and  two  prominent  ones  under  the  eagle's  left  wing  on  the  reverse. 

231 .  1882  Proof.  Several  small  nicks  in  the  obverse  field  and  one  prominent  gash  above 
Liberty's  outstretched  arm  as  well  as  a  number  of  hairlines.  The  obverse  is  mostly 
brilliant  with  some  light  golden  toning  while  the  reverse  is  more  deeply  and  attrac¬ 
tively  toned.  Like  the  1878,  this  is  a  proof-only  date  and  only  1 ,097  were  struck. 

U.S.  Pottorns 

232.  1837  1  i,  Feuchtwanger  Composition,  EF-45.  This  is  not  really  a  pattern  since  it  was 
not  actually  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint.  It  was  made  by  Dr.  Lewis  Feuchtwanger  in  an 
attempt  to  show  Congress  that  his  composition  of  nickel,  copper  and  zinc  would  be 
a  suitable  substitute  for  copper. 


POSSIBLY  UNIQUE  1804  HALF  EAGLE 


233.  1804  Half  Eagle,  Unc-60.  Judd  30,  Silver,  Plain  Edge.  This  coin  appeared  in  The 

New  Netherlands  41st  Sale  of  September  26,  1953  where  it  was  catalogued  as 
Lot  420  and  described  as  follows:  "The  regular  dies  (cracked,  rusted  and  re-engraved), 
struck  in  silver  with  a  plain  edge.  A  restrike;  listed  as  AW-24.  Mentioned  in  the  1953 
Standard  Catalogue  at  the  bottom  of  page  173.  Toned  uncirculated.  This  coin  is 
generally  found  with  a  reeded  edge.  An  example  in  the  Colonel  J.W.  Curtis  Collection 
sold  by  the  Numismatic  Gallery  February  28,  1950  was  estimated  at  $275.00  and 
realized  $255.00.  The  piece  at  hand,  the  only  specimen  known  to  us  with  a  plain 
edge,  came  from  the  Brand  Collection  and  undoubtedly  originated  with  H.O.  Granberg 
of  Oshkosh,  Wisconsin.  RRRR."  In  Dr.  Judd's  reference,  he  indicates  that  the  coin  is 
a  Rarity  7  meaning  from  four  to  twelve  known.  However,  Don  Taxay,  in  his  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  of  U.S.  Coins,  indicates  that  this  plain  edge  variety  may,  in  fact,  be  unique 
and  mentions  only  the  piece  offered  here.  With  the  interest  in  pattern  coins  today, 
this  particular  piece  could  bring  a  runaway  price.

On  the  obverse  is  an  eagle  with 
spread  wings  standing  on  a  cloud.  The  reverse  has  TWO  CENTS  in  a  laurel  wreath. 

1850  Trime,  Proof.  Judd  125,  Silver,  Plain  Edge,  Rarity  4.  Attractive  iridescent 
torilng.  The  obverse  has  a  radiated  Liberty  cap  with  LI  BE  RTY  on  the  band  and  is 
similar  in  design  to  the  popular  Gold  Dollar  of  1836  (Judd  67).  On  the  reverse  is 
a  1 1 1  encircled  by  a  palm  branch  and  the  legend,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 


1854  M,  Proof.  Judd  1 63-A,  Copper,  Plain  Edge,  Rarity  4.  This  coin  was  Lot  975 
of  the  Terrell  Collection  conducted  by  the  American  Auction  Association  in  May, 
1973.  In  that  sale,  the  cataloguers  noted  that  the  coin  weighs  1 13.6  grains  "thereby 
technically  making  it  an  unlisted  piece  (J-163  and  J-164  are  considerably  lighter). 
These  restrikes  (mentioned  under  J-1 65  but  apparently  referring  to  J-163  and 
J-164)  are  from  clashed  dies  which  this  one  is  not".  This  piece  realized  $300.00 
at  that  sale. 

1858  M,  Proof.  Judd  212,  Copper  Nickel,  Plain  Edge,  Rarity  5.  A  beautiful, 
delicately  toned  proof  with  just  a  few  carbon  flecks  here  and  there.  On  the  obverse 
is  the  Indian  Head  design  that  was  adopted  in  1859.  The  reverse  has  ONE  CENT 
in  an  oak  wreath  with  a  broad  ornamented  shield  at  the  top. 

1862  1  i,  VF-20.  Judd  290,  Copper,  Plain  Edge,  Rarity  8.  An  attractive,  medium 
brown  color  with  some  dirt  in  and  around  the  letters  and  devices.  Not  actually  a 
pattern  but  rather  a  regular  dies  trial  piece. 


1863  2 i,  Proof.  Judd  305,  Bronze,  Plain  Edge,  Rarity  4.  Beautiful  light  green  and 
violet  toning.  One  small  carbon  spot  on  Washington's  bust  and  one  on  the  rim  above 
the  "U"  in  UNITED.  The  obverse  has  a  bust  of  George  Washington  with  the  motto 
GOD  AND  OUR  COUNTRY  and  the  date.  The  reverse  has  2  CENTS  in  a  wreath  of 
eight  heads  of  wheat  secured  in  a  plain  band.  This  piece  is  very  similar  to  Lot  194 
of  our  Greater  New  York  Sale  which  brought  $325.00. 

1864  M,  Unc-60.  Judd  356-A,  Copper,  Plain  Edge,  Thick  Planchet.  A  beautiful 
uncirculated  coin  with  deep  brown  color  and  considerable  mint  lustre  around  the 
date  and  the  letters.  This  coin  is  an  experimental  piece  and  is  struck  from  the  regular 
Indian  Head  dies  without  the  "L"  on  the  ribbon.  Undoubtedly  quite  scarce, 
probably  a  Rarity  7  item.

The  obverse  design  is  similar 
to  that  of  the  regularly  issued  3d  piece  but  the  planchet  is  substantially  larger, 
measuring  19  millimeters  in  diameter  rather  than  17.9  millimeters  as  on  the  regular 
issue.  Ex  Rothert  Collection,  Lot  1245  and  prior  to  that,  in  the  Armand  Champa 
Sale  as  Lot  977. 

242.  1869  Id,  VF-20.  Judd  666,  Nickel,  Plain  Edge,  Rarity  4.  The  obverse  is  similar  to 
that  on  the  regularly  adopted  3d  piece  and  the  reverse  has  a  "I"  in  a  laurel  wreath. 


243.  1875  Quarter  Eagle,  Proof.  Judd  1434,  Copper,  Reeded  Edge,  Rarity  7.  A  beautiful 

example  of  this  regular  dies  trial  piece.  Lovely  iridescent  toning.  Several  small  lint 
marks  in  the  field. 


244.  1879  $1,  Proof.  Judd  1617,  Silver,  Reeded  Edge,  Rarity  6.  Light  golden  toning  with 
several  areas  of  darker  blue  color.  This  is  the  popular  metric  dollar  designed  by 
William  Barber.  The  obverse  has  a  head  of  Liberty  wearing  a  coronet  with  a  pearl 
border  inscribed  LI  BERTY.  Above  the  head  is  the  motto  E  PLURI BUS  UNUM.  On 
the  reverse  is  a  partial  wreath  of  cotton  and  corn  tied  at  the  base  with  a  ribbon  and 
joined  at  the  top  by  a  tablet  inscribed  DEO  EST  GLOR IA.  Within  this  wreath  is  a 
circle  of  dots  enclosing  895.  8-S.,  4.2-G.,  100-C.,  25  GRAMS. 

245.  1879  $1 ,  Proof.  Judd  1617,  Silver,  Reeded  Edge,  Rarity  6.  Numerous  light  hairlines 
and  handling  marks  in  the  field,  undoubtedly  the  result  of  improper  cleaning.  Never¬ 
theless,  this  is  a  very  attractive  example  of  this  popular  pattern.

1879  $1,  Proof.  Judd  1626,  Goloid,  Reeded  Edge,  Rarity  6.  Attractive,  even  toning 
with  only  a  few  light  hairlines  in  the  field.  There  are  also  two  small  tarnish  spots  on 
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the  reverse  as  well  as  a  few  lighter  ones  on  the  obverse.  This  is  the  popular  goloid 
metric  dollar  that  was  designed  by  William  Barber.  On  the  obverse  is  a  head  of  Liberty 
wearing  a  cap  with  a  broad  band  inscribed  LI  BERTY.  The  reverse  has  a  circle  of  38 
stars  and  within  it  the  legend  15.3-G.,  236. 7-S.,  28-C.,  14  GRAMS.  Above  the  circle 
is  GOLOID  METRIC  DOLLAR  while  below  the  circle  is  DEO  EST  GLORIA  and  the 
denomination  100  CENTS. 

247.  1879  $1 ,  Proof.  Judd  1 626,  Goloid,  Reeded  Edge,  Rarity  6.  Similar  to  the  preceding 

lot  but  somewhat  more  hairlined  and  marked  up  in  the  fields. 

COPPER  PLAQUE  ENTITLED  "AMERICA” 


248.  A  beautiful,  exquisitely  detailed  copper  plaque  sculptured  in  high  relief.  It  measures 
36  inches  in  diameter  and  weighs  approximately  35  pounds!  For  the  past  forty  years, 
the  plaque  has  hung  in  the  library  of  one  of  Pittsburgh's  mansions  and  although  the 
work  is  not  signed  by  the  artist,  it  is  thought  to  be  the  work  of  the  famous  sculptor 
Herman  MacNeil  who  designed  the  Standing  Liberty  Quarter.  The  design  depicts 
two  Indians  and  a  young  woman  standing  beside  a  buffalo  and  is  similar  to  the 
official  gold  medal  designed  by  MacNeil  for  the  Pan-American  Exposition  in  1901. 

The  style  of  lettering  differs  though  and  possibly  the  plaque  was  connected  with 
MacNeil's  earlier  work  for  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  1893.  While  it  cannot  be  stated 
for  certain  that  this  beautiful  plaque  is  the  work  of  Herman  MacNeil,  it  is  a  definite 
possibility  based  on  the  strong  resemblance  it  bears  to  his  known  works.

249.  1893  Isabella  Quarter,  Unc-60.  Some  tarnish  on  the  obverse  rim,  but  very  few 
handling  marks. 

250.  1893  Isabella  Quarter,  Unc-60.  Numerous  hairlines  and  handling  marks  in  the  field 
due  to  past  cleaning.  Just  beginning  to  acquire  a  light  toning.

252.  1900  Lafayette  Dollar,  EF-40.  Obviously  cleaned  at  one  time  and  showing  considerable 
wear.  A  few  tarnish  spots  on  the  obverse  and  numerous  handling  marks  in  the  fields. 

253.  1921  Alabama  Centennial,  2x2,  AU-55.  Light  gray  and  golden  toning  and  a  few  faint 
handling  marks  on  the  bust. 

254.  1921  Alabama  Centennial,  No  2  x  2,  AU-50;  1922  Grant  without  Star,  AU-50; 

191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  AU-50.  Three  pieces. 

255.  1936  Albany,  New  York  Charter,  Unc-65.  Pale  multi-colored  toning  on  the  obverse 
and  deeper  toning  on  the  reverse.  Very  attractive. 

256.  1935  Connecticut  Tercentenary,  Unc-60.  There  are  a  few  abrasions  on  the  eagle's 
leg  and  one  fine  scratch  across  its  wing.  The  coin  is  lightly  toned  around  the  edges. 

257.  1921  Missouri  Centennial,  No  2  x  4,  AU-50.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time  removing 
most  of  the  mint  lustre  and  leaving  a  number  of  light  hairlines  in  the  field. 

258.  1921  Missouri  Centennial,  2x4,  AU-50.  Similar  in  quality  to  the  preceding  lot. 

There  are  also  several  small  nicks  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  rims. 

259.  1936  Norfolk,  Virginia  Bicentennial,  Unc-65.  Frosty  and  choice  with  delicate  golden 
toning. 


260.  1935  Old  Spanish  Trail,  Unc-60+.  A  few  small  marks  in  the  field,  but  overall  a  very 
choice  example  of  one  of  the  most  popular  coins  in  the  commemorative  half  dollar 
series.  Only  10,008  minted. 

261 .  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  AU-55.  Just  the  barest  trace  of  rubbing  on  the 
figures  on  the  obverse  and  on  the  eagle's  breast  feathers.  Apparently  cleaned  at  one 
time  and  most  of  the  mint  lustre  has  been  removed.  Very  light  gray  toning. 

262.  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  AU-50.  A  trifle  more  wear  than  the  preceding  lot, 
and  like  the  last  coin,  this  piece  has  been  cleaned  and  now  has  numerous  hairlines  in 
the  field.

Luckily  however,  they  are  inexpensive  coins  and  the  important  coins  in  the  set  are  all 
excellent.

Much  of  the  apparent  wear 
may  really  be  the  result  of  the  weak  striking  rather  than  the  coin  being  in  circulation.

Cleaned  at  one  time  but  now  toning  an 
attractive  golden  brown  and  violet  color.  There  are  several  noticeable  obverse  rim 
nicks  and  one  old  scratch  on  the  reverse  between  ONE  and  CENT  in  the  wreath.

On  the  obverse,  in  front  of  the  face  and  near  the  left  obverse  border,  there  are  some 
little  pinpoint  digs.

Probably  cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  toning  an  even  light  tan  color 
with  some  traces  of  red  around  the  letters. 

The  cleaning  has  hairlined  the  reverse, 
but  the  toning  now  effectively  conceals  it. 

341.  1837  Second  Head,  Unc-60.  Considerable  mint  red.  The  usual  soft  strike  around  the 
denticles.  An  excellent  type  coin. 
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LARGE  CENTS  Cont'd. 

342.  1837  Second  Head,  AU-55.  Light  brown  color  with  attractive  olive  green  toning  and 
a  few  traces  of  mint  red. 

343.  1837  Second  Head,  AU-50.  Dark  brown  with  brick  red  and  green  toning.  Considerable 
planchet  porosity  and  several  noticeable  areas  of  corrosion. 

344.  1839  Third  Head,  Unc-60.  Substantial  mint  red,  particularly  on  the  reverse.  As  usual, 
softly  struck  near  the  denticles.  Exceptional  quality  for  an  1839  Large  Cent. 

345.  1839  Third  Head,  AU-55.  Glossy  brown  planchet.  More  sharply  struck  than  the 
preceding  lot,  but  showing  just  the  barest  trace  of  wear. 

346.  1839  Booby  Head,  Unc-60.  Mostly  brown,  but  there  is  also  a  considerable  amount  of 
mint  red,  particularly  in  the  letters  on  the  reverse.  There  are  a  few  light  handling  marks 
in  the  field  as  well  as  a  carbon  spot  between  the  "E"  and  "R"  in  AMERICA. 

347.  1842  Large  Date,  Unc-60.  Glossy  brown  color  and  considerable  violet  toning.  Quite 
possibly  cleaned  at  one  time  since  the  toning  is  a  bit  unusual,  but  the  coin  is  really 
very  attractive. 

348.  1843  Sixth  Head,  Small  Letters,  EF-45.  Light  brown  color  with  considerable  dirt 
around  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  Small  defect  on  the  rim  near  the  fourth  star  as  well 
as  a  cud  by  the  first  and  second  stars. 

349.  1845  Unc-60+.  Partially  proof-like  and  considerable  original  mint  color.  Rather  scarce 
this  nice. 

350.  1846  AU-55.  Beautiful,  dark  glossy  brown  color.  Softly  struck  on  the  leaves  of  the 
wreath  as  well  as  on  the  top  edge  of  the  coronet.  Excellent  surfaces  with  just  one 
faint,  and  very  old,  scratch  behind  the  head  below  the  tenth  star. 

351.  1849  AU-50.  Olive  green  and  brick  red  toning.  Several  noticeable  marks  on  Liberty's 
face  in  addition  to  a  few  digs  on  the  rims. 

352.  1850  Unc-65+.  Full  original  mint  red  with  just  a  few  light  carbon  specks.  Identical  in 
quality  to  Lot  291  of  our  Greater  New  York  Sale  that  brought  $250. 

353.  1850  Unc-60.  Medium  brown  color  with  a  few  traces  of  mint  red.  There  are  also  a 
few  carbon  spots  on  the  reverse. 

354.  1851  Unc-60.  Olive  green  toning.  Planchet  defect  on  the  rim  by  the  twelfth  star. 

355.  1851  Unc-60.  Considerable  mint  red,  particularly  on  the  left  obverse. 

356.  1852  Unc-60.  Glossy  brown  with  traces  of  mint  lustre  around  the  letters  and  devices. 

357.  1852  Unc-60.  Very  poorly  struck  at  the  border.  There  are  also  several  severe  planchet 

defects  at  the  rim.  There  is  mint  lustre  around  the  stars,  date  and  head  of  Liberty  on 
the  obverse  as  well  as  considerable  mint  color  on  the  reverse. 

358.  1852  Unc-60.  Several  dark  spots  and  some  unusual  discoloration  on  Liberty's  neck 
and  below  CENT  on  the  reverse. 

359.  1852  Unc-60.  There  is  a  partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse,  but  generally  speaking  the 
coin  is  rather  poorly  struck.  A  few  splashes  of  mint  red  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

360.  1852  Unc-60.  Glossy  dark  brown  on  the  obverse  and  lighter  tan  color  on  the  reverse. 

A  few  carbon  spots  on  the  obverse,  particularly  noticeable  around  the  date  and  above 
the  head  of  Liberty.  Partial  wire  rim. 

361.  1853  Unc-65.  Almost  full  original  mint  red.  Softly  struck  on  the  top  leaves  of  the 
wreath. 

362.  1853  Unc-60.  Some  mint  lustre  on  the  reverse,  but  none  on  the  obverse.  A  few 
carbon  spots  on  both  sides. 

363.  1853  AU-55.  Attractive  color  but  it  does  not  appear  to  be  natural  and  is  probably  the 
result  of  past  cleaning.  The  coin  has  also  been  rubbed  with  olive  oil  or  a  silicone  cloth 
to  give  it  that  "glossy  look".

364.  1854  Unc-60+.  Almost  full  mint  color  on  the  reverse  and  considerable  red  on  the 
obverse  just  blending  with  brown. 

365.  1854  Unc-60+.  Beautiful  red  and  brown  color.  Somewhat  more  attractive  than  the 
preceding  lot. 

366.  1854  Unc-60.  Cleaned  to  a  bright  orange  color  and  then  lacquered.  ‘Numerous  hairlines 
are  still  visible  under  the  lacquer.  Such  harsh  treatment  is  a  shame  since  the  coin  is 
very  sharply  struck  and  is  strictly  uncirculated. 

367.  1855  Upright  5's,  Unc-60.  Light  brown  color  and  a  few  traces  of  mint  lustre.  There  is 
one  tiny  scratch  across  Liberty's  chin  as  well  as  a  few  minute  edge  nicks. 

368.  1856  Slanting  5,  Unc-60.  Considerable  mint  lustre  blending  with  attractive  light 
brown  toning. 


369.  1857  N.  3,  Proof.  Golden  brown  toning  on  the  obverse  and  darker,  more  iridescent 
toning  on  the  reverse.  There  is  a  partial  wire  rim  as  well  as  a  few  spots  on  the  obverse. 
Very  scarce  with  probably  no  more  than  a  few  dozen  in  existence.  Only  proofs  were 
struck  from  these  dies  and  the  last  one  I  can  recall  seeing  was  Lot  712  of  Lester 
Merkin's  October  1972  auction.  That  coin  brought  $1 550  and  so  this  piece  could 
bring  well  over  $2000'. 

370.  1857  Small  Date,  AU-50.  The  coin  is  an  attractive  chocolate  brown  color,  but  there 
are  a  few  light  hairlines  on  the  face  as  well  as  some  fine  scratches  near  the  fourth  star. 

371 .  1857  Large  Date,  AU-55.  There  is  very  little  wear,  but  unfortunately  the  coin  has  been 
cleaned  in  a  feeble  attempt  to  make  it  appear  uncirculated. 

372.  1857  Small  Date,  EF-40,  a  few  edge  bruises  as  well  as  two  marks  on  Liberty's  face; 
1857  Large  Date,  EF-40,  traces  of  mint  lustre  around  the  date  and  stars.  Two  pieces.

373.  1856  Proof.  Light  violet  and  gold  toning.  There  is  a  small  amount  of  dirt  around  the 
wreath  on  the  reverse  and  a  tiny  area  of  planchet  roughness  above  the  eagle's  beak.  The 
1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  was  actually  struck  as  a  pattern,  but  many  found  their  way 
into  circulation  (see  the  next  lot)  and  therefore  it  is  now  widely  regarded  as  part  of 
the  regular  series.  More  than  1000  were  struck  including  both  proofs  and  circulation 
strikes  and  despite  its  pattern  status,  this  date  is  far  and  away  the  most  desirable 
small  cent. 

374.  1856  Fine-15.  This  is  one  of  the  coins  that  got  into  circulation  (see  comment  above). 
There  is  some  dirt  around  the  reverse  wreath  as  well  as  some  rubbing  in  the  field 
above  the  ONE.  Very  desirable  as  the  rarest  U.S.  small  cent. 

375.  1857  Unc-60+.  Extremely  bold  strike  with  a  prominent  high  wire  rim  on  the  obverse. 
Attractive  light  golden  toning  and  only  a  few  minor  carbon  flecks.

376.  1857  Unc-60.  Boldly  struck,  but  lightly  burnished.  There  are  also  a  number  of 
handling  marks  in  the  obverse  field.  Interesting  clash  marks  inside  the  wreath  on 
the  reverse. 

377.  1857  Unc-60.  Slight  softness  of  strike  on  the  tail  and  several  minor  handling  marks  in 
the  field.  Streaky,  reddish  brown  toning  on  the  reverse. 

378.  1857  AU-55,  unusual  multi-colored  toning  and  a  few  light  hairlines;  1859  AU-55, 
similar  toning  to  the  1857  as  well  as  a  few  light  handling  marks.  Two  pieces. 

379.  1858  Large  Letters,  AU-55.  Cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  toning  a  light  honey  brown 
color.  Numerous  marks  in  the  field  around  the  eagle's  right  wing  and  above  the  date. 


380.  1859  Proof.  Very  light  iridescent  toning  and  one  small  carbon  spot  in  the  wreath  on 
the  reverse.  There  is  also  a  tiny  flake  from  the  planchet  on  the  rim  above  the  second 
"T"  in  STATES.  I  have  seen  the  mintage  of  the  1859  proof  Indian  Head  cent 
estimated  at  800  but  I  feel  that  this  is  far  too  high;  the  actual  number  is  probably 
much  less  than  half  that  figure.  It  is  certainly  more  rare,  for  example,  than  the  1864 
proof  copper-nickel  cent  of  which  only  300  were  minted.  Extremely  popular  since  this 
is  the  only  year  of  this  type. 

381.  1859  Unc-60.  Some  planchet  irregularities  on  the  lower  obverse  rim  as  well  as  several 
small  areas  of  corrosion  in  the  field.  Light  golden  toning. 

382.  1860  Unc-65.  Pale  golden  toning.  A  few  light  carbon  flecks. 

RARE  1861  CONFEDERATE  CENT  RESTRIKE  IN  COPPER 


383.  1861  Confederate  Cent,  Copper  Restrike,  Proof.  Very  light  iridescent  toning  and  a 
few  faint  carbon  spots.  There  are  also  some  minor  hairlines  across  the  bust  and  one 
small  edge  bruise  on  the  reverse  rim  at  eight  o'clock.  The  original  dies  for  this  Confed¬ 
erate  cent  were  made  by  Robert  Lovett  of  Philadelphia.  Although  Lovett  never  did 
strike  coins  for  the  Confederacy  (only  12  copper-nickel  trial  pieces  were  struck),  his 
original  dies  were  purchased  by  Captain  John  W.  Haseltine  who  made  restrikes  from 
the  dies.  Haseltine  struck  55  in  copper,  12  in  silver  and  7  in  gold.  A  gold  restrike  sold 
at  Lester  Merkin's  October  1973  sale  and,  although  the  copper  restrike  is  offered 
occasionally,  I  have  not  seen  one  recently  enough  to  quote  a  meaningful  value. 
However,  it  should  bring  somewhere  between  $1 ,500  and  $2,000. 

384.  1863  AU-50,  light  toning;  1863  Unc-60,  light  toning;  1864  copper-nickel,  Unc-60, 
light  toning.  An  attractive  group  of  copper-nickel  cents.  Three  pieces. 

385.  1864  Copper-Nickel,  Unc-60.  Attractive  multi-colored  iridescent  toning. 

386.  1864-L  EF-40,  medium  brown  color  with  a  few  areas  of  darker  toning  and  two  small 
nicks  on  the  rim;  1867  AU-50,  light  green  and  gold  toning  on  the  obverse  and  darker 
violet  toning  on  the  reverse.  Two  pieces. 

387.  1869  Unc-60.  Unusual  multicolored  toning,  probably  due  to  improper  cleaning  or 
storage.  Considerable  planchet  porosity,  possibly  corrosion. 
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388.  1869  Unc-60.  Beautiful  medium  brown  color  with  traces  of  mint  lustre.  Next  to  the 
1877  and  the  1869/8,  this  is  the  rarest  Indian  Head  cent  in  this  condition. 

389.  1869  Recut  9,  EF-40,  medium  brown  toning,  one  small  reverse  edge  bruise;  1872 
EF-40,  cleaned  at  one  time  but  noW  toning.  Two  pieces. 

390.  1871  Unc-60.  Very  sharply  struck,  but  cleaned  to  almost  an  orange-color.  Now 
toning  slightly  and  showing  a  few  light  carbon  spots  on  the  reverse. 

391.  1872  EF-40.  Unusual  color  on  the  obverse,  possibly  the  result  of  being  cleaned  at 
one  time.  A  scarce  date. 

392.  1874  Unc-60+.  Most  of  the  original  mint  lustre  with  just  a  few  traces  of  brown. 

393.  1875  Unc-60,  light  red  and  golden  toning,  a  few  carbon  spots,  interesting  die  scratches 
on  the  neck  and  headdress;  1908-S  Unc-60,  brown  and  gold  obverse  and  mostly 
reddish  gold  reverse.  Two  pieces. 


394.  1877  Unc-65.  Nearly  full  original  mint  color  with  a  few  splashes  of  violet  arid  brown. 

A  very  choice  example  of  the  most  popular  and  desirable  date  in  the  series.  This  coin 
is  considerably  better  than  Lot  321  of  our  Greater  New  York  Auction  that  brouqht 
$700. 

395.  1877  Fine-15.  A  few  "highlights"  on  the  Indian's  head.  Scarce  and  desirable  in  all 
grades. 

396.  1899  Unc-65,  full  mint  red;  1900  Unc-60,  light  gold  and  lavender  toning.  Two  pieces. 

397.  1905  Proof.  Attractive  iridescent  red,  gold  and  green  toning.  One  small  carbon  spot 
in  the  shield. 

398.  1909-S  Indian,  Unc-60.  Light  golden  toning.  A  trifle  softly  struck.  One  small  nick  in 
the  field  above  the  "N"  in  ONE  and  several  handling  marks  on  the  obverse.  The  lowest  - 
mintage  small  cent  issued  for  regular  circulation  with  only  309,000  struck. 

399.  1909-S  Indian,  AU-55.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  toning. 

400.  Set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  cents  from  1856  to  1909-S.  There  is  no  1869/8 
or  1 858/7  Flying  Eagle.  The  set  does,  however,  include  an  1 837  Feuchtwanger  cent 
in  AU-50.  This  is  a  distinctly  above  average  set  witn  many  exceptional  coins  in  it.  The 
1856  is  a  lightly  toned  Unc-60  with  one  tiny  rim  nick  above  the  "AM”  in  AMERICA; 
the  1865  is  a  beautifully  toned  Unc-65;  the  1869  is  Unc-65;  the  1870  is  Unc-65  with 
two  carbon  spots  on  the  obverse;  the  1871  is  AU-55,  cleaned;  the  1877  is  a  lovely 
toned  proof;  the  1909-S  is  AU-55.  A  number  of  the  coins  are  cleaned,  but 

there  are  also  many  choice  uncirculated  coins  in  the  set.  The  only  coin  in  the  set 
that  grades  less  than  AU-50  is  the  1858  Small  Letters  Flying  Eagle  cent  which  is 
EF-40.  60  pieces  in  a  white  plastic  holder. 

401.  Set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  Cents,  1857  to  1909-S.  There  is  no  1856 
Flying  Eagle  cent  in  this  set,  but  it  does  contain  an  additional  1857.  Also  there  is  no 
1858/7  or  1869/8.  Grades  run  from  AG-3  to  AU-50.  The  1857  is  AU-55;  the  1869  is 
Good-4;  the  1872  is  VF-20;  the  1877  is  AG-3;  the  1909-S  is  Fine-12.  59  pieces. 

402.  Set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  Cents,  1857  to  1909-S.  Distinctly  better  than 
the  preceding  set  with  grades  ranging  from  VG-8  to  Unc-60.  There  is  no  1856,  1858/7 
or  1869/8  but  the  set  does  contain  two  1873  Open  3  Indian  cents.  The  1863  is 
Unc-60;  the  1864-L  is  Fine-15;  the  1866  is  EF-40;  the  1869  is  VF-30;  the  1871  is 
Fine-12;  the  1872  is  VF-20,  cleaned;  the  1877  is  VG-8,  cleaned;  the  1908-S  is  AU-55; 
and  the  1909-S  is  VF-30.  60  pieces.

403.  Set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  Cents,  1 857  to  1909-S.  The  set  does  not  contain 
the  1856,  1858/7  or  1869/8.  Grades  range  from  VG-10  to  Unc-65.  Many  of  the  coins 
are  cleaned  but  there  are  also  many  original  Uncs.  The  1857  is  Unc-60+;  the  1859  is 
Unc-60;  the  1864-L  is  VF-30,  cleaned;  the  1866  is  AU-50,  cleaned;  the  1867,  1868, 

1 869,  1870,  1871,  1 872  al I  grade  better  than  E  F-40  but  have  been  cleaned;  the  1 873 
Closed  Three  is  proof;  the  1877  is  Fine-12,  cleaned;  the  1889  is  proof;  the  1908-S 
is  Unc-60;  and  the  1909-S  is  EF-45,  cleaned.  58  pieces. 

404.  Set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  Cents,  1857  to  1909-S.  This  set  does  not  contain 
an  1 856  Flying  Eagle,  1 858/7  or  1 869/8;  but  it  does  contain  an  additional  1 905  and 
1906,  both  Unc-60.  This  is  an  exceptional  set  with  all  of  the  coins  grading  Unc-60, 
Unc-65  or  proof,  except  for  the  1877  which  is  an  AU-50  that  has  been  cleaned. 

There  are  many  exceptional  coins  in  this  set  including  the  proof  1862,  the  Unc-65+ 
1868,  the  Unc-65  1870,  and  the  proof  1869.  The  1872  and  1909-S  are  both  Unc-60 
but  have  been  cleaned.  All  the  dates  from  1878  to  1909  are  proofs,  many  of  them 
choice,  except  for  the  1 889  which  is  Unc-65.  60  pieces. 

405.  Set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  Cents,  1857  to  1909-S.  Grades  range  from  AU-50 
(the  Flying  Eagles)  to  Unc-60.  There  is  no  1856,  1858/7  or  1869  but  the  set  does 
contain  the  rare  1869/8.  All  of  the  coins  in  the  set  are  Unc-60  but  unfortunately  they 
have  been  cleaned  and  are  all  now  an  evenly  matched  orange  color.  The  cleaning  is 
unfortunate  because  many  of  the  coins  are  otherwise  exceptional  including  the  1860, 
1862,  1864-L,  1865,  1869/8,  1877,  and  the  1909-S.  All  would  be  Unc-65  were  it  not 
for  the  cleaning.  The  1859  has  a  planchet  defect  on  the  right  obverse  which  eradicates 
most  of  the  word  AMERICA  and  the  coin  also  has  a  corresponding  weakness  on  the 
right  hand  side  of  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  58  pieces.

406.  1909  VDB  Unc-60;  1908  Indian,  Proof,  light  toning.  Two  pieces. 


407.  1909  VDB  Matte  Proof.  Attractive  light  green  and  gold  toning.  There  is  one  small 
dark  stain  on  the  "N”  of  CENT.  Only  420  matte  proofs  struck,  making  this  by  far 
the  rarest  of  all  matte  proof  Lincoln  cents. 

408.  1909  Matte  Proof.  Light  red,  green  and  gold  toning.  2,198  matte  proofs  struck. 

409.  1909-S  VDB  AU-50.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  toning  a  light  green  and  gold  color. 
The  lowest  mintage  and  most  popular  of  all  Lincoln  cents. 

410.  1910  Matte  Proof.  Light  green,  gold  and  red  toning,  but  there  are  a  few  small  carbon 
spots  as  well.  2405  struck. 

41 1.  1910-S  Unc-60.  Streaky  multicolored  toning  on  the  obverse  and  attractive  violet  and 
green  toning  on  the  reverse. 

412.  191 1  Matte  Proof.  Deeper  toning  than  the  preceding  matte  proofs.  One  small  nick  on 
the  obverse  rim  at  ten  o'clock.  1 ,733  struck. 

413.  1912  Matte  Proof.  Purple  and  gray  toning  with  a  few  tinges  of  gold.  Only  2,145  minted. 

414.  1913  Matte  Proof.  A  gem  with  deep  red,  gold  and  green  toning  on  the  obverse  and 
lighter  but  equally  attractive  toning  on  the  reverse.  By  far  the  nicest  of  the  matte  proofs 
in  this  group.  2,848  struck. 
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415.  1914  Matte  Proof.  Mottled  toning.  1,365  minted. 

416.  1915  Matte  Proof.  Not  as  well  struck  as  the  earlier  matte  proofs,  but  really  quite 
typical  for  this  date  as  well  as  for  the  last  year  of  issue.  Mottled  gray  and  orange 
toning  with  a  few  light  handling  marks  on  the  bust  of  Lincoln  and  in  the  field.  Only 
1,15 (5  minted. 

417.  1916  Matte  Proof.  Like  the  previous  lot,  not  sharply  struck,  but  matte  proofs  of  both 
Lincoln  cents  and  Buffalo  nickels  of  the  last  two  years  are  often  no  better  struck  than 
their  uncirculated  counterparts.  The  1916  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  matte 
proof  Lincoln  as  only  1 ,050  were  struck. 

418.  1921-S.  AU-55.  Cleaned  but  now  toning. 

419.  1955  Double  Die,  AU-55.  Cleaned.  This  scarce  mint  error  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
Lincoln  cents.  An  estimated  40,000  were  issued  and  it  was  nearly  two  years  until 
they  were  discovered. 

420.  Set  of  Lincoln  Cents,  1909  to  1940,  less  the  1914-D  and  1922  Plain.  Grades  range 
from  AU-50  to  Unc-60.  The  majority  of  the  coins  have  been  cleaned,  but  luckily  the 
1909-S  VDB  is  not  one  of  them.  Although  the  set  does  not  contain  a  1922  Plain,  it 
does  have  an  additional  1922-D  with  a  very  weak  "D".  The  1909-S  VDB  is  Unc-60; 
the  1909-S  is  AU-55,  cleaned;  the  1921-S  is  AU-50,  cleaned;  the  1923-S  is  AU-50, 
polished;  and  the  1931-S  is  Unc-60.  89  pieces  in  all. 

421.  Set  of  Lincoln  Cents  from  1909  to  1935,  less  the  1922  Plain.  Grades  range 

from  VG-8  to  Unc-65  with  the  majority  grading  from  Fine-12  to  VF-20.  The  1934, 
1934-D,  and  1935  are  all  Uncirculated  with  original  color,  but  the  rest  of  the  coins  in 
the  set  are  a  nicely  matched  brown  color.  The  1909-S  VDB  is  VG-10:  the  1909-S  is 
VG-10  with  reverse  corrosion;  the  1914-D  is  VG-8  with  a  planchet  defect  above  the 
left  sheath  of  wheat;  the  1931-S  is  EF-40.  72  pieces. 

422.  Set  of  Lincoln  Cents  from  1909  to  1940.  The  set  does  not  contain  a  1922 
Plain,  but  does  have  an  additional  1922-D  in  VF-30.  Grades  range  from  VG-10  to 
Unc-65,  with  most  of  the  coins  grading  VF-20  or  better.  The  1909-S  VDB  is  AU-55; 
the  1909-S  is  AU-55;  the  1914-D  is  Fine-15  but  has  been  cleaned  and  artificially 
toned;  the  1922-D  is  a  softly  struck  AU-55;  the  1924-D  is  EF-40;  the  1931-S  is  a 
burnished  AU-50.  The  90  coins  in  the  set  are  housed  in  a  Capital  Plastic  holder. 

423.  Set  of  Lincoln  Cents  from  1941  to  1968-D  in  a  white  Capital  Plastic  holder.  All  the 
coins  in  the  set  grade  either  Unc-60  or  Unc-65  with  the  exception  of  the  1955  Double 
Die  which  is  a  cleaned  AU-55.  74  pieces.

424.  1864  Large  Motto,  Unc-65  Very  sharply  struck  with  nearly  full  original  mint  red.  There 
are  a  tew  cuds  on  the  obverse  rim  as  well  as  one  tiny  planchet  defect  at  nine  o'clock.

475.  1795  VG-8.  Actually  this  coin  has  claims  to  a  higher  grade  but  unfortunately  it  has 
been  harshly  cleaned.  This  cleaning  has  removed  all  of  the  natural  color  and  has  also 
left  a  number  of  hairlines  on  the  surface. 

476.  1797  13  Stars,  Good-4.  Considerable  pitting  on  the  surface  as  well  as  a  few  prominent 
scratches.  There  are  also  several  edge  nicks  at  the  left  obverse  rim.  Although  this  coin 
is  in  very  low  grade,  it  is  still  desirable  since  this  13  star  variety  is  by  far  the  rarest 

of  the  1 797's;  its  mintage  of  9,763  is  barely  half  the  mintage  of  the  other  two  major 
varieties  of  this  year.

480.  1837  No  Stars,  Large  Date,  Unc-65.  Superb  frosty  surfaces  and  exceptionally  sharp 
strike.  Delicate  golden  toning  and  just  a  few  very  minor  marks  in  the  field.  This  coin 
would  be  fully  in  the  gem  class  were  it  not  for  the  planchet  defect  on  the  rim  at  nine 
o'clock.  The  date  was  originally  cut  too  low  and  the  8  actually  shows  evidence  of  having 
been  punched  three  times!

482.  1838  No  Drapery,  AU-55.  One  tiny  scratch  in  the  right  obverse  field  and  one 
noticeable  nick  on  Liberty's  left  arm.  There  is  very  little  wear  but  there  is  equally 
little  lustre  due  to  past  cleaning. 


483.  1851-0  Unc-60.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  very  underrated  coin.  The  surface 
is  mostly  frosty  but  there  are  also  considerable  traces  of  a  proof-like  surface  around 
the  seated  figure  and  the  date.  Only  a  few  light  handling  marks  keep  it  out  of  the 
choice  class.  Very  few  strictly  uncirculated  1851-0  half  dimes  have  been  offered 
over  the  years  and  probably  no  more  than  half  a  dozen  exist  that  are  fully  mint 
state.

Very  desirable  as  a  type  coin  and  extremely 
rare  in  proof  condition.  Certainly  no  more  than  a  few  dozen  proof  half  dimes 
were  struck  in  1854  and  of  that  total,  perhaps  8  or  10  still  exist  today.  I  have 
not  seen  one  offered  either  for  private  sale  or  at  public  auction  in  a  number  of 
years,  and  therefore  feel  that  this  little  jewel  should  set  a  record  price. 


487.  1858  Proof.  Lightly  hairlined  with  faint  golden  toning  around  the  edges.  Very 
scarce  since  only  an  estimated  80  specimens  were  struck  for  inclusion  in  the  proof 
sets  of  1858.  Only  25  or  30  still  exist  today  and  most  of  those  are  hairlined,  like 
this  piece,  or  even  more  seriously  impaired.  The  similar  1858  proof  in  the  Gilhousen 
Sale,  Lot  213,  brought  $310  last  October  and  this  coin  should  bring  at  least  that 
much  or  more. 

488.  1859  Proof.  Lightly  hairlined.  Violet  and  golden  brown  toning  around  the  edges. 

The  last  year  of  this  type  and  the  only  proof  of  this  type  that  is  generally  available. 
Considerably  more  scarce  than  generally  acknowledged. 

489.  1866  Proof.  Light  hairlines  and  handling  marks  in  the  field.  Pale  golden  toning. 
Obviously  cleaned  at  some  time  in  the  not-too-distant  past.  Only  725  proofs  struck. 

490.  1868  Unc-60.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  that  accentuate  the  handling  marks  in  the  field. 
A  scarce  Philadelphia  issue,  although  not  nearly  as  scarce  as  the  five  preceding  years. 

491.  1873  Proof.  Numerous  light  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Cleaned  at  one  time  removing 
much  of  the  natural  brilliance.  Last  year  of  issue  for  half  dimes  and  only  600  proofs 
were  struck.

498.  1838-0  No  Stars,  Fine-15.  Light  blue-gray  toning.  Severe  damage  between 
eight  and  nine  o'clock  on  the  obverse  rim.  As  a  date,  much  rarer  than  the  1837. 

499.  1853  Arrows  at  Date,  Unc-60.  Beautiful  brown  and  lavender  toning.  Very  bold 
strike  and  relatively  few  handling  marks  despite  one  hairline  scratch  from  the  rim 
past  the  thirteenth  star  to  the  figure  of  Liberty.  A  very  high  mintage  of  over 

1 2,000,000  but  surprisingly  few  still  exist  this  nice. 

500.  1857  AU-50,  cleaned  but  now  lightly  toned,  softly  struck  on  the  reverse  at  ten 
o'clock;  1874  Arrows  at  Date,  EF-40,  porous  planchet,  possibly  the  result  of 
corrosion  that  has  been  removed  by  cleaning.

The  surfaces  are  unusually 
nice,  as  are  the  rims.  This  is  the  first  and  rarest  of  the  three  years  of  issue  for  Canadian 
10  dollar  gold  coins.  Only  74,759  were  minted  and  they  are  rarely  available  this  choice. 

Head  of  Columbus  on  the  obverse  and  coat- 
of-arms  on  the  reverse.  Numerous  light  bagmarks  and  rim  nicks.  Only  20,000  minted. 


20  Colones,  1899,  Unc-60.  Light  green  and  gold  toning  and  relatively  few  bagmarks.  A 
very  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  coin.  Only  25,000  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint. 


CUBA,  1  Peso,  1915,  Proof.  Lightly  toned  and  only  a  few  faint  hairlines  away  from 
gem  quality.  Far  superior  to  the  vast  majority  of  those  remaining  from  the  100 
originally  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 


1  Peso,  1916,  Proof.  More  deeply  toned  than  the  preceding  lot,  but  just  as  choice 
despite  one  microscopic  planchet  flaw  directly  in  front  of  the  face.

Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  light  toning.  Moderate  bagmarks  in  the  fields.  91 ,345 
minted. 


640.  GUATEMALA,  20  Quetzales,  1926,  AU-55.  Light  rose,  green  and  gold  toning.  A 
few  of  the  normal  bagmarks,  as  well  as  one  small  gash  on  the  quetzal's  wing  on  the 
reverse.  Minted  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  the  same  standards  as  the  U.S.  double 
eagle.  Only  49,000  struck.  Very  scarce,  especially  this  nice. 


641 .  JAPAN,  5  Yen,  Meiji  5  (1872),  Unc  60.  Obverse  dragon.  On  the  reverse  is  a  wreath 
over  crossed  banners.  Two  specimens  in  last  year's  Gilhousen  Sale  (dated  1873  and 
1874)  brought  $1900  and  $2600  respectively.  Although  the  Japanese  market  has 
dipped  sharply  since  then,  this  piece  still  should  bring  well  into  four  figures.  Very 
rare.

Bent  at  one  time  and  then 
straightened.  Many  early  Massachusetts  coins  were  bent  and  carried  as  talismans 
to  ward  off  witches;  perhaps  this  is  such  a  piece.  Interesting  variety  with  the 
first  "N"  in  England  reversed. 

676.  Undated  (1659)  Lord  Baltimore  Four  Pence  or  Groat,  Large  Bust  and  Shield, 

EF-40,  holed.  All  the  Lord  Baltimore  coinage  is  very  scarce  and  the  groat  is  easily  the 
rarest  of  the  three  denominations  struck.  It  is  truly  a  shame  that  this  coin  has  been 
holed,  because  without  the  hole  it  would  rate  as  one  of  the  better  specimens  available. 
The  last  one  offered  for  public  sale  that  I  am  aware  of  was  Lot  783  of  Stack's  June 
1973  sale  that  brought  $10,500.  Even  with  the  hole  this  coin  is  worth  a  substantial  bid. 


677.  Undated  (1678?)  St.  Patrick  or  Mark  Newby  Halfpenny,  EF-40.  Sharply  struck,  but 
the  planchet  is  porous  and  has  some  green  corrosion.  This  is  the  ''FLORE  AT  REX'' 
variety.  Very  scarce  in  this  condition  and  far  more  rare  than  the  usually  offered 

St.  Patrick  farthing. 

678.  1722  Rosa  Americana  Halfpenny,  VF-20.  This  is  the  scarce  variety  with  D.  G.  REX  on 
the  obverse  and  ROSA  AMERI.  on  the  reverse.  There  is  considerable  corrosion  on  the 
coin,  particularly  around  the  letters.  Very  dark  brown  color. 

679.  1722  Rosa  Americana  Penny,  VG-10;  1723  Rosa  Americana  Penny,  Good-4.  Two  pieces. 

680.  1723  Hibernia  Halfpenny,  Unc-60.  Considerable  mint  lustre  around  the  letters  and 
devices.  The  surfaces  are  proof-like  and  free  of  marks  or  spots.  Superior  to  Lot  218  of 
our  Greater  New  York  Sale  that  brought  $105. 

681.  1723  Hibernia  Halfpenny,  EF-40.  Dark  brown  color  with  several  areas  of  black 
corrosion.  Planchet  defect  on  the  reverse  rim  below  the  seated  figure.

An 
extremely  fine  example  of  this  scarce  coin  brought  $1000  last  year  at  auction. 

684.  1786  Vermont,  VF-20.  This  is  the  VERMONTENSI UM  variety  and  it  is  struck  on  the 
usual  coarse  planchet.  The  planchet  defects  obliterate  most  of  the  word  VERMONT¬ 
ENSI  UM  as  well  as  some  of  the  design  on  the  reverse.  A  coin  only  slightly  better 
brought  $400  at  the  1973  Metropolitan  New  York  Auction. 


685.  1786  Vermont,  Baby  Head  Variety,  VF-30.  Attractive  light  brown  color,  but  the  usual 
porous  planchet.  The  date  is  full  and  most  of  the  legends  are  readable.  This  is  one  of 
the  nicest  Baby  Heads  I  have  seen  and  is  very  nearly  the  equal  of  Lot  25  of  the  1973 
Metropolitan  New  York  Auction  that  realized  $1900. 

686.  1786  Vermont,  Baby  Head  Variety,  Fine-12.  Dark  brown  color  and  the  typical 
defective  planchet.  Only  a  partial  date  shows  although  most  of  the  legend  is  visible. 
The  coin  is  very  slightly  bent,  obliterating  the  head  of  the  seated  figure  on  the  reverse. 
More  desirable  than  the  description  makes  it  sound. 

687.  1787  Vermont,  BRITAN  NIA  Reverse,  EF-40.  Dark  porous  planchet.  Sharply  struck 
obverse,  but  the  usual  weak  reverse. with  most  of  the  reverse  lettering  and  the  date 
missing.  This  coin  is  similar  in  appearance  to  the  Red  Book  plate  coin. 


688.  1787  New  York,  Immunis  Columbia,  VF-20.  Attractive  medium  brown  planchet  and 
a  few  areas  of  brick  red  patina.  Some  planchet  porosity  and  a  few  small  surface  nicks. 
An  extremely  fine  brought  $2300  at  auction  last  year,  and  so  this  specimen  should 
realize  a  four  figure  bid.  Very  scarce. 

689.  1787  Connecticut,  Muttonhead  Variety,  EF-40.  Attractive  light  brown  planchet  with 
a  few  punch  marks  near  the  left  obverse  border.  The  date  and  most  of  me  lettering  is 
not  visible  due  to  poor  striking. 

690.  1787  Connecticut,  Laughing  Head  Variety,  VF-20.  Medium  brown  but  very  porous 
planchet.  Small  test  cut  on  the  rim.  Very  popular  (but  common)  variety. 

691.  1788  Massachusetts  Half  Cent,  EF-45.  Glossy  brown  planchet  with  full  HALF  CENT 
and  sharp  feathers  on  the  eagle.  There  are  a  few  very  faint  scratches  on  the  reverse  and

1783  Nova  Constelatio,  Blunt  Rays,  EF-40.  Light  brown  planchet.  Numerous  light 
nicks  and  cuts  on  the  reverse. 

1785  Nova  Constellatio,  Pointed  Rays,  AU-50.  The  coin  shows  considerable  evidence 
of  rust  on  the  dies.  Not  a  particularly  rare  coin,  but  quite  scarce  this  nice. 

1785  Nova  Constellatio,  Pointed  Rays,  EF-40.  Attractive  medium  brown  planchet. 
Considerable  more  wear  than  the  preceding  lot  and  showing  the  same  evidence  of 
rusty  dies. 


Undated  (Circa  1785)  Bar  Cent,  EF-45.  Attractive  light  brown  planchet  with  only  a 
few  faint  handling  marks.  There  is  also  one  tiny  nick  on  the  third  bar  as  well  as  a 
slightly  larger  one  on  the  eleventh  bar.  The  actual  date  of  this  popular  coin  is  unknown, 
but  it  was  first  circulated  in  New  York  during  November,  1 785.  It  is  thought  to  have 
been  modeled  after  an  old  Continental  Army  button.  A  virtually  identical  coin 
brought  $1800  at  auction  in  May  of  this  year. 

1795  Talbot,  Allum,  and  Lee  Cent,  Unc-60.  Slightly  rough  and  dull  planchet  with 
traces  of  mint  lustre  in  the  letters.  This  is  one  of  the  few  Colonial  coins  that  is 
generally  available  in  uncirculated  condition. 

Undated  (1694)  Elephant  Token,  GOD  PRESERVE  LONDON,  Fine-15.  Struck  on  a 
thick  planchet.  Considerable  planchet  porosity  on  the  reverse.  Slightly  better  than  one 
that  brought  $100  at  auction  in  May.  Very  popular,  although  not  particularly  rare. 

1773  Virginia  Halfpenny,  Period  after  GEORGIUS,  Unc-65.  Nearly  full  mint  red, 
although  there  are  a  few  dark  spots.  Considerable  proof-like  surfaces.  Like  the 
Talbot,  Allum,  and  Lee  cent,  this  is  one  of  the  few  Colonial  coins  that  is  available 
in  choice  condition. 

1773  Virginia  Halfpenny,  Period  after  GEORGIUS,  Unc-60.  Attractive  multicolored 
toning.  A  few  light  handling  marks  on  the  face  and  some  planchet  porosity  in  the 
obverse  field. 

Undated  (1792-1796)  Kentucky  Token,  Plain  Edge,  EF-40.  Nice  even  wear.  Attractive 
medium  brown  color  with  light  tan  and  olive  toning. 

Undated  (1792-1796)  Kentucky  Token,  Lettered  Edge,  AU-55.  PAYABLE  IN  LAN¬ 
CASTER,  LONDON,  or  BRISTOL  is  incused  on  the  edge.  Attractive  medium  brown 
color  with  lighter  brown  around  the  letters. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  NEW  YORKE  TOKEN 


703.  Undated  New  Yorke  Token,  Good-4.  Struck  in  brass.  Very  little  is  known  about  this 
rare  token,  but  it  is  considered  to  be  the  earliest  of  the  tokens  associated  with  New  York. 
It  is  believed  to  be  of  Dutch  origin,  probably  struck  between  1700  and  1706,  but  its 
exact  history  is  uncertain.  One  thing  is  certain,  however,  and  that  is  its  rarity.  Just 
three  or  four  specimens  were  known  to  S.  S.  Crosby  and  only  a  few  others  have  been 
found  since  his  time.  I  can  locate  no  recent  records  of  one  having  been  offered  for 

sale  at  auction. 

704.  1794  Franklin  Press  Token,  Unc-60.  Even  brown  color  with  considerable  mint  lustre 
around  the  letters.  A  similar  coin  realized  $260  at  a  recent  auction. 

705.  1794  Franklin  Press  Token,  AU-50.  Cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  toning. 

706.  1760  Voce  Populi  halfpenny,  VF-20.  The  popular  VOOE  POPULI  variety  caused  by 
a  break  at  the  "C.  Attractive  brown  color  with  light  olive  toning.  A  trace  of  planchet 
roughness  on  the  obverse. 


707.  1779  Rhode  Island  Token,  Wreath  Below  Ship,  EF-45.  Struck  in  brass.  Medium  brown 
toning  and  several  small  edge  cuts,  probably  done  in  an  attempt  to  determine  the  metal 
used.  The  legends  are  in  Dutch,  but  the  token  is  believed  to  be  of  English  or  Anglo- 
American  origin  due  to  the  nature  of  the  designs.  Very  scarce  in  high  grade.  (An  EF 
brought  $400  at  auction  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  and  just  a  few  months  ago,  in  Stack's 
May  1974  sale,  a  specimen  slightly  better  than  this  brought  $1400!) 

708.  1 779  Rhode  Islands  Token,  No  Wreath  Below  Ship,  Fine-12.  Struck  in  brass.  Well 
worn  with  parts  of  the  three  top  soldiers  on  the  island  and  portions  of  the  lettering  on 
the  opposite  side  worn  away. 


709.  1783  Washington,  Georgius  Triumpho  Token,  VF-30.  Attractive  medium  brown  color. 

There  is  a  slight  roughness  in  the  planchet,  but  the  coin  has  no  defects.  Although  the 
head  on  this  coin  is  similar  to  the  portrait  of  George  1 1 1  on  the  Irish  halfpenny,  this 
token  was  undoubtedly  issued  in  honor  of  George  Washington  and  the  end  of  the 
American  Revolutionary  War.  The  fleur-de-lis  on  the  reverse  indicate  that  it  might  be 
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of  French  origin.  Very  difficult  to  obtain  in  high  grade,  this  is  one  of  the  nicest  that 
I  have  seen  recently  and  is  slightly  better  than  Lot  1 12  of  the  May  1974  Stack's 
auction  that  realized  $460. 

710.  1783  Washington,  Large  Military  Bust,  AU-50.  Attractive  deep  chocolate  brown 
color. "There  are  a  few  light  scratches  of  recent  vintage  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

711.  1783  Washington,  Draped  Bust  With  Button,  Fine-12;  1 783  Washington,  Draped  Bust 
Without  Button,  Fine-12.  Two  pieces,  the  latter  having  been  cleaned. 


712.  1783  Washington,  Draped  Bust,  Copper  Restrike,  Engrailed  Edge,  Proof.  Beautiful 
light  brown  color  with  pale  lavender  toning  and  hints  of  green  and  blue.  This  is  the 
commonly  seen  restrike  made  by  Lincoln  in  the  1860's.  A  beautiful  coin  worth 
several  hundred  dollars. 

713.  1783  Washington,  Draped  Bust,  Copper  Restrike,  Engrailed  Edge,  Proof.  Similar  in 
appearance  and  quality  to  the  preceding  lot.

More  deeply  toned  than  the  preceding  lots  and  displaying  very  little  proof  surface.

Attractive  dark  brown  planchet.  Although  worn,  the  portrait  of  Washington  is  sharp 
and  the  legends  are  completely  readable.  Only  a  few  of  the  words  on  the  reverse  are 
legible  however,  and  there  are  several  digs  and  one  noticeable  scratch  running  from 
the  rim  past  the  "R"  in  GENERAL.  Still  desirable  and  worth  close  to  four  figures 
since  a  Fine-15  realized  $1300  at  auction  in  May.

glossy  brown  color.  Numerous  handling  marks  on  the  surfaces  and  several  prominent 
edge  nicks.  There  are  also  two  test  cuts  on  the  rim  directly  above  Washington's  head. 
This  coin  is  considered  by  many  to  belong  in  the  1792  Mint  Pattern  series.  An  esti¬ 
mated  100  were  struck  and  the  coin  is  very  rare  in  this  condition.  The  planchet  is  a 
trifle  small  and  as  a  result  the  eagle's  tail  feathers  come  right  to  the  rim  and  the  top 
of  the  word  UNITED  is  missing.  A  similar  grade  coin,  but  without  the  severe  edge 
nicks,  brought  $5500  at  Stack's  June  1973  sale,  and  so  this  coin  is  certainly  worth 
a  substantial  percentage  of  that  amount.

Not  quite  as  well  centered 
as  the  preceding  lot  and  also  showing  a  bit  more  wear.  Most  of  the  epaulet  is  visible, 
however,  and  two  of  the  three  buttons  are  distinct.  There  are  several  small  rim  dinges 
and  one  nick  in  the  field  near  the  first  "N"  in  WASHINGTON.  Attractive  dark  brown 
color. 

726.  1793  Washington  Ship  Halfpenny,  Lettered  Edge,  VF-30.  A  trifle  more  off  center 
than  the  preceding  lot  with  a  trace  of  planchet  roughness  on  the  face  and  chin.

Beautiful  light  tan  color  with  attractive  gold,  green  and  rose  toning.  More  than  a  year

730.  Undated  (1793)  Washington,  Large  Success  Token,  EF-40.  Struck  in  brass  with  a  plain 
edge.  A  prominent  die  break  runs  from  below  Washington's  eye  to  the  rim.  Weakly 
struck  in  the  center  on  the  reverse.  Thought  to  have  been  issued  at  the  time  of  Wash¬ 
ington's  second  inauguration  as  president. 

731.  Undated  (1793)  Washington,  Small  Success  Token,  EF-40.  Struck  in  brass  with  a 
reeded  edge.  Very  sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Some  of  the  silvering  is  still 
intact.  Like  the  previous  lot,  thought  to  have  been  struck  to  commemorate  the  second 
inauguration  of  Washington  on  March  4,  1793.  A  similar  item  realized  $425  at  auction 
in  June  of  1973.

It  is  unpriced  in  the  Red  Book  and 
has  only  been  available  at  auction  a  few  times  in  recent  years.  A  large  prominent  die 
break  runs  from  the  rim  to  the  top  of  the  head,  (which  probably  accounts  for  the 
rarity  of  this  item)  but  most  of  the  lettering  on  the  obverse  is  legible  and  the  entire  re¬ 
verse,  including  the  fleur-de-lis  on  top  of  the  crown,  is  sharp  and  distinct.

734.  1787  Fugio  Cent,  New  Haven  Restrike,  Copper,  Unc-60.  Light  tan  and  olive  toning 
with  considerable  mint  lustre  in  the  letters. 

735.  1 787  Fugio  Cent,  New  Haven  Restrike,  Copper,  Unc-60.  Similar  to  preceding  although 
darker  and  probably  cleaned. 


736.  1781  Libertas  Americanas  Medals,  Silver  and  Bronze.  These  beautiful  and  popular 

medals  were  designed  by  Dupre  and  are  undoubtedly  among  the  most  beautiful  medals 
ever  made.  The  obverse  design  of  Liberty  was  used  as  the  model  for  America's  earliest 
coinage,  namely  the  1 793  half  cent.

Both  medals  are  in  excellent  condition 
and  are  free  of  impairments  although  the  silver  medal  does  have  a  few  light  hairlines 
and  handling  marks  on  the  proof-like  surface.  The  silver  medal  also  shows  some  rubbing 
and  grades  AU-50;  the  bronze  medal  is  Unc-60.

778.  1941  Proof  Set.  5  coins:  1c!,  5cf,  10cf,  25^,  50cf.  Similar  in  quality  to  the  preceding  set, 
although  there  are  the  beginnings  of  a  planchet  lamination  in  the  obverse  field  of  the 
half  dollar.  It  is  quite  unusual  to  find  such  a  defect  on  a  modern  day  proof  coin. 

779.  1942  Proof  Set.  5  coins:  1  cf,  5cf,  10cf,  25cf,  50cf.  All  the  coins  have  considerable  toning 
from  having  been  in  a  cardboard  holder. 

780.  1942  Proof  Set.  6  coins:  1  cf,  5czf  Type  1 , 5cf  Type  II,  1 0cf,  25c!,  50c!.  All  the  coins  have 
light  toning  and  the  Type  1 1  nickel  has  a  number  of  carbon  spots. 

781.  1942  Proof  Set.  6  coins:  1  cf,  5cf  Type  I,  5cf  Type  II,  10cf,  25cf,  50cf.  The  Type  II  nickel 
in  this  set  also  shows  some  dark  spots  on  the  obverse  rim,  although  they  are  not  as 
severe  as  on  the  nickel  in  the  preceding  set.  Housed  in  a  blue  plastic  holder. 

782.  Seven  Proof  Sets  in  a  white  plastic  holder  including:  1936,  1937,  1938,  1939,  1940, 
1941 ,  1942  Type  1 1.  All  of  the  silver  coins  are  choice,  although  several  do  have  some 
tarnish  spots  that  could  easily  be  removed  by  "dipping".  The  cents  are  very  attractively 
toned  and  relatively  free  of  carbon  spots.  The  nickels  all  have  beautiful  toning  as  does 
the  1942  dime  on  the  reverse.  A  very  attractive,  well  matched  group  of  proof  sets.  All 
of  them  are  well  above  average.  36  pieces.

783.  1849  Open  Wreath,  Unc-60.  A  few  light  handling  marks  and  several  small  green  spots. 
Generally  well  struck,  although  the  two  stars  behind  Liberty's  head  are  flat. 

784.  1849  Open  Wreath,  EF-40.  Light  golden  toning.  Numerous  handling  marks  in  the 
fields. 

785.  1849  Open  Wreath,  VF-20.  A  third  specimen.  Less  marked  up  surfaces  than  the  pre¬ 
ceding,  but  well  worn. 

786.  1851  EF-40.  Attractive  copper-colored  toning. 

787.  1851  VF-30.  Lightly  burnished  with  numerous  hairlines  on  both  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse. 


788.  1851-C  AU-50.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Some  planchet  roughness  below 
the  bust  and  behind  the  head.  Very  few  handling  marks  on  the  obverse,  although 
there  are  some  on  the  reverse.  Since  41 ,267  were  minted,  the  1851  -C  is  the  com¬ 
monest  "C"  mint  gold  dollar.  However,  it  is  still  quite  scarce  in  this  condition, 
especially  so  sharply  struck. 

789.  1852  Unc-65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  with  pale  greenish-gold  toning  around  the  edges. 
A  very  choice  coin. 

790.  1852  VF-25.  Some  dirt  in  the  letters  and  around  the  stars.  Very  dull  color. 

791.  1853  AU-50.  A  few  noticeable  abrasions  in  the  field.  Very  little  mint  lustre. 

792.  1853  AU-50.  Similar  to  preceding,  but  the  stars  are  more  sharply  struck.  Undoubtedly 
cleaned  at  one  time,  removing  most  of  the  natural  mint  lustre. 

793.  1853  AU-50.  There  are  a  few  small  digs  in  the  obverse  field,  but  this  coin  is  more 
sharply  struck  and  more  lustrous  than  either  of  the  two  preceding  lots. 

794.  1853  EF-40.  Traces  of  proof-like  surface  around  the  stars  and  the  head  of  Liberty. 

795.  1853  VF-30.  Copper  and  gold  toning  with  an  area  of  purple  discoloration  in  the 

wreath  on  the  reverse.  Several  noticeable  gouges  on  the  obverse  including  a  prominent 
one  on  Liberty's  cheek. 
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796.  1854  Type  I ,  AU-55.  Very  bold  strike.  Some  dirt  in  the  stars,  wreath  and  letters. 

There  is  also  one  faint  scratch  in  front  of  the  forehead. 


797.  1854  Type  II,  AU-50.  Almost  full  original  mint  lustre.  Very  few  handling  marks  in 
the  fields,  although  there  is  one  light  scratch  running  from  the  top  of  the  "4"  across 
the  wreath.  The  usual  light  clash  marks  around  the  head  of  Liberty  and  stronger  ones 
inside  the  wreath.  A  very  popular  type  coin. 

798.  1 855  Type  1 1 ,  EF-40.  Attractive  golden  toning.  There  is  some  planchet  roughness  in 
the  left  obverse  field  between  Liberty's  headdress  and  the  word  STATES.  Better  than 
average  strike  with  full  date  and  word  DOLLAR.  (The  "8”  and  first  "L"  are  just  a 
trifle  weak.)  Similar  to  Lot  858  of  our  1974  Greater  New  York  Sale  that  brought  $600. 

799.  1 855  Type  1 1 ,  VF-30.  Lightly  burnished  with  numerous  little  digs  all  over  the  obverse 
and  reverse.  Usual  weakness  in  "8”  of  the  date. 

800.  1855  Type  II,  Fine-15.  Very  pebbly  surface  from  having  been  worn  as  jewelry.  The 
loop  has  been  crudely  removed  and  the  coin  is  also  slightly  bent. 

801 .  1856  Slanting  5,  EF-40.  Light  golden  toning.  Faint  clash  marks  on  the  obverse  and 
more  prominent  ones  in  the  reverse  wreath. 

802.  1856  Slanting  5,  EF-40.  Similar  grade  to  preceding  but  the  coin  has  been  lightly 
burnished.  There  is  also  a  noticeable  dig  in  the  field  behind  the  headdress. 

803.  1856  Slanting  5,  EF-40.  Noticeable  clash  marks  on  the  reverse  and  one  thin  scratch 
running  from  the  "6”  to  the  wreath. 

804.  1857  AU-50.  Polished  at  one  time  but  now  acquiring  an  attractive  deep  golden  color. 
Interesting  clash  marks  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  with  portions  of  the  word  LIBER¬ 
TY  visible  between  the  "5"  and  "7"  of  the  date. 


RARE  1861  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


805.  1861  Proof.  Beautiful  golden  toning.  Some  slight  planchet  porosity  as  well  as  a  few  very 
light  hairlines.  Supposedly  349  proofs  were  struck  on  April  5,  1861 ,  but  either  that 
figure  is  incorrect  or  many  were  subsequently  melted,  because  this  coin  appears  with 
far  less  frequency  than  the  mintage  would  seem  to  indicate.  A  similar  coin  brought 
$1600  in  the  Scanlon  Sale  last  October  and  with  the  tremendous  demand  for  proof 
gold  coins  today,  this  piece  should  surely  be  worth  that  amount  or  more. 

806.  1861  EF-40.  Light  toning  with  traces  of  mint  lustre  in  the  letters.  A  fantastic  array  of 
clash  marks  on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  There  is  one  tiny  cut  across  the  "1"  in 
1  DOLLAR. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1861-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


807.  1861-D  Unc-60.  Attractive  golden  toning  and  considerable  proof-like  surfaces.  Typical 

weak  strike  on  the  head  and  around  the  denticles  but  very  few  handling  marks.  Since 
the  1861-D  was  struck  by  the  Confederacy  its  exact  mintage  is  unknown,  but  it  was 
probably  on  the  order  of  1000  to  1 500  pieces,  although  no  more  than  25  still  exist 
today.  An  Unc-65  1 861  -D  recently  brought  $19,500  at  a  New  York  Auction,  and 
last  fall,  a  coin  similar  to  this  one  realized  $1 5,000.  This  beautiful  coin,  one  of  the 
finest  known  examples  of  this  rarest  collectible  gold  dollar,  should  bring  somewhere 
between  those  two  figures. 


808.  1873  Open  3,  Unc-60+.  Amazingly  proof-like  surfaces  that  have  almost  all  the  depth 
and  quality  of  a  proof.  (The  coin  is  not  a  proof  of  course;  all  proof  1873  gold  dollars 
have  a  closed  3  in  the  date  rather  than  an  open  three.)  Most  of  the  word  LIBERTY  is 
illegible  with  only  the  "L"  being  discernible.  A  few  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields 
are  accentuated  by  the  fully  proof-like  surfaces.  An  extraordinary  coin! 

809.  1874  Unc-60.  An  unusual  coin  with  a  frosty  obverse  and  a  fully  proof-like  reverse.  At¬ 
tractive  rose  colored  toning.  Numerous  handling  marks  in  the  reverse  field  and  one 
prominent  scratch  running  from  the  lower  curl  by  Liberty's  neck  up  to  the  rim  be¬ 
tween  "A"  and  "M"  of  AMERICA.  Most  of  the  word  LI  BERTY  is  illegible  as  on  the 
preceding  lot. 

810.  1874  EF-40.  Numerous  light  punch  marks  and  faint  scratches  in  the  fields.  There  is 
one  small  area  of  discoloration  in  the  reeding  that  might  indicate  the  former  presence 
of  a  mounting. 

811.  1 880  AU-55.  Light  green  and  gold  toning.  Relatively  clean  fields  although  there  is  one 
noticeable  bagmark  between  DOLLAR  and  the  date.  A  very  popular  coin  due  to  its 
low  mintage  of  only  1 ,636,  although  not  quite  as  scarce  as  the  higher  mintage  dates 
immediately  preceding  it  due  to  considerable  hoarding. 


812.  1882  Proof.  Beautiful  pale  orange  toning.  Very  rare  since  only  1 25  proofs  were  struck. 
This  beautiful  coin  has  no  hairlines  or  other  flaws  and  is  certainly  a  gem  despite  a  few 
lint  marks.  Should  bring  close  to  four  figures. 

813.  1884  Unc-65.  An  outstanding  first  strike  with  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Only  6,236 
minted. 

814.  1885  Unc-65.  A  superb  frosty  coin  with  beautiful  light  green  toning.  The  two  examples 
of  this  date  in  our  Greater  New  York  Auction  in  May  each  realized  $450. 

815.  1886  Unc-65.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  deep  golden  toning.  Planchet  weakness  near 
"C"  of  AMERICA  and  several  noticeable  lint  marks,  the  most  prominent  of  which  runs 
from  Liberty's  chin  well  into  the  field. 

816.  1887  Unc-65.  Beautiful  deep  golden  color  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Several  tiny 
lint  marks  including  one  directly  below  the  bust. 

817.  1888  EF-45.  Light  orange  toning  and  very  little  lustre.  A  few  faint  marks  in  the 
fields. 
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818.  1889  Unc-65.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  beautiful  deep  golden  toning.  One  tiny 
mark  in  the  planchet  (as  made)  directly  below  Liberty's  chin. 

819.  1889  AU-55.  Light  green  and  gold  toning.  Numerous  light  handling  marks  in  the 
fields.  Small  area  of  proof-like  surface  within  the  wreath. 


U.  5.  Quarter  Gaglas  ($2  1/2  Gold) 


820.  1807  EF-40.  Well  struck  and  nicely  centered  with  attractive  green  and  gold  toning. 
Very  few  handling  marks  in  the  partially  proof-like  fields.  The  1807  has  the  highest 
mintage  of  any  quarter  eagle  of  this  type  (6,81 2)  but  it  is  still  many  times  more  rare 
than  the  typical  half  eagle  of  the  same  period.  This  coin  is  a  half  grade  better  than 
the  one  that  brought  $2900  at  Stack's  May  auction. 

821 .  1 834  No  Motto,  EF-45.  Very  bold  strike  and  considerable  proof-like  surfaces. 
Relatively  light  handling  marks  in  the  field,  but  there  is  some  dirt  clinging  to  the  stars 
and  letters.  One  tiny  scratch  runs  from  the  rim  to  the  center  of  the  eagle's  left  wing. 

822.  1836  VF-20.  Harshly  cleaned,  probably  with  baking  soda.  Numerous  handling  marks, 
nicks,  and  scratches  in  the  field.  Very  bleached-out  color. 


823.  1838-C  EF-45.  Very  sharply  struck  with  the  bold  rims  on  both  obverse  and  reverse 

that  are  always  seen  on  this  date.  Light  orange  and  gold  toning.  The  "C"  mint  mark 
on  the  obverse  is  distinctly  recut  as  it  is  on  all  known  specimens.  The  1838-C  is  the 
first  branch  mint  quarter  eagle,  and  like  the  half  eagle  of  the  same  date,  is  a  very 
underrated  coin.  It  is  by  far  the  rarest  date  of  its  type,  as  one  might  gather  from  the 
low  mintage  of  only  7,880  and  is  missing  from  most  collections.  The  only  other 
example  of  this  rare  date  that  I  have  seen  offered  in  the  past  year  was  a  lower  grade 
coin  in  last  September's  Kriesberg-Cohen  sale  that  brought  $600.  Formerly,  Lot 
1 346  of  our  1973  Greater  New  York  sale  at  $720,  and  now  worth  close  to  four 
figures. 


824.  1847-C  Unc-60.  Very  sharply  struck  with  attractive  light  golden  toning.  There  are  the 
usual  light  handling  marks  in  the  field,  but  all  in  all  this  is  one  of  the  best  examples 
of  this  scarce  date  that  we  have  handled.  Typically  seen  in  extremely  fine  or  less. 

825.  1852  EF-40.  Light  copper  colored  toning.  Some  dirt  around  the  stars  and  letters. 
Softly  struck  on  the  eagle's  left  leg. 
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826.  1852  VF-30.  Many  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Undoubtedly  cleaned  at  one 
time  but  now  toning. 

827.  1852-0  Fine-15.  Well  worn,  but  reasonably  attractive. 

& 

828.  1853  VF-30.  Sharply  struck.  Some  dirt  in  the  shield  and  around  the  olive  leaves  and 
arrows. 

829.  1856  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre  and  excellent  surfaces.  There  is,  however,  one  tiny  nick 
on  the  rim  directly  below  the  ''5''  in  the  date.  Prominent  clash  marks  around  the  eagle 
on  the  reverse 


830.  1856-S  Unc-60+.  Beautiful  copper  and  violet  toning.  Very  bold  strike  and  excellent 
fields  that  have  only  a  few  miniscule  handling  marks.  This  scarce  date  is  missing  from 
most  collections  in  any  grade,  and  in  this  condition  it  is  a  bonafide  rarity.  The 
Gilhousen  AU  brought  $625  more  than  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  and  that  is  the  only 
other  high  grade  example  of  this  date  that  I  have  seen  in  a  long  time.  This  piece, 
one  of  the  finest  on  the  market  in  many  years,  should  bring  considerably  more 
today. 

831 .  1 858  AU-55.  Virtually  full  mint  lustre  and  just  the  barest  trace  of  rubbing.  Delicate 
green  and  gold  toning.  An  underrated  coin  that  is  seldom  available  in  this  condition. 
Only  47,377  struck.  The  Scanlon  coin,  not  quite  as  nice  as  this  piece,  brought  $200 
last  fall. 

832.  1863-S  Fine-1 5.  Well  worn  but  with  clean  surfaces  and  attractive  overall  appearance. 
Like  most  of  the  early  "S"  mint  quarter  eagles,  scarcer  than  one  would  guess  from  the 
mintage  figure  alone. 

833.  1878  EF-40.  Proof-like  surfaces  with  green  and  gold  toning.  There  is  considerable  dirt 
around  the  letters  and  devices  and  it  also  appears  as  if  there  are  a  few  remnants  of 
scotch  tape  remaining  on  the  obverse.  One  long  thin  scratch  on  the  reverse  over  the 
eagle's  head. 

834.  1878-S  EF-40.  Harshly  cleaned  leaving  numerous  light  hairlines  in  the  fields.  There  are 
also  many  small  nicks  and  handling  marks  on  the  fields  and  rims. 


835.  1880  Unc-65,  Proof-like.  Beautiful  golden  toning  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  There 

are  only  a  few  faint  handling  marks  in  the  fields  and  one  tiny  copper  spot  between  the 
eleventh  and  twelfth  stars.  Very  rare  in  any  condition,  and  only  occasionally  available 
this  choice.  More  commonly  seen  in  proof  than  in  choice  uncirculated  condition. 

Only  2,996  minted. 


836.  1884  Unc-65.  Beautiful  light  green,  gold  and  rose  toning.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and 

high  wire  rim.  Even  more  scarce  than  the  preceding  lot  with  only  2,023  minted.  Just 
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a  few  very  light  handling  marks  in  the  field,  the  most  prominent  of  which  is  in  the 
field  directly  in  front  of  Liberty's  face.  Much  nicer  than  the  Scanlon  coin  at  $625. 


837.  1885  EF-45.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  that  accentuate  the  rubbing  in  the  fields.  One  of 
the  lowest  mintage  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins  with  only  887  struck.  A  choice  uncirculated 
specimen  brought  $3200  at  auction  last  year  and  we  have  seen  several  others,  com¬ 
parable  in  quality  to  this  one,  quoted  at  $2000  and  more.  A  very  popular  and  scarce  date. 

838.  1888  AU-50.  Light  toning  but  very  little  lustre.  Softly  struck  on  the  eagle's  legs.  A 
noticeable  scrape  on  Liberty’s  face,  and  one  directly  behind  her  head. 


839.  1890  Proof.  Beautiful  deep  golden  toning.  Fully  in  the  gem  class  despite  a  few  tiny 

lint  marks.  Only  93  proofs  were  struck  and  just  a  few  have  been  offered  in  the  past 
several  years.  The  gem  in  our  1973  NASC  Sale  brought  $975  and  the  Scanlon  coin 
brought  $1500.  Although  the  1 890  was  missing  from  the  recent  Stack's  sale  of  proof 
gold,  other  dates  in  that  sale  of  lesser  rarity  brought  $1800  and  $1900  .  This  coin  could 
easily  bring  $2000  or  more. 


840.  1897  Proof.  Deep  golden  toning  and  high  wire  rim.  Would  easily  be  in  the  gem  class 
were  it  not  for  a  few  carbon  marks  at  the  lower  left  obverse.  The  reverse  is  superb. 
Despite  the  carbon  marks,  nicer  overall  than  Lot  390  of  Stack's  May  sale  that  brought 
$1500.  Only  1 36  struck. 

841 .  1903  Unc-60.  Attractive  light  rose  and  green  toning.  Some  dirt  around  the  letters,  date 
and  stars.  Shallow  planchet  defect  directly  in  front  of  the  forehead. 

842.  1903  Unc-60.  More  lustrous  than  preceding.  Two  small  gouges  on  Liberty's  head  and 
one  thin  scratch  above  the  eagle. 


843.  1905  Proof.  A  beautiful  coin  struck  in  deep  yellow  gold.  There  are  a  few  tiny  lint 
marks  on  the  obverse  and  a  few  faint  hairlines  above  the  eagle's  right  wing  on  the 
reverse.  Only  1 60  minted.  A  slightly  better  piece  brought  $1800  at  auction  in  May. 

844.  1905  AU-50.  Relatively  little  wear,  but  harshly  cleaned.  Two  severe  rim  nicks  on 
the  obverse. 
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845.  1906  Proof.  A  superb  gem  with  deep  golden  toning.  A  coin  of  comparable  quality, 
Lot  400  of  Stack's  May  1974  sale,  brought  $1800.  Only  160  struck. 

846.  1907  AU-50.  Harshly  cleaned,  probably  with  baking  soda,  leaving  the  fields  severely 
hairlined  and  lacking  in  mint  lustre. 

847.  1907  EF-40.  Medium  toning;  one  noticeable  rim  nick  on  each  side. 

848.  1910  Indian  Head,  EF-40.  Usual  handling  marks  and  a  few  tiny  rim  nicks. 


849.  191 1-D  Unc-60.  Full  mint  lustre.  Sharper  than  average  mint  mark  and  typical  knife 
rim  on  the  obverse.  The  rarest  date  in  the  Indian  Head  series  with  only  55,  680 
minted.  Auction  records  in  excess  of  $1000  for  this  grade. 

850.  191 1-D  EF-40.  Typical  weak  mintmark.  Small  planchet  defect  at  "UM"  of  UNUM 
on  the  reverse. 

851 .  1912  AU-50.  Excellent  surfaces  and  light  toning.  Some  white  foreign  substance 
(polish?)  on  the  reverse  at  the  "R"  in  AMERICA. 

852.  1914  EF-45.  Dark  irregular  toning.  Second  lowest  mintage  Indian  Head  quarter  eagle 
with  less  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  struck. 

853.  1927  AU-50.  Light  copper  toning.  Some  planchet  irregularities  around  the  motto 
and  olive  branch  on  the  reverse  and  one  noticeable  scratch  above  the  eagle's  wing. 

854.  1929  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  with  attractive  green  toning.  Last  year  of  issue. 


U.S.  Th f0G  Dollar  Cold 

855.  1854  AU-50.  Beautiful  green  and  gold  toning  and  excellent  fields  that  have  only  a 
few  faint  handling  marks.  A  distinct  type  since  the  word  DOLLARS  on  the  reverse  is 
much  smaller  than  it  is  on  subsequent  years.  The  two  about  uncirculated  1854's  in 
our  Greater  New  York  Sale  brought  $725  and  $750  respectively. 

856.  1855  EF-40.  Light  green  toning  with  traces  of  orange  around  the  letters  and  devices. 
There  are  the  usual  handling  marks,  but  they  are  light  and  of  little  consequence.  More 
desirable  overall  than  Lot  913  of  our  1974  Greater  New  York  Auction  that  realized 
$450. 

857.  1856-S  Medium  S,  VF-35.  Considerable  proof-like  surfaces  and  excellent  overall 
appearance  despite  the  wear.  This  is  the  commonest  mintmark  variety  of  this  scarce 
date. 

858.  1857  AU-50.  Light  green,  gold  and  rose  colored  toning  on  the  obverse.  At  the  top  of 
the  wreath  on  the  reverse,  there  is  an  unusual  area  of  rose  discoloration.  The  surface 
does  not  appear  to  be  damaged  in  any  way,  but  the  toning  is  unusual.  There  are 
numerous  light  handling  marks  on  the  obverse  including  a  prominent  cluster  in  the 
field.

859.  1860-S  VF-30.  Even  overall  wear  and  considerable  proof-like  surfaces.  Although  7000 
were  minted,  only  4,408  were  actually  released,  the  rest  being  melted  at  the  mint.  This 
is  a  very  scarce  date,  possibly  the  rarest  of  the  four  "S"  mint  threes,  and  is  seldom 
available  even  as  high  as  extremelyTine. 

860.  1862  EF-40.  Attractive  greenish-gold  toning.  Numerous  handling  marks  in  the  field 
as  well  as  one  scrape  near  the  left  ribbon  on  the  reverse.  A  very  scarce  date.  The 
Scanlon  coin,  which  was  slightly  better,  brought  $850  last  fall. 


861 .  1863  AU-50.  Bold  strike  and  high  wire  rim.  Attractive  light  green,  rose  and  gold  toning. 
Prominent  clash  marks  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  that  are  very  typical  of  this  date. 
There  are  a  number  of  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  as  well  as  a  few  tiny  nicks  on 
the  wire  rim.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest  $3  gold  pieces  in  this  condition,  and  no  more  than 
half  a  dozen  1863's  have  any  claim  at  all  to  being  mint  state.  Rarer  than  any  of  the 
more  highly  regarded  dates  in  the  1 880's  and  undervalued  in  all  grades.  Only  the 
Gilhousen  and  Scanlon  coins,  and  Lot  1 398  of  this  sale,  have  surpassed  this  piece  at 
auction  in  recent  years. 

862.  1866  EF-40.  Proof-like  surfaces  and  light  toning.  There  is  a  noticeable  planchet 
defect  at  the  base  of  the  "E"  in  STATES  and  a  sharp  scratch  in  the  field  below  the 
first  "S"  of  the  same  word.  A  very  scarce  date  with  only  4,030  minted.  The  slightly 
better  example  in  our  Greater  New  York  Sale  realized  $725. 


863.  1868  AU-50.  Beautiful  gold  and  green  toning.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  which  accentuate 
the  rubbing  in  the  fields.  One  barely  perceptible  rim  bruise  above  "ST”  in  STATES. 

As  a  date,  a  bit  more  common  than  either  of  the  two  preceding  lots,  but  still  very 
scarce  and  desirable. 

864.  1868  EF-40.  Proof-like  surfaces  and  pale  pink  toning.  The  usual  light  handling  marks 
in  the  field.  Scarce  date  with  only  4,875  minted. 


865.  1871  EF-45.  Light  golden  toning  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  One  tiny  bagmark  below 
the  first  "1"  in  the  date  and  a  small  thin  scratch  below  the  left  ribbon.  Although  not 
quite  as  scarce  as  either  the  1865  or  1877,  this  date  is  much  less  seldom  seen  than  the 
more  highly  touted  dates  of  the  1880's.  Only  1330  minted. 

866.  1878  EF-45.  Dipped,  but  still  attractive.  Some  light  bagmarks  on  the  face  and  a  few 
directly  in  front  of  the  neck.  There  is  also  one  shallow  scratch  near  the  "I"  in  AMER¬ 
ICA  and  a  tiny  rim  nick  over  the  second  "S"  in  STATES.  Worth  $500  or  so. 
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867.  1881  AU-55.  Beautiful  toning  and  very  little  wear.  Unfortunately  there  are  numerous 
severe  digs  and  scrapes  in  the  reverse  field  at  the  top  of  the  wreath.  The  1881  has  the 
lowest  mintage  (554)  of  any  $3  gold  piece  issued  for  regular  circulation.  A  beautiful 
uncirculated  example  brought  $3800  at  auction  in  February  and  the  AU-50  in  our 
1974  Greater  New  York  auction  realized  $1500  on  a  top  authorized  bid  of  $2100. 

Even  with  the  reverse  damage,  this  coin  is  well  worth  a  high  three  figure  bid. 

868.  1881  EF-40. Proof-like  surfaces  and  light  golden  toning.  There  is  some  dirt  around  the 
letters  on  the  obverse,  but  the  wear  is  even  and  the  coin  is  very  attractive.  The  VF-25 

in  our  Greater  New  York  Sale  brought  $950  and  so  this  substantially  better  coin  should 
easily  break  four  figures. 


869.  1882  Unc-60.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  beautiful  golden  color.  This  is  the  so-called 

"Fligh  2"  variety  with  the  first  "2"  punched  too  high  and  then  only  partially  effaced. 
The  proof-like  surfaces  accentuate  the  relatively  light  handling  marks.  There  is  also 
one  noticeable  lint  mark  in  the  field  at  the  tip  of  the  chin.  Very  scarce  date  with  only 
1 ,576  minted. 


870.  1885  Unc-60,  Proof-like.  Beautiful  green,  gold  and  pink  toning.  Numerous  light 
handling  marks  in  the  field,  but  excellent  overall  appearance.  Second  to  the  1881  as 
the  lowest  mintage  three  struck  for  regular  circulation;  only  801  business  strikes 
and  109  proofs  were  minted.  Similar  in  quality  to  Lot  929  of  our  1974  Greater  New 
York  sale  that  brought  $2100  after  active  bidding. 

871.  1887  AU-50.  An  attractive  coin  with  pale  green  and  gold  toning.  One  tiny  patch  of 
copper  toning  at  the  rim  above  ''STA"  in  STATES.  Along  with  the  usual  handling 
marks,  there  is  a  noticeable  scratch  from  Liberty's  neck  to  just  in  front  of  the  denticles. 
A  fairly  common  date  compared  to  most  other  dates  in  the  1880's  but  still  a  very 
scarce  coin  with  only  6,160  minted. 

872.  1887  AU-50.  A  loop  has  been  removed  from  the  rim  at  twelve  o'clock.  There  is  also  a 
dark  spot  just  below  Liberty's  ear  and  one  on  the  reverse  at  the  second  *'L"  in  DOL¬ 
LARS  that  may  be  additional  signs  of  mounting.  Copper  and  light  green  toning. 
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U.5.  Four  Dollar  Gold  (Stalla) 


873.  1880  Flowing  Hair,  Proof.  Judd  1657.  Metric  Gold.  A  beautiful  and  superb  gem  with 

light  green  and  golden  toning.  This  piece  displays  the  central  softness  and  striations 
that  are  characteristic  of  both  the  1 880  Stellas  and  the  restrikes  of  1879  .  Designed  by 
Charles  E.  Barber,  the  Flowing  Flair  Stella  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  desirable  of  all 
United  States  gold  coins.  Around  the  head  on  the  obverse  is  the  legend  *6*G*.3*S* 
.7*C*7*G*R*A*M*S*.  The  date  on  the  1880  Stella  is  also  much  smaller  than  it  is  on 
the  1879  and  slants  slightly  up  to  the  right.  The  reverse  has  the  five  pointed  star  that 
gives  the  coin  its  name.  Only  1 5  were  minted  and  at  least  five  are  permanently  im¬ 
pounded  in  museums  or  estates.  At  most  nine  are  traceable  today  and  the  beautiful 
1880  Flowing  Hair  Stella  has  only  been  auctioned  a  few  times  in  recent  history.  Its 
last  appearance  at  auction  was  at  the  Winner  Delp  Sale  in  1972  and  the  American 
Auction  Association  also  offered  one  as  Lot  1038  in  the  Robert  Marks  sale  a  week 
earlier.  Lester  Merkin  sold  gems  in  his  September  1968  and  June  1972  sales  but 
these  are  the  only  four  offerings  of  this  great  rarity  at  public  auction  in  the  past 
decade.  With  the  tremendous  demand  for  rarities  today,  I  would  not  be  surprised  to 
see  this  beautiful  t:oin,  one  of  America's  most  famous  gold  coins,  bring  close  to  the 
$50,000  mark.

874.  1811  Large  5,  AU-50.Very  boldly  struck  and  nicely  centered.  Prominent  clash  marks 

on  both  obverse  and  reverse  with  most  of  the  motto  showing  beneath  the  bust.  At¬ 
tractive  light  yellow  color  and  relatively  few  handling  marks.  There  is  one  tiny  rim 
nick  over  the  "E"  in  AMERICA  and  some  very  faint  adjustment  marks  at  the  upper 
left  reverse  rim.  Similar  in  quality  to  Lot  643  of  our  Long  Beach  sale  that  realized 
$900. 
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875. 


1813  EF-45.  Sharply  struck  on  the  bust  and  stars  but  a  trifle  weak  at  the  borders  and 
on  the  eagle's  left  wing  and  leg,  and  right  talons.  Light  golden  color.  Numerous  but 
insignificant  handling  marks  in  the  field  and  on  the  bust.  An  excellent  example  of  this 
popular  first  year  of  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold  types.  Worth 
$1500  or  perhaps  a  bit  more. 


876.  1842-D  Small  Date,  EF-40.  Medium  green  and  gold  toning.  One  significant  rim  nick 

above  the  eighth  star  and  several  smaller  rim  nicks  as  well.  There  are  also  numerous 
handling  marks  and  several  scratches  in  the  fields. 


877.  1855-0  EF-45.  Beautiful  golden  color  with  full  mirror  surfaces.  Numerous  handling 
marks  and  abrasions  in  the  fields  and  on  the  bust  as  well  as  several  tiny  rim  nicks. 

This  has  long  been  a  greatly  underrated  coin  and  it  has  been  absent  from  many  col¬ 
lections.  In  my  opinion  it  is  much  rarer  in  this  condition  than  the  highly  regarded 
1892-0  which  generally  comes  in  high  grade.  The  only  other  example  of  this  scarce 
date  that  I  have  seen  at  auction  in  the  past  two  years  was  the  Gilhousen  coin  which 
graded  a  more  typical  VF-30.  Very  scarce.  Only  1 1 ,000  minted. 

878.  1858-S  EF-40.  Moderate  bagmarks  but  excellent  strike.  Much  smaller  "S"  than  on  the 
"S"  mint  half  eagles  from  1854  to  1857.  Scarce  and  almost  unobtainable  significantly 
finer  than  this.  Virtually  identical  to  Lot  980  of  our  1974  Greater  New  York  Sale  that 
brought  $350. 

879.  1859-C  EF-40.  Boldly  struck  on  the  obverse  and  better  than  average  on  the  reverse. 
Foreign  substance  (glue?)  near  the  fifth  and  thirteenth  stars,  probably  removable  with 
acetone.  Several  tiny  rim  nicks  and  a  few  bagmarks  but  still  an  above  average  example 
of  this  scarce  date. 


VERY  RARE  1861-D  HALF  EAGLE 


880. 


1861-D  AU-50.  Beautiful  deep  golden  color.  Typical  soft  strike  on  the  obverse  but 
boldly  struck  up  on  the  reverse.  There  are  some  light  hairlines  on  the  obverse  as  well 
as  a  few  handling  marks  in  the  fields,  but  overall  this  is  probably  one  of  the  finest 
known  examples  of  this  rare  date.  There  is  still  considerable  mint  lustre  around  the 
stars,  letters  and  devices.  The  VF-30  coin  in  our  1974  Greater  New  York  sale  brought 
$3700  and  the  Unc-60  Miles  coin  sold  in  May  by  Stack's  realized  $1 2,500.  This  coin 
then  is  probably  worth  in  the  $6000  to  $7000  range,  although  with  today's  demand 
for  rarities  it  could  bring  substantially  more.  The  1861-D  is  definitely  the  rarest  half 
eagle  struck  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint  and  actually  it  is  in  strong  competition  with  the 
gold  dollar  of  the  same  date  as  the  rarest  coin  in  the  entire  Dahlonega  series.

EXTREMELY  RARE  1866  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


881 .  1866  Proof.  An  outstanding  Gem  from  the  Kreisberg-Cohen  sale  of  September  1973. 

Incredibly  well  struck,  even  for  a  proof,  with  beautiful  deep  golden  toning.  Extremely 
rare  since  only  30  were  minted  and  probably  less  than  one  third  of  that  total  are  still 
remaining.  With  the  exception  of  this  gem  and  the  choice  coin  we  sold  in  the  1969 
Philadelphia  ANA  auction  as  Lot  1970,  no  other  proof  1866  half  eagle  has  appeared 
at  auction  in  many  years.  In  Stack's  outstanding  sale  of  proof  gold  coins  in  May,  an 
1865  of  comparable  quality  brought  $17,000  and  a  choice  1868  realized  $8000.  Be¬ 
cause  of  these  records,  I  feel  that  this  gem  could  elicit  a  bid  of  five  figures. 


882.  1866  EF-40.  Another  attractive  example  of  this  date  that  is  not  only  a  great  rarity  in 

proof,  but  is  also  rare  as  a  business  strike.  Only  6,730  were  minted  including  the 
previously  mentioned  30  proofs.  This  piece  is  well  struck  and  attractive  although  it 
does  have  the  usual  complement  of  handling  marks. 


883.  1871-CC  EF-40.  Light  copper  toning,  much  more  sharply  struck  on  the  obverse  than 

usual.  Traces  of  mint  lustre  still  evident  around  the  stars  and  letters.  This  is  one  of  the 
rarest  of  all  Carson  City  half  eagles.  It  is  missing  from  most  collections  and,  when 
offered  for  sale,  specimens  usually  grade  from  VG  to  VF.  This  piece  probably  ranks 
among  the  eight  or  ten  finest  known  examples  of  this  rare  date.

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THE  EXTREMELY  RARE  1875  HALF  EAGLE 


884.  1875  AU-50.  Unquestionably  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  or  any  other  sale,  the 

1875  Philadelphia  Mint  half  eagle  is  one  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  United  States  gold 
coinage.  Only  220  were  struck,  including  20  proofs,  and  to  list  the  major  sales  from 
which  it  has  been  missing  would  require  the  naming  of  virtually  every  sale  of  the 
past  25  years.  Although  we  know  of  two  or  three  that  have  been  sold  privately  in  the 
past  1 2  years,  this  is  the  first  1875  half  eagle  to  be  offered  for  sale  at  public  auction 
since  1962.  At  that  time  the  Wolfson  specimen  was  sold  and  this  lot  is  that  very  same 
coin.  It  has  attractive  light  gold  and  copper  toning  and  almost  full  proof-like  surfaces. 
There  is  considerable  rubbing  in  the  proof-like  fields  as  well  as  the  usual  complement 
of  bagmarks.  As  a  date  the  1875  half  eagle  is  the  rarest  collectible  date  in  the  Liberty 
Head  half  eagle  series,  exceeded  in  rarity  only  by  the  unobtainable  1841-0  and  1854-S. 
No  more  than  1 0  or  1 1  business  strikes  still  exist,  if  that  many,  and  this  is  quite  possibly 
the  finest.  This  coin's  combination  of  rarity,  desirability,  and  quality  add  up  to  a 
record  breaking  price  but  estimating  what  a  famous  rarity  such  as  this  will  bring  is 
difficult  at  best.  However,  I  would  be  surprised  to  see  it  bring  less  than  $35,000  or 
$40,000  and  I  would  not  even  raise  an  eyebrow  at  as  much  as  $50,000.  Compared  to 
what  many  other  coins  are  bringing  today,  it's  worth  it.

$5250  at  Stack's  auction  in  May.  While  not  as  choice  as  that  piece,  this  attractive  coin 
still  should  be  worth  between  $3000  and  $4000. 

1893  AU-55.  Deep  orange  and  green  toning. 

1897  EF-40.  Considerable  copper  tarnish  around  the  letters,  stars  and  in  the  eagle's 
shield. 

1898  AU-50.  Green  and  golden  toning:  moderately  heavy  bagmarks. 

1900  AU-50.  Lightly  burnished.

904.  1801  AU-50.  A  noticeable  scratch  in  the  field  running  from  Liberty's  nose  to  the 

"T"  in  Liberty.  There  is  also  a  deep  scratch  directly  below  the  bust.  On  the  reverse 
there  is  a  rim  bruise  above  the  second  "J"  in  STATES  and  a  tiny  punch  mark  above 
the  eagle's  head.  This  piece  is  well  struck  and  perfectly  centered.  It  has  beautiful  green 
and  gold  toning  and,  except  for  the  aforementioned  problems,  it  is  a  very  attractive 
example  of  an  early  eagle.  Should  bring  several  thousand  dollars. 


905.  1801  EF-40.  Cleaned  at  one  time  but  now  toning  an  attractive  green,  yellow  and 
orange  color.  Several  tiny  reverse  rim  nicks. 

906.  1841-0  VF-30.  Very  sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Heavily  bagmarked,  but  still 
attractive.  One  of  the  most  popular  of  all  Liberty  Head  eagles  due  to  its  being  the 
first  branch  mint  eagle  and  also  due  to  its  low  mintage  of  only  2,500.  A  similar  coin 
brought  $850  at  auction  last  fall  and  only  one  other  has  been  sold  at  auction  in  the 
past  year  and  a  half.  Very  scarce. 

907.  1843-0  AU-50.  Attractive  golden  color  with  traces  of  copper  toning.  Very  sharply 
struck  with  relatively  few  and  light  bagmarks.  Very  scarce  in  this  grade.  Possibly  the 
finest  example  of  this  date  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  several  years. 
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908.  1844  VF-35.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces  showing  moderate  bagmarks.  Missing  from 
most  collections  and  seldom  available  better  than  this.  A  very  underrated  date  with 
only  6,361  minted. 

909.  1853.AU-50.  Light  rubbing  in  the  fields.  Undoubtedly  cleaned  at  one  time  in  an 
effort  to  remove  heavy  copper  tarnish,  traces  of  which  still  remain.  Considerable  mint 
lustre  is  still  evident  and  the  coin  is  very  attractive. 

910.  1855  AU-50.  Similar  in  appearance  to  the  preceding  piece  and  cleaned  in  much  the 
same  manner. 

911.  1857-0  VF-25.  Even  wear  and  moderate  bagmarks.  Traces  of  mint  lustre  along  with 
attractive  light  copper  toning.  Only  5500  struck  and  probably  less  than  50  known 
in  all  grades.  Very  scarce  and  seldom  available. 


912.  1863-S  EF-40.  Very  sharply  struck  and  attractive  despite  the  moderately  heavy  bag¬ 

marking;  considerable  mint  lustre.  Far  more  rare  than  the  mintage  of  10,000  would 
indicate,  and  although  not  widely  publicized  as  a  rarity,  the  1863-S  is  rare  enough  that 
it  has  only  been  auctioned  a  handful  of  times  in  the  past  decade.  The  few  others  that 
I  have  seen  have  been  in  the  fine  to  very  fine  range  and  so  this  is  probably  one  of  the 
better  ones  known  of  the  20  or  25  still  remaining.  Very  rare  and  underrated. 


913.  1865  EF-40.  Light  toning  around  the  stars,  date  and  letters.  Full  proof-like  surfaces 

that  accentuate  the  rubbing  in  the  fields  and  the  relatively  minor  bagmarks.  As  rare 
as  the  1863-S  just  listed,  but  only  slightly  more  appreciated.  The  first  of  this  date  that 
we  have  had  at  auction  in  several  years. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1872  PROOF  EAGLE 


914.  1872  Proof.  A  stunning  Gem  of  indescribable  beauty.  Superb  frosted  head  contrast¬ 

ing  with  glittering  fields  and  the  most  gorgeous  reddish-gold  toning  imaginable.  Only 
1 ,650  1872  eagles  were  struck  including  30  proofs.  Less  than  a  dozen  of  those  proofs 
are  still  known  today,  however,  and  most  of  them  are  impaired.  A  gem  of  this  quality 
and  rarity  should  bring  $15,000  and  possibly  much  more.  Ex  Gilhousen,  Lot  703.

VERY  RARE  1876  EAGLE 


91 5.  1876  VF-30.  Considerable  proof-like  surfaces  and  moderate  bagmarks.  Another  of  the 

great  rarities  in  the  Liberty  Head  eagle  series  and  second  only  to  the  extremely  rare 
1 875  as  the  lowest  mintage  date  in  the  entire  series.  Only  732  were  struck  and  no  more 
than  15  still  exist  today.  It  has  been  missing  in  so  many  important  sales  that  it  would 
be  a  wasted  exercise  to  list  them  all.  We  have  seen  and  handled  many  more  of  the 
highly  regarded  1858  than  we  have  of  this  date.  Ex  Gilhousen,  Lot  714. 

VERY  RARE  1877  EAGLE 


916.  1877  EF-45,  Proof-like.  Mirror  surfaces  and  beautiful  light  copper  toning.  Moderate 
bagmarks,  but  outstanding  overall  appearance.  If  anything,  even  more  rare  than  the 
1876  and  usually  available  only  at  auction  when  great  collections  are  sold.  Only  817 
were  struck  and  the  coin  qualifies  today  as  a  full  Rarity  7,  with  no  more  than  a  dozen 
specimens  still  in  existence.  It  is  a  similar  grade,  but  more  attractive  overall  than  the 
Scanlon  coin  which  was  the  only  other  example  of  this  rare  date  to  be  auctioned  in 
the  past  two  years.  Ex  Gilhousen,  Lot  717. 

917.  1881  AU-50.  Light  gold  and  green  toning.  Some  dirt  on  the  obverse. 

918.  1881  EF-40.  Relatively  light  bagmarks. 

919.  1881  EF-40.  Very  similar  in  appearance  to  the  preceding  lot. 

920.  1881  VF-35.  Light  copper  toning  and  traces  of  proof-like  surface  on  the  reverse. 

921 .  1888-0  AU-55.  Attractive  golden  toning.  A  noticeable  abrasion  in  the  field  between 
the  second  star  and  Liberty's  chin  and  one  on  the  reverse  above  and  to  the  right  of 
the  "D"  in  TEN  D.  Scarce  date  with  only  21 ,345  struck. 


922.  1889  AU-55.  Traces  of  a  proof-like  surface  and  moderate  bagmarking  in  the  obverse 
field.  The  1889  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  eagle  after  1883;  only  4,485  were  minted. 
A  very  scarce  and  popular  date. 

923.  1892  VF-30.  Light  orange  toning  around  the  stars,  letters  and  devices. 
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924.  1893  EF-45.  Several  edge  nicks  and  deeper  than  usual  bagmarks. 

925.  1893  EF-40.  Light  bagmarks  and  attractive  toning. 


VERY  RARE  1894  GEM  PROOF  EAGLE 


926.  1894  Proof.  An  outstanding  Gem  with  beautiful  deep  golden  toning;  virtual  perfection 
in  a  proof  gold  coin.  The  1894  is  the  lowest  mintage  proof  eagle  after  1882  since  only 
43  were  struck,  and  it  has  been  missing  from  most  offerings  of  proof  gold  coins,  includ¬ 
ing  Stack's  extensive  sale  in  May.  The  only  other  proof  1894  offered  at  auction  in  the 
last  three  years  was  the  choice  coin  in  our  1973  Grand  Central  sale  that  realized  $3,000. 
This  coin  is  somewhat  nicer  than  that  proof,  due  largely  to  its  superior  color.  With  the 
tremendous  demand  for  superb  proof  gold  coins  today,  this  gem  could  bring  $5,000  or 
more. 

927.  1895-0  VF-25.  Very  lightly  polished  at  one  time. 

928.  1897  AU-50.  Moderate  bagmarks  on  the  obverse. 

929.  1897-0  Unc-65.  Superb  fields  and  delicate  green  and  gold  toning.  Tiny  dark  blue  spot 
(not  corrosion)  between  the  "T"  and  "Y"  of  LIBERTY  on  the  coronet.  Outstanding 
condition  for  an  "O"  mint  eagle.  The  nicest  example  of  this  date  that  I've  seen.

Never¬ 
theless,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  tnis  popuiar  first  year  of  issue  that  we 
have  handled.  The  only  bagmark  of  significance  is  directly  in  front  of  the  face  by  the 
fourth  star,  and  it  is  very  shallow.  Interesting  die  file  marks  inside  the  shield  on  the 
reverse  and  one  tiny  spot  of  copper  toning  by  the  "M”  in  AMERICA.  While  not 
particularly  scarce  in  lower  grades,  the  1850  is  quite  rare  above  extremely  fine  and 
almost  impossible  to  obtain  this  nice.

Dipped 
at  one  time,  but  still  considerable  mint  lustre  remaining. 

Light  copper  toning  around  the  stars  and 
letters.  Fairly  light  bagmarks,  although  the  few  that  are  present  seem  worse  than  they 
are  because  of  the  proof-like  surfaces. 

961 .  1852  AU-50.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  only  a  few  light  bagmarks.  Tiny  patch 
of  carbon  spots  at  OF  on  the  reverse.  Distinctly  recut  date,  the  first  being  punched 
too  high  and  still  visible  above  the  normal  date. 

962.  1852  VF-35.  Same  recutting  on  the  date  as  on  the  previous  lot.  Full  proof-like  surfaces 
and  moderate  bagmarks.

EXTREMELY  RARE  1854-0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


967.  1854-0  EF-45.  Deep  green  and  gold  color.  Very  boldly  struck  with  hints  of  a  proof¬ 

like  surface.  Unusually  nice  surfaces  with  the  only  marks  worth  mentioning  being  a 
small  cluster  of  bagmarks  on  the  tip  of  the  bust  and  another  small  patch  in  front  of 
the  throat.  The  1854-0  is  one  of  the  great  rarities  in  the  Liberty  Head  double  eagle 
series  and  is,  in  fact,  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  United  States  gold  coins.  Only  3,250  were 
minted  and  probably  no  more  than  15  or  20  are  still  known.  None  have  appeared  at 
auction  since  the  outstanding  Gilhousen  coin  brought  $13,000  in  February  1973.  Since 
that  time,  however,  rarities  have  increased  dramatically  in  value  and  so  this  coin  should 
be  worth  in  the  $20,000  to  $25,000  range  today.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  much  more  rare 
as  a  date  than  the  highly  touted  1870-CC,  and  is  second  only  to  the  1856-0  in  rarity 
in  the  entire  series. 
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968.  1854-S  VF-30.  Lightly  polished  at  one  time  and  heavily  bagmarked.  Popular  as  the 
first  year  of  issue  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  A  very  underrated  date  that  is 
extremely  difficult  to  locate  aboye  extremely  fine. 

969.  1855  EF-45.  Cleaned  at  one  time  and  as  a  result  most  of  the  original  mint  lustre  is 
missing.  Moderate  bagmarks. 

970.  1855-0  VF-35.  Light  green  and  golden  toning.  Softly  struck  at  the  first  two  stars. 
Partially  proof-like  surfaces  and  moderately  heavy  bagmarks.  A  very  scarce  date 
whose  rarity  has  been  overshadowed  by  the  renowned  1854-0  and  1856-0.  The 
last  example  of  this  date  to  be  auctioned,  Lot  857  of  the  Gilhousen  sale,  was  only 
five  points  better  than  this  coin  and  brought  $1 ,250  a  year  and  a  half  ago. 

971.  1855-S  AU-50.  Gorgeous  yellow,  green  and  rose  toning.  Very  light  bagmarks  and 
only  the  barest  trace  of  wear.  Quite  scarce  in  this  condition  and  very  desirable 
because  of  the  unusually  beautiful  color. 

972.  1856  Unc-60.  Matte-like  surface  indicating  that  this  coin  was  probably  recovered 
from  the  sea.  Very  bold  strike  and  only  a  few  light  bagmarks.  One  small  nick  of 
recent  vintage  between  the  eagle's  tail  feathers  and  the  ”N"  in  TWENTY. 

EXTREMELY  RARE  1856-0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


973.  1856-0  VF-25.  Light  green  color  with  a  patch  of  discoloration  directly  in  front  of 
the  face  where  a  scratch  or  heavy  bagmark  was  removed.  This  coin  was  formerly 
Lot  860  of  the  Gilhousen  sale,  where  it  brought  a  modest  $7,000.  I  think  that  the 
1856-0  is  far  and  away  the  rarest  date  in  the  entire  Liberty  Head  double  eagle 
series,  rarer  than  the  1854-0,  the  highly  regarded  1870-CC,  or  any  of  the  proof-only 
dates  of  the  1880's.  The  extremely  fine  Delp-Dines  coin  (sold  in  1972)  and  this  piece 
are  the  only  1856-O's  to  be  auctioned  in  the  last  few  years.  Despite  the  removal  of 
the  scratch,  this  is  still  a  very  desirable  example  of  this  great  rarity  and  should  easily 
bring  five  figures. 

974.  1856-S  AU-55.  Full  original  mint  lustre  with  just  the  barest  traces  of  wear.  Moderate 
bagmarks  and  a  few  light  hairline  scratches  above  the  date.  Choice  enough  for  the 
consignor  to  have  obtained  it  as  ''Choice  BU".  Early  ''S''  mint  double  eagles  are  very 
rare  this  nice. 

975.  1857  EF-45.  Softly  struck  on  the  first  six  stars.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  but  the  surface 
has  not  been  abused.  However,  most  of  the  natural  mint  lustre  is  missing  and  a  bright 
yellow  color  has  taken  its  place. 

976.  1857-0  VF-30.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  deep  greenish-gold  toning.  Very  light 
bagmarks.  A  scarce  and  attractive  coin. 

977.  1857-S  EF-45.  Beautiful  gold  and  rose  colored  toning,  not  unlike  that  on  me  1855-S, 
although  not  quite  as  deep.  No  bagmarks  worthy  of  mention,  but  there  is  one  tiny 
dark  spot  in  the  denticles  below  the  "W"  in  TWENTY.  Very  attractive  for  an  early 
"S"  mint  double  eagle. 

978.  1858  EF-40.  Cleaned,  but  attractive.  A  sizeable  number  of  bagmarks,  none  of  which 
are  particularly  severe.  A  much  scarcer  date  than  generally  acknowledged. 
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979.  1858-0  EF-45.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  bright  yellow  color.  Considerable  rubbing 
in  the  fields  as  well  as  many  bagmarks,  including  one  very  prominent  one  between 
Liberty's  nose  and  the  fourth  star.  A  very  scarce  date,  more  rare  than  the  1857-0 
despite  the  higher  mintage. 

980.  1858-S  EF-40.  Several  obverse  rim  nicks,  but  fewer  than  average  bagmarks.  Light 
golden  toning. 

981.  1859  AU-50.  Cleaned  with  an  abrasive,  removing  most  of  the  mint  lustre  and  leaving 
considerable  rubbing  on  the  obverse.  Only  43,597  were  minted  and  so  the  1859  has  the 
lowest  mintage  of  any  Philadelphia  Mint  double  eagle  prior  to  1880.  Scarce  and 
undervalued  in  all  grades. 

982.  1859-0  VF-35.  Proof-like  surfaces  and  light  orange  toning.  Several  heavy  bagmarks  on 
Liberty's  face  and  neck  as  well  as  one  in  the  field  at  the  second  star.  Rare  date,  as 
only  9,100  were  minted. 

983.  1859-S  EF-45.  Horribly  cleaned  with  an  abrasive,  probably  baking  soda.  The  reverse 
took  the  brunt  of  the  cleaning  and  is  now  severely  hairlined.  Remnants  of  the  foreign 
substance  that  was  obviously  the  object  of  the  cleaning  are  still  present  in  a  few  of  the 
letters.  The  obverse  got  off  quite  easily  and  is  dull,  but  not  particularly  abused. 

984.  1860  EF-40.  Lightly  polished.  Heavy  bagmarks  on. the  obverse  and  two  noticeable 
rim  nicks  below  the  date.  Dark  corrosion  in  some  of  the  letters  on  the  reverse.

985.  1860-0  AU-50.  Softly  struck  at  the  first  four  stars.  Tiny  planchet  defect  on  the  neck 
and  an  even  smaller  one  above  the  "6”  in  the  date.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and 
beautiful  golden  toning;  very  attractive  overall  appearance.  Much  nicer  than  the 
1860-0  in  the  Gilhousen  sale  that  brought  $2,100  and  also  superior  to  Lot  1005  of 
Stack's  ''Winter''  sale.  Rare  and  on  the  want  list  of  virtually  every  double  eagle 
collector.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  no  uncirculated  examples  are  known  and 
probably  no  more  than  30  to  40  exist  in  all  grades.  This  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
finest,  if  not  the  finest,  available  to  collectors  today.  Worth  a  bid  in  the  $5,000  to 
$6,000  range. 

986.  1860-S  Fine-1 5.  Cleaned  at  one  time.  Dark  toning  still  remains  around  the  stars  and 
letters. 

987.  1861  Unc-65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  bold  strike.  A  few  small  bagmarks  on 
Liberty's  face  and  neck,  and  one  in  the  eagle's  shield.  Excellent  appearance  and  a 
prime  candidate  for  a  choice  gold  type  set.  Type  I  Liberty  Head  double  eagles  are 
very  scarce  this  choice. 

988.  1861  VF-30.  Relatively  minor  bagmarks. 

989.  1861  VF-30.  Similar  to  preceding,  but  a  bit  more  lustrous.

Small 
planchet  flake  from  the  field  at  the  tip  of  the  bust  and  one  smaller  one  near  the 
eighth  star.  An  extraordinary  example  of  this  rare  date,  equal  to  the  best  that  we 
have  seen  or  handled,  and  probably  the  finest  1861-0  offered  at  public  auction  in 
the  last  decade. 

1861-S  EF-40.  Moderate  bagmarks. 


1861- S  Paquet  Reverse,  EF-40.  Harshly  cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  the  surfaces 
show  numerous  light  scratches.  The  cleaning  has  also  removed  any  remaining 
natural  mint  lustre  the  coin  may  have  had  and  left  it  with  a  rather  bleached-out 
look.  Designed  by  Anthony  Paquet,  only  19,250  were  minted  before  the  order  came 
to  cease  minting  and  return  to  using  the  regular  reverse  die.  One  of  the  scarcest  and 
most  popular  dates  in  the  double  eagle  series.  Virtually  unobtainable  above  extremely 
fine  and  so  this  coin  is  quite  desirable  despite  the  obtrusive  cleaning.  Worth  $3,000 
or  $4,000  at  least. 

1862  EF-40.  Moderately  heavy  bagmarking  on  the  obverse,  but  the  reverse  is 
excellent.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  The  mintage  of  92,133  is  low  by  double  eagle 
standards,  and  the  1862  is  one  of  the  two  or  three  rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  double 
eagles  prior  to  the  great  rarities  of  the  1880's. 

1862- S  EF-40.  Fairly  light  bagmarks.  The  coin  has  been  cleaned,  however,  and  most 
of  the  original  mint  lustre  is  missing.

995.  1863  Proof.  An  absolutely  dazzling  coin  with  superb  fields  and  deep  golden  color. 

Only  30  Proofs  were  struck,  but  no  more  than  six  or  eight  exist  today  and  I  doubt 
if  any  could  match,  much  less  surpass  this  gem.  When  B.  Max  Mehl  sold  the  Dunham 
collection  in  1941 ,  he  noted,  when  commenting  on  the  1863  proof  $20  included  in 
that  sale,  that  no  other  proof  1863  had  appeared  for  sale  since  the  Earle  collection 
was  sold  in  1912!  Since  the  Dunham  sale,  over  thirty  years  ago,  only  a  few  others 
have  been  offered  for  public  sale,  and  only  the  DiBello  coin  has  been  auctioned  in 
the  past  decade.  At  Stack's  May  auction,  where  a  number  of  proof  double  eagles 
were  sold,  an  1860  brought  $24,000  and  an  1865  brought  $35,000.  Although 
comparable  in  rarity  to  this  superb  coin,  neither  of  those  No  Motto  proof  double 
eagles  was  quite  its  equal  insofar  as  condition  is  concerned.  Because  of  this,  we 
expect  this  1863  to  bring  at  least  $35,000  or  $40,000  and  it  could  realize 
substantially  more. 


996.  1863  EF-40.  Light  copper  toning  around  the  stars  and  devices.  Considerable 
proof-like  surface.  Finer  than  the  VF-30  that  brought  $350  in  our  Greater  New 
York  sale. 

997.  1863-S  VF-35.  Numerous  bagmarks  on  the  obverse;  much  lighter  ones  on  the 
reverse. 

998.  1864  EF-45.  Very  light  bagmarks  but  one  noticeable  rim  nick  by  the  third  star. 
Traces  of  mint  lustre. 

999.  1864-S  EF-40.  Light  copper  toning  around  the  stars  and  letters  and  three  small 
edge  nicks  between  the  second  and  third  stars.  Moderate  bagmarks  on  the  obverse, 
lighter  ones  on  the  reverse. 

1000.  1865  EF-40.  The  normal  bagmarks  and  abrasions.  Partial  proof-like  surfaces  and 
light  copper  toning. 

1001.  1865-S  EF-40.  Numerous  bagmarks  and  abrasions  in  the  fields  and  on  the  rims. 

Very  little  lustre,  due  no  doubt  to  the  coin  having  been  cleaned. 

1002.  1866-S  No  Motto,  VF-30.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  toning.  Moderately 
heavy  bagmarks  on  the  obverse.  One  of  the  most  unappreciated  dates  in  the 
double  eagle  series.  Only  120,000  minted.  The  similar  Scanlon  coin  brought 
$650  last  fall.  Very  scarce. 

1003.  1866  Motto  AU-55.  Beautiful  green  and  gold  toning.  Numerous  but  very  light 
bagmarks.  The  kind  of  quality  that  most  would  call  uncirculated  without  hesitation. 
Very  attractive  and  popular  as  the  first  year  of  type  with  the  motto  above  the  eagle. 

1004.  1866-S  Motto,  EF-40.  Moderate  bagmarks  on  the  obverse  but  only  very  light  ones  on 
the  reverse.

Light  golden  color  with  hints  of  pale  copper  toning  around  the  stars 
and  letters.  Very  few  bagmarks  although  there  is  considerable  rubbing  on  the  partially 
proof-like  surfaces.  A  very  scarce  and  underrated  date. 

1008.  1868-S  EF-40.  Moderately  heavy  bagmarks  and  two  noticeable  rim  nicks  on  the 
reverse.  Considerable  mint  lustre. 

1009.  1869  EF-40.  Numerous  light  bagmarks  in  the  fields  that  seem  more  pronounced 
than  they  really  are  because  of  the  proof-like  surfaces.  A  few  tiny  rim  nicks, 
including  one  noticeable  one  above  the  "T"  in  UNITED. 

1010.  1869-S  EF-40.  Softly  struck  on  the  stars  on  the  left  obverse.  Only  a  few  light 
bagmarks;  traces  of  mint  lustre. 

1011.  1870  AU-55.  Traces  of  rust  colored  tarnish  at  the  second  and  third  stars  on  the 
obverse  and  at  several  places  on  the  reverse.  A  few  very  heavy  bagmarks  and  several 
rim  nicks.  Very  sharp  strike  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.

1870-CC  EF-45.  Light  orange  toning  and  proof-like  surfaces.  Moderately  heavy 
bagmarks  on  the  obverse  but  relatively  light  ones  on  the  reverse.  An  outstanding 
example  of  this  great  rarity  which  is  easily  the  most  highly  regarded  and  sought- 
after  date  in  the  Liberty  Head  double  eagle  series  as  well  as  the  most  desirable  coin 
from  the  popular  Carson  City  Mint.  Purchased  by  the  consignor  for  $24,000  at 
Stack's  February  1973  sale  where  the  cataloguers  noted  that  this  was  the  finest 
example  of  this  date  that  they  had  ever  seen  or  handled.  I  also  have  neither  seen 
nor  heard  of  a  finer  one  (most  specimens  grade  fine  to  very  fine)  and  therefore  feel 
that  this  could  be  the  finest  known  1870-CC.  Worth  a  record  bid. 


1013.  1870-S  EF-40.  Obviously  dipped  several  times  giving  the  coin  that  "white  gold"  look. 

It  has  relatively  light  bagmarks,  however,  and  very  proof-like  surfaces.  If  and  when 
it  tones  it  will  be  a  very  attractive  coin  and  is  not  unattractive  even  now. 


1014.  1871  EF-45.  Rubbing  in  the  fields  and  light  bagmarks  including  several  prominent 

ones  on  Liberty's  chin.  Light  golden  toning  with  traces  of  pale  rose.  Like  ;he  1868, 
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scarce  and  undervalued  compared  to  other  Philadelphia  Mint  double  eagles  of  the 
same  period. 


1871-CC  EF-45.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  moderately  heavy  bagmarks.  One  of  the 
rarest  of  the  popular  Carson  City  double  eagles,  particularly  in  high  grade.  Surprisingly 
difficult  to  obtain  significantly  finer  than  this.  The  VF-30  Gilhousen  coin  realized 
$1250  a  year  and  a  half  ago  and  so  this  choice  coin  should  be  worth  several  thousand 
dollars  or  more.

cloudy  toning  that  is  often  seen  on  original,  uncleaned  proofs.  There  are  only  a  few 
very,  very  faint  hairlines  and  these  are  almost  totally  obscured  by  the  beautiful 
toning.  A  mere  30  pieces  were  originally  struck  in  proof  and  no  more  than  half  a 
dozen  still  exist  today.  Looking  back  over  the  great  sales  of  the  past  15  years  I  can 
find  no  1872  proof  double  eagle  offered  at  public  auction  other  than  the  Wolfson 
coin  that  sold  12  years  ago.  With  no  auction  records  for  this  date  recent  enough  to 
be  meaningful,  I  can  only  point  to  the  1876  in  Stack's  May  sale  that  realized 
$45,000  as  well  as  the  1860  and  1865  mentioned  earlier.  This  beautiful  1872,  as 
rare  and  desirable  as  those  three  dates  or  the  1863  offered  earlier  in  this  sale,  should 
bring  a  comparable  amount. 


1018.  1872  Fine-15.  Well  worn  and  also  cleaned  with  baking  soda  at  one  time,  removing  all 

of  the  natural  color.  Relatively  moderate  bagmarks  and  one  noticeable  rim  nick  above 
the  "N"  in  UNITED.

1872-CC  AU-55.  Excellent  strike  and  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre.  Moderate 
bagmarks  on  the  obverse  and  one  sizeable  bagmark  in  the  reverse  field  above  the 
eagle's  left  wing.  Like  all  early  Carson  City  double  eagles,  very  rare  in  high  grade. 
This  is  the  nicest  one  to  be  auctioned  in  the  last  few  years  and  is  worth  several 
thousand  dollars  at  least. 

1872-S  AU-50.  Considerable  rubbing  in  the  fields  and  numerous,  although  not 
particularly  severe,  bagmarks.  Very  boldly  struck  with  almost  full  proof-like 
surfaces.  Pale  copper  toning  around  the  stars,  letters  and  devices. 

1873  Open  3,  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  Moderate  bagmarks  on  the  obverse 
but  the  reverse  is  excellent. 

1873  Open  3,  AU-50.  Nearly  full  mint  lustre,  but  there  are  numerous  light  scratches 
on  the  obverse  as  well  as  several  heavy  bagmarks  on  Liberty's  face.  Small  area  of 
copper  toning  near  the  lower  left  reverse  rim. 

1873  Open  3,  AU-50.  Nearly  full  mint  lustre.  Light  bagmarks  on  the  obverse  and 
one  severe  abrasion  in  the  field  to  the  right  of  the  "V''  in  TWENTY.  Several  tiny 
reverse  edge  nicks. 


1873-CC  AU-50.  Light  golden  toning.  The  reverse  is  excellent,  but  there  are  a  very 
few  faint  scratches  in  front  of  Liberty's  face  on  the  obverse.  Much,  much  better 
than  Lot  1079  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that  realized  $725,  and  also  far  better 
than  the  majority  of  those  offered  for  sale.  Generally  available  in  very  fine  or 
extremely  fine  at  best,  and  genuinely  scarce  in  this  grade. 

1873-S  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre.  Moderate  bagmarks  on  the  obverse,  lighter  ones  on 
the  reverse. 

1873- S  AU-50.  Softly  struck  on  the  left  obverse  stars.  Light  rubbing  in  the  obverse 
fields  and  one  bagmark  on  Liberty's  neck  as  well  as  a  small  cluster  of  marks  behind 
the  lower  hair  curls.  Tarnish  in  the  letters  of  the  denomination. 

1874  AU-55.  Light  toning,  moderate  bagmarks.  Tiny  planchet  streak  behind  the 
head  by  the  eleventh  star. 

1874- CC  AU-55.  Beautiful  golden  toning  with  one  spot  of  copper  toning  directly 
above  the  head.  Considerable  rubbing  in  the  fully  proof-like  fields  along  with 
moderate  bagmarks  and  abrasions.  Attractive  overall  appearance. 

1874-S  AU-50.  Light  golden  toning,  with  pale  pink  overtones  on  the  reverse.  The 
usual  friction  and  bagmarks  in  the  fields.  Full  proof-like  surfaces. 
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1030.  1875  VF-35.  Fully  proof-like.  Considerable  friction  in  the  fields  although  there 
are  very  few  bagmarks  of  significance.  A  few  tiny  rim  nicks. 

1031 .  1875-CC  Unc-60+.  Attractive  golden  color  with  darker  toning  at  the  top  of  the  obverse. 
Very-few  bagmarks,  the  only  one  of  significance  being  directly  under  the  tip  of  the 
bust.  Overall,  slightly  better  than  Lot  1082  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that  brouqht 
$700. 

1032.  1875-CC  AU-50.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  removing  most  of  the  mint  lustre.  Several 
noticeable  rim  abrasions. 

1033.  1875-CC  EF-45.  Prominent  bagmark  near  the  eagle's  head  on  the  reverse.  Light 
but  numerous  bagmarks  on  the  obverse.  Like  the  preceding,  cleaned  at  one  time 
and  now  showing  very  little  mint  lustre. 

1034.  1875-S  Unc-60.  Recently  dipped  and  now  very  bright.  Softly  struck  on  the  first 
three  stars.  Moderate  bagmarks. 

1035.  1876  AU-55.  Attractive  gold  and  rose  colored  toning.  The  usual  complement  of 
bagmarks.  The  quality  commonly  sold  as  "uncirculated”. 

1036.  1876-CC  AU-50.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  beautiful  deep  golden  color.  Consider¬ 
able  rubbing  in  the  fields  and  numerous  light  bagmarks. 

1037.  1876-CC  AU-50.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces.  Moderate  bagmarks  and  light  toning. 

1038.  1876-CC  EF-40.  Full  proof-like  surfaces.  Light  copper  toning  and  moderate  rubbing 
and  bagmarks. 

1039.  1876-S  AU-50.  Light  gold  and  rose  colored  toning.  Numerous  but  relatively  light 
bagmarks.  Very  attractive.

Light  golden  toning  with  hints  of  pale  rose  on  the 
reverse.  More  difficult  to  find  in  high  grade  than  commonly  believed. 

1042.  1877-S  AU-50.  Beautiful  gold  and  pale  pink  toning;  almost  full  proof-like  surfaces. 
Moderate  bagmarks  in  the  fields.  Very  attractive  appearance. 

1043.  1878  AU-55.  Full  original  mint  lustre.  Very  few  bagmarks,  although  there  is  one 
sharp  one  on  the  hair  curl  on  Liberty's  neck. 

1044.  1878-CC  EF-40.  Light  golden  toning  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Some  dark  carbon 
spots  in  the  word  STATES  on  the  reverse.  One  of  the  many  scarce  Carson  City  double 
eagles  with  only  13,180  minted.  Usually  seen  well  worn  (cf.  Lot  1089  of  our  Greater 
New  York  sale). 

1045.  1878-S  AU-50.  Pale  pink  toning.  Moderately  heavy  bagmarks,  both  in  the  fields  and 
on  the  rims. 

1046.  1879  AU-50.  Very  little  wear,  but  the  surfaces  are  dull.  Light  toning  around  the 
reverse  letters.  Several  noticeable  rim  nicks. 

1047.  1879-CC  EF-45.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Attractive  gold 
and  pale  copper  toning.  Considerable  friction  in  the  fields  but  the  bagmarks  are 
relatively  light,  except  on  the  rims.  This  is  the  fourth  lowest  mintage  Carson  City 
double  eagle  with  only  10,708  struck.  Very  difficult  to  obtain  finer  than  this.  The 
similar  Scanlon  coin  realized  $1300  last  fall  and  this  coin  should  do  that  well  or 
better.

1048.  1879-0  VF-30.  The  usual  grade  for  this  very  rare  coin;  examples  above  extremely 
fine  are  seldom  seen.  Moderate  bagmarks  and  very  little  lustre.  An  extremely  popular 
date,  not  only  because  of  the  low,  low  mintage  of  2,325  but  also  because  this  is 

the  only  double  eagle  of  this  type  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  The  AU-50  coin 
at  Stack's  May  sale  brought  $9500.  This  coin  is  clearly  not  in  that  class  but  could 
bring  as  much  as  half  that  amount. 

1049.  1879-S  AU-55.  Light  golden  toning  and  numerous  bagmarks.  Full  mint  lustre. 

1050.  1880  VF-30.  Considerable  mint  lustre;  light  orange  toning.  Two  noticeable  rim 
nicks,  one  by  the  sixth  star  ana  another  by  the  eleventh.  Only  51 ,456  minted. 

1051.  1880-S  VF-30.  Very  similar  in  general  appearance  to  the  preceding  lot. 

VERY  RARE  1881  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1052.  1881  EF-40.  Light  golden  toning.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  with  the  usual  rubbing 
and  light  bagmarks  in  the  fields.  The  first  of  the  great  Philadelphia  Mint  rarities  of 
the  1880's.  Only  2,260  struck  with  very  few  still  available  today.  Missing  from  the 
Gilhousen  collection  as  it  has  been  from  most  major  sales  over  the  years.  Although 

a  gem  proof  1881  sold  in  June  of  1973  for  $21 ,000,  the  only  circulation  strikes  offered 
in  the  last  few  years  have  been  Lot  558  of  the  September  1973  Pine  Tree  Auction  and 
this  coin,  last  offered  as  Lot  2600  in  our  1972  ANA  sale.  Very  Rare! 

1053.  1881-S  EF-40.  Light  toning.  Relatively  minor  bagmarks  except  for  a  noticeable  gouge 
in  the  reverse  field  near  the  second  "A"  in  AMERICA. 

1054.  1882-CC  VF-25.  Two  severe  rim  nicks  on  the  reverse,  as  well  as  several  lighter  ones. 

Nice  even  wear  and  excellent  surfaces.  Only  39,140  minted. 

1055.  1882-S  EF-40.  A  light  golden  color  with  several  areas  of  copper  toning  on  the 
reverse.  Small  obverse  rim  nick  by  the  sixth  star. 

1056.  1883-CC  AU-50.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  relatively  light  bagmarks.  Attractive 
golden  color. 

1057.  1883-S  Unc-60.  Beautiful  green,  gold  and  rose  colored  toning;  very  light  bagmarks. 

A  common  date,  but  uncommonly  attractive. 

1058.  1883-S  AU-55.  Very  different  in  appearance  from  the  preceding  lot  since  this  coin 
has  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Light  but  numerous  bagmarks  in  the  fields  and  several 
more  significant  ones  on  the  cheek.  Beautiful  color.

1884-CC  EF-45.  Noticeable  edge  abrasions  and  two  severe  bagmarks,  one  on  Liberty's 
jaw  and  another  on  her  neck.  The  reverse  has  only  a  few  very  light  bagmarks,  none 
worth  description. 

1060.  1884-SsUnc-60.  Full  mint  bloom  and  beautiful  color.  The  usual  complement  of  light 

bagmarks  on  the  obverse. 

VERY  RARE  1885  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1061 .  1885  AU-55.  Beautiful  golden  toning  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck. 

Two  heavy  bagmarks  on  Liberty's  neck  as  well  as  a  few  lighter  ones  on  the  cheek  and 
one  small  but  sharp  one  in  the  hair  above  the  ear.  The  proof-like  fields  have  some 
friction  but  the  bagmarks  in  the  fields,  although  numerous,  are  quite  insignificant. 

This  rare  date  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  double  eagle  issued  for  circulation. 
Only  828  were  minted  including  77  proofs,  a  choice  example  of  which  just  brought 
$40,000  at  auction!  As  a  date,  very  close  to  the  Rarity  6  level  with  no  more  than 
35  or  40  available  in  all  grades.  The  similar  Gilhousen  coin  went  cheaply  at  $4100  a 
year  and  a  half  ago,  but  this  coin  should  bring  several  multiples  of  that  price  today. 
One  of  the  prizes  in  this  outstanding  offering  of  double  eagles. 


1062.  1885-CC  AU-50.  Light  yellow  color  and  unusually  clean  surfaces.  There  is  one  small 
spot  on  the  reverse  near  PLURIBUS.  With  only  9,450  minted,  the  1885-CC  has  the 
third  lowest  mintage  of  any  Carson  City  double  eagle.  It  is  very  scarce  and  desirable 
in  all  grades. 

1063.  1885-S  AU-50.  Light  golden  toning.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces  on  the  obverse,  but 
fully  frosty  reverse. 

1064.  1887-S  Unc-60.  Full  original  mint  lustre.  One  dark  spot  at  the  tip  of  the  bust  and 
several  heavier  than  usual  abrasions. 

1065.  1888  AU-55.  Greenish-gold  toning.  The  reverse  is  excellent  but  there  are  a  few  light 
bagmarks  in  the  obverse  field. 

1066.  1888-S  AU-50.  Beautiful  gold  and  rose  toning.  Traces  of  a  proof-like  surface,  most 
noticeable  around  Liberty's  head  and  the  date.  In  addition  to  the  light  bagmarks  there 
is  one  very  faint  scratch  that  runs  diagonally  across  Liberty's  cheek  and  hair. 

1067.  1889  AU-55.  A  so-called  ''commercial  unc."  or  "slider”.  Full  mint  lustre.  A  fairly 
scarce  date  with  only  44,1 1 1  minted.

1889-CC  VF-25.  Some  light  copper  toning  around  the  letters,  stars  and  devices. 
Cleaned  at  one  time. 

1889- S  Unc-60.  Beautiful,  light  .toning  and  modest  bagmarks  including  one  small  bag- 
mark  in  the  center  of  Liberty's  cheek  and  another  sharp  one  at  the  top  of  her  neck. 

1890  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre.  One  tiny  rim  nick  near  the  first  "T"  in  TWENTY  and 
several  smaller  ones  on  the  obverse  rim.  Another  coin  that  would  pass  for  "uncircu¬ 
lated"  in  most  circles. 

1890- CC  AU-50.  Full  mirrorlike  surfaces.  One  heavy  bagmark  on  Liberty's  nose  and 
cheek,  numerous  less  significant  ones  in  the  fields. 

1890-CC  VF-30.  Copper  toning  around  the  letters.  Several  heavy  bagmarks  on  the 
obverse. 

1890-S  AU-55.  Deep  golden  color  and  very  clean  surfaces  except  for  one  hairline 
scratch  running  from  the  hair  to  the  rim  below  the  twelfth  star. 

1890-S  AU-50.  Full  mint  lustre.  Heavy  bagmarks  on  the  neck,  jaw  and  rim. 

VERY  RARE  1891  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1891  EF-45.  Attractive  golden  toning.  One  small  bagmark  on  the  neck  and  two  tiny 
clusters  of  bagmarks  behind  the  head.  A  few  light  hairlines  on  the  obverse,  possibly 
the  result  of  old  cleaning,  can  be  seen  when  the  coin  is  held  at  the  proper  angle. 
Although  not  nearly  at  the  rarity  level  that  some  cataloguers  have  enthusiastically 
claimed  for  it,  its  low  mintage  of  1 ,442  very  nearly  puts  the  1891  in  the  rarity  class 
of  several  of  the  highly  regarded  Philadelphia  dates  of  the  1880's.  A  similar  1891  re¬ 
cently  brought  $5500  at  auction,  and  this  coin  is  certainly  worth  a  comparable  bid. 
Ex  Gilhousen,  Lot  948. 


1891-CC  EF-45.  Remarkably  similar  to  the  preceding  lot  in  both  grade  and  overall 
appearance.  Weakly  struck  on  the  first  five  stars  as  is  commonly  seen  on  this  date. 
Only  5,000  were  minted,  making  the  1891-CC  the  second  lowest  mintage  Carson 
City  double  eagle.  Significantly  better  than  Lot  733  of  our  Long  Beach  sale,  one  of 
only  two  other  examples  of  this  popular  date  to  be  sold  at  auction  in  the  past  year. 

1891 -S  EF-45.  Deep  greenish-gold  toning.  Not  many  bagmarks  in  the  field  but 
there  are  several  noticeable  ones  on  and  around  the  face  of  Liberty. 
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1078.  1892  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  The  usual  complement  of  bagmarks  and  rim 
nicks  but  outstanding  overall  quality  for  this  date.  Only  4,523  were  minted,  and 
except  for  proofs,  no  finer  example  has  been  seen  at  auction  in  several  years.  The 
extremely  fine  Scanlon  coin  brought  $1500  and  so  this  choice  piece  is  worth  double 
or  triple  that  amount. 

1079.  1892-CC  VF-20.  Numerous  light  hairlines  from  prior  cleaning.  No  bagmarks  of  real 
significance,  although  there  are  several  small  rim  nicks  between  the  ninth  and 
eleventh  stars. 

1080.  1892-S  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre  and  just  the  barest  trace  of  friction.  Excellent  fields. 

1081.  1 893  Unc-60.  Full  mint  bloom.  A  few  tiny  copper  spots  on  the  reverse  and  relatively 
light  bagmarks. 

1082.  1893  AU-55.  Several  rim  nicks  and  abrasions  and  one  heavy  bagmark  in  the  field  above 
the  date.  A  few  lighter  bagmarks  on  Liberty's  face  and  numerous  fainter  ones  in  the 
fields. 

1083.  1893-CC  AU-55.  Very  attractive  golden  toning  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  Some 
friction  in  the  fields  as  well  as  some  very  light  bagmarks.  A  beautiful  example  of  this 
scarce  coin,  the  last  double  eagle  from  the  popular  Carson  City  Mint.  Although 
showing  the  barest  traces  of  wear,  this  coin  is  much  more  desirable  overall  than  Lot 
1099  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that  realized  $700.  Low  mintage  of  only  18,402. 

1084.  1893-CC  VF-25.  Light  coppery  toning  around  stars,  letters  and  devices.  Harshly 
cleaned  at  one  time,  leaving  numerous  light  hairlines  on  the  surface  and  robbing  the 
coin  of  whatever  lustre  it  may  have  had  left. 

1085.  1893-S  EF-45.  Light  yellow  color.  Most  of  the  bagmarks  are  centered  on  Liberty's 
chin  and  neck  and  in  the  field  between  the  first  and  fifth  stars. 

1086.  1894  AU-55.  Light  green  and  rose  toning.  Very  light  bagmarks. 

1 087.  1894-S  AU-50.  Full  mint  lustre.  No  bagmarks  severe  enough  to  describe  in  detail, 
although  there  are  numerous  light  ones. 

1088.  1895  Unc-60.  Frosty  mint  lustre.  Very  attractive  despite  a  few  minor  rim  abrasions 
below  the  date. 

1089.  1895-S  Unc-60.  Light  golden  toning.  Moderate  bagmarks  and  one  small  spot  in  the 
motto  on  the  reverse. 

1090.  1896  AU-55.  Attractive  gold  toning;  a  few  stains  on  the  reverse. 

1091.  1896-S  AU-50.  Attractive  gold  and  rose  colored  toning;  two  small  spots  on  the  ob¬ 
verse  and  the  usual  number  of  bagmarks. 

1092.  1897  AU-55.  Several  noticeable  obverse  rim  abrasions;  full  mint  lustre. 

1093.  1897-S  AU-55.  Deep  green  and  gold  color.  One  heavy  bagmark  on  Liberty's  cheek 
and  numerous  other  light  ones,  mostly  confined  to  the  obverse  field.  Tiny  spot  below 
the  "9”  in  the  date. 

1094.  1898  Unc-60.  Full  mint  bloom.  One  tiny  spot  on  the  eagle's  left  wing.  Bagmarks  on 
Liberty's  cheek  and  neck  as  well  as  on  the  rims.  Popular  date  because  of  the  relatively 
low  mintage  of  170,470. 
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1095.  1898  Unc-60.  Similar  to  preceding. 

1096.  1898  EF-45.  Golden  toning  on  the  obverse  and  rose  colored  toning  on  the  reverse, 
both  obviously  a  product  of  priot.cleaning.  Small  rim  nick  below  the  date.  Relatively 
clean  fields  but  there  is  a  cluster  of  bagmarks  on  the  cheek. 

1097.  1898-S  AU-55.  Golden  toning  and  moderate  bagmarks. 

1098.  1899  Unc-60.  Light  golden  toning.  Some  bagmarks  in  the  obverse  field,  but  relatively 
few  on  the  reverse  except  for  one  small  gash  above  the  eagle's  head. 

1099.  1899-S  AU-50.  Nearly  full  mint  lustre.  One  bagmark  on  the  chin  and  one  directly  in 
front  of  the  chin  by  the  second  star.  Numerous  other  light  bagmarks  but  none  of 
significance. 

1 100.  1900  Unc-60.  One  good  sized  bagmark  between  the  tail  feathers  and  TWENTY  on  the 
reverse.  A  number  of  very  small  bagmarks  on  the  obverse,  but  this  coin  has  distinctly 
above  average  fields. 

1101.  1900-S  AU-55.  Unusually  brilliant  and  proof-like.  Numerous  abrasions  and  bagmarks 
in  the  field  and  on  the  face  of  Liberty  that  seem  to  stand  out  all  the  more  against  the 
remarkably  proof-like  surfaces.

1 102.  1901  Proof.  An  outstanding  coin  with  superb  deep  golden  toning  on  the  reverse.  The 
lower  half  of  the  obverse  is  the  same  deep  golden  color,  while  the  upper  half  is  brilliant. 
There  are  a  few  very  faint  hairlines  as  well  as  tiny  copper  spots  near  the  fifth  and 
tenth  stars.  Finer  than  Lot  539  of  Stack's  May  sale  at  $4750  and  superior  also  to  most 
other  proof  double  eagles  offered  for  sale.  Only  96  proofs  struck.  Ex  Quality  Sales 
September  1973  auction,  Lot  1320. 

1 103.  1901  AU-55.  Reddish-gold  toning;  relatively  light  bagmarks,  the  most  prominent 
being  in  the  field  below  the  thirteenth  star. 

1 104.  1901-S  AU-55.  Nearly  full  original  mint  lustre;  the  usual  handling  marks  on  the  ob¬ 
verse  but  relatively  few  on  the  reverse. 

1 105.  1902  AU-55.  Green  and  gold  toning  with  a  few  traces  of  orange  color  around  Liberty's 
head.  Noticeable  bagmark  on  Liberty's  face  and  neck  as  well  as  some  smaller  ones  in 
the  fields.  A  very  scarce  and  popular  low  mintage  coin  with  only  31 ,254  minted. 

1 106.  1902-S  AU-50.  Considerable  friction  in  the  proof-like  fields.  Numerous  bagmarks  and 
rim  abrasions. 

1 1 07.  1903  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre;  light  but  noticeable  abrasions  on  the  face  and 
in  the  obverse  field. 

1 108.  1903-S  AU-55.  Light  yellow  color;  multiple  bagmarks  on  the  obverse  but  none  serious 
enough  to  merit  special  mention. 

1 109.  1904  Unc-60.  Deep  golden  toning,  partially  proof-like  surfaces,  and  very  light  bag- 
marks.  The  commonest  of  all  Liberty  Head  double  eagles.  Very  attractive.

1111.  1905  AU-50.  Light  yellow  color;  just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  and  relatively  light 
bagmarks.  Like  the  1902,  very  popular  because  its  low  mintage  of  59  01 1  is  unusually 
low  by  late  date  double  eagle  standards. 

1112.  1905-S  AU-55.  Light  rose  and  golden  toning.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces  and  the 
normal  amount  of  bagmarks. 

1113.  1906  AU-50.  One  small  abrasion  below  the  date  on  the  rim  and  one  short  but  deep 
nick  on  the  cheek.  Many  other  light  bagmarks,  none  of  which  are  severe.  A  scarce 
date  with  only  69,690  struck. 

1114.  1906-D  AU-55.  Light  golden  color  and  despite  a  noticeable  abrasion  to  the  left  of 
the  date,  generally  excellent  surfaces.  Some  light  tarnish  on  the  reverse  and  heavier 
tarnish  in  the  reeding. 

1115.  1906-S  AU-50.  Tarnish  at  the  fifth  star  and  a  few  light  hairline  scratches  on  the  obverse 
that  indicate  that  the  coin  has  probably  been  cleaned. 

1116.  1907  Liberty,  Unc-60+.  Full  frosty  mint  bloom;  the  reverse  is  outstanding  and  there 
are  only  a  few  very  minor  bagmarks  on  the  obverse.

1 120.  1907  High  Relief,  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVII),  Wire  Rim,  Unc-60.  There  are  a  few 
light  marks  in  the  fields  and  two  tiny  nicks  on  Liberty's  knee.  On  the  reverse  there 
are  several  light  handling  marks  below  the  eagle  and  one  thin  scratch  just  above  the 
sun.  With  only  1 1 ,250  minted,  the  High  Relief  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  Saint- 
Gaudens  double  eagle.  The  design  was  short-lived  because  the  coins  could  not  be 
stacked  properly  since  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  are  higher 
than  the  rims.  It  is  indeed  unfortunate  that  the  design  was  discontinued  because 
the  High  Relief  double  eagle  has  rightfully  been  called  America's  most  beautiful  coin. 
This  piece  is  similar  to  Lot  1 1 13  of  our  Greater  New  York  Auction  that  brought 
$2900. 

1 121.  1907  High  Relief,  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVII),  Wire  Rim,  Unc-60.  More  frosty  than 
the  preceding  lot.  There  is  also  one  noticeable  edge  bruise  just  to  the  left  of  LI  BE RTY 
on  the  obverse.  The  surfaces  are  excellent  with  no  marks  of  any  significance. 

1 122.  1907  High  Relief,  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVI I ),  Wire  Rim,  Unc-60.  Similar  in  ap¬ 
pearance  to  the  preceding,  but  without  the  rim  bruise.  There  is,  however,  a  sizeable 
nick  on  Liberty's  gown.  Like  the  previous  two  lots,  worth  between  $2500  and  $3000. 
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1 123.  1907  High  neuei,  i  lu.nan  Numerals  (MCMVII),  Wire  Rim,  Unc-60.  A  fourth  example 
of  this  popular  and  beautiful  coin.  One  tiny  nick  on  Liberty's  knee  and  also  a  small 
shiny  spot  just  above  it.  Three  small  marks  in  the  field  near  one  of  the  stars  at  nine 
o'clock  on  the  obverse. 

1 124.  1907  Arabic  Numerals,  AU-50.  Light  golden  toning;  generally  light  bagmarks  except 
for  a  prominent  one  below  the  eagle's  beak  and  one  sharp  nick  on  Liberty's  knee. 

1 1 25.  1908  No  Motto,  AU-55.  Full  original  mint  lustre  and  just  the  barest  trace  of  rubbing. 
Very  light  bagmarks. 

1 126.  1908-D  With  Motto,  Unc-60.  Beautiful  golden  toning;  only  a  few  light  bagmarks  in  the 
fields  and  on  the  figure  of  Liberty. 

1 127.  1909/8  AU-50.  Numerous  light  handling  marks  in  the  field.  Obviously  dipped  at  one 
time  but  still  attractive.  Very  popular  as  one  of  the  few  overdate  coins  of  the 
Twentieth  Century. 

1 128.  1909-D  EF-45.  Light  golden  toning.  A  noticeable  bagmark  in  the  field  just  below  the 
end  of  Liberty's  flowing  hair;  one  other  bagmark  just  below  that  and  yet  another  above 
and  to  the  left  of  the  mintmark.  One  of  the  lowest  mintage  dates  in  the  series  with 
only  52,500  struck.  Typically  seen  in  this  grade  or  less  and  much  more  difficult  to 
obtain  strictly  uncirculated  than  many  of  the  higher  priced  dates  of  the  series. 

1 129.  1909-S  Unc-60.  Sharply  struck  and  without  wear,  although  the  coin  has  been  dipped 
giving  it  that  ''white  gold''  look.  The  usual  bagmarks  in  the  field  and  on  the  figure  of 
Liberty. 

1 1 30.  1910  Unc-60.  Light  yellow  color;  traces  of  a  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  One  small  rim 
nick  at  ten  o'clock  and  another  on  the  rim  below  the  figure  of  Liberty. 

1131.  191 0-D  EF-45.  The  usual  complement  of  bagmarks;  light  golden  toning. 

1 1 32.  191 0-S  EF-40.  Small  spot  in  the  eagle's  wing  feathers.  Light  bagmarks  and  a  few  tiny 
rim  nicks. 

1 133.  191 1  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre;  generally  excellent  surfaces,  but  there  are  a  few  light 
marks  on  the  rims.  Could  easily  pass  for  uncirculated,  and  obtained  by  the  consignor 
as  such. 

1 1 34.  191 1  -S  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  bloom.  Some  light  bagmarks,  the  most  noticeable  of 
which  are  in  the  eagle's  wing  feathers  and  Liberty's  gown. 

1 135.  1912  AU-50.  Small  rim  nick  above  "O”  in  OF  on  reverse;  numerous  light  bagmarks  on 
the  obverse.  A  scarce  date  with  only  149,824  minted. 

1 1 36.  1913  AU-55.  Greenish-gold  toning;  partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  A  few  small  rim 
nicks  and  the  usual  light  bagmarks.  Another  low  mintage  item. 

1 137.  1913-D  AU-55.  Nearly  full  mint  brilliance  with  just  a  trace  of  rubbing  on  the  figure 
of  Liberty  and  on  the  eagle's  neck,  breast  and  wing. 

1 138.  1913-S  AU-55.  Attractive  golden  toning  and  numerous  but  very  light  bagmarks.  Third 
lowest  mintage  date  in  the  entire  Saint-Gaudens  series  with  only  34,000  minted.  Always 
popular  and  in  demand. 

1 1 39.  1914  EF-45.  Several  heavy  nicks  on  Liberty's  legs  and  one  shallow  scratch  in  the  field 
at  nine  o'clock.  Small  stain  in  the  field  just  to  the  right  of  the  figure.  Medium  greenish- 
gold  toning.  A  scarce  date  with  only  95,320  minted. 

1140.  1914-D  AU-55.  Full  mint  bloom. 

1141.  1914-S  Unc-60.  Prominent  bagmark  under  Liberty's  outstretched  arm;  several  lighter 
ones  both  in  the  field  and  on  the  figure.  Full  mint  lustre. 

1 142.  1915  AU-50.  Cleaner  than  usual  surfaces.  Light  yellow  color  after  having  been  dipped 
recently.  Small  spot  on  obverse  rim  at  ten  o'clock.  Scarce. 
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1143.  1915-S  Unc-60.  Recently  dipped;  now  a  bright  yellow  color.  Small  copper  spot  near 
the  "M"  in  AMERICA. 

1 144.  1916-S  Unc-60+.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre;  evidence  of  friction  on  the  figure  of 
Liberty  but  virtually  no  bagmarks. 

1 145.  1923  Unc-60.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a  partial  wire  rim.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre; 
very  light  bagmarks. 

1 146.  1924  AU-55.  Barest  trace  of  rubbing  on  the  eagle's  breast  feathers.  Very  light  bagmarks. 


1 147.  1924-D  Unc-65.  A  superb  coin  with  beautiful  green  and  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are 

unusually  choice  with  just  a  few  very  faint  bagmarks  in  the  eagle's  feathers  and  one 
shallow  abrasion  below  the  eagle's  head.  There  is  also  one  tiny  and  barely  noticeable 
edge  nick  directly  below  the  figure.  One  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this  scarce  date 
that  I  have  seen  in  a  long  while.  Far,  far  superior  to  Lot  760  of  our  Long  Beach  sale 
that  brought  $925.  Unusually  beautiful  color. 


1 148.  1924-S  Unc-60+.  Lovely  golden  toning;  generally  excellent  surfaces  but  there  are  the 
usual  light  bagmarks  on  the  figure.  Not  quite  as  stunning  as  the  previous  lot,  but  very 
attractive  nevertheless.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  1924-S  was  once  considered 
the  rarest  date  in  the  entire  Saint-Gaudens  series  and  even  more  desirable  than  the 
1927-D.  Of  course,  that  was  before  sizeable  quantities  of  this  date  were  discovered  in 
Europe  in  the  1950's. 

1 149.  1925  Unc-60.  Excellent  fields  but  very  little  lustre.  Small  abrasion  on  Liberty's  face. 
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1150. 


1925-D  Unc-60.  Beautiful  green  and  orange  toning  with  hints  of  light  pink  around 
the  figure  and  the  eagle.  There  are  numerous  light  bagmarks,  but  none  merit  special 
mention.  Most  of  them  are  confined  to  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  to  the  field  below 
the  eagle.  The  1925-D  is  a  very  scarce  date  and  is  the  third  rarest  "D"  mint  in  the 
series  behind  the  1927-D  and  1931-D.  The  Scanlon  coin  brought  $1600  last  fall 
and  so  this  coin  should  bring  $2000  or  very  close  to  it.

Similar  in  quality  to  Lot  762  of  our  Long  Beach 
sale  that  brought  $950  in  February. 


1 152.  1926  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  with  several  small  spots  of  copper  toning  on  the 

obverse.  Moderate  bagmarks. 


1 1 53.  1927  Unc-65.  Full  mint  lustre;  very  few  bagmarks  in  the  fields  although  there  are  a 
few  light  ones  on  the  figure.  Very  attractive. 

1 1 54.  1927  Unc-60+.  Deep  green  and  gold  toning;  several  small  copper  spots  on  the 
obverse  and  a  few  even  smaller  ones  on  the  reverse.  One  tiny  nick  on  Liberty's  left 
leg  and  several  other  light  bagmarks. 

1 1 55.  1928  Unc-60.  Beautiful  golden  color;  numerous  light  bagmarks  on  the  figure  of

real.  This  unique  and  historically  interesting  item  last  appeared  at  auction  as  Lot 
4530  of  the  1952  ANA  Auction  where  it  was  described  as  follows:  "The  obverse 
only,  struck  over  a  Spanish  real  of  1776.  A  trial  piece  in  Silver,  apparently  struck 
with  a  sledge  hammer.  Adams  65,  and  there  called  unique.  Good.  Originally 
described  and  illustrated  in  the  catalog  of  Ed.  Frossard's  Collection,  lot  #912, 

Oct.  2,  1884.  At  that  time  it  was  thought  to  have  been  a  private  token  of  the  period 
1834-38,  and  brought  only  $9.60.  Later,  it  was  in  the  Woodward  sale  of  J.  C.  Randall 
material,  lot  #1666,  September,  1885;  Woodward  sale,  lot  #741 ,  June  1886; 
Woodward's  108th  sale,  lot  #256a;  the  Howland  Wood  collection,  and  finally  in  the 
collections  of  H.  0.  Granberg  and  Virgil  Brand.  It  is  mentioned  in  the  July,  1902 
number  of  the  A.J.N.,  p.  25.  We  are  told  that  the  fabulous  Chicago  collector  valued 
this  piece  at  the  fantastic  figure  of  $2500.00.  In  any  event,  it  is  undoubtedly  unique, 
and  represents  the  rarest  denomination  of  the  rarest  U.S.  series."  This  piece  realized 
$150  at  the  1952  ANA  auction,  a  very  substantial  sum  at  that  time.  The  Bangs  &  Co. 
catalogue  of  the  Ed.  Frossard  collection  that  is  mentioned  in  the  above  description 
of  this  coin  is  included  with  this  lot.  It  is  a  valuable  and  interesting  numismatic  item 
in  itself.

Formerly  Lot  248  of  the  J.  Schulman  sale  of  March  1930, 
held  in  Amsterdam.  At  that  sale,  this  unique  piece  realized  $1000,  an  astonishing 
price  when  you  consider  that  a  complete  1843  U.S.  proof  set,  including  gold  coins, 
brought  only  $500  at  the  same  sale!  The  original  Schulman  catalogue  is  included  with 
this  lot. 

1161.  Undated  (1842-1852)  August  Bechtler,  $1,  EF-40.  Carolina,  27  Gr.  21  carats.  A  few 
light  handling  marks  and  one  small  gouge  at  the  rim  above  "I”  in  CAROLINA.  Light 
orange  toning  and  considerable  evidence  of  rusty  dies.  Scarce. 


1 162.  1853  United  States  Assay  Office,  Twenty  D.,  900  Thous.,  AU-55.  Cleaned  at  one 

time  leaving  numerous  light  scratches  in  the  field.  There  are  also  a  few  tiny  green 
spots  on  the  reverse  as  well  as  several  small  rim  nicks.  Deep  greenish-gold  color  and 
really  quite  attractive  despite  the  cleaning.  The  choice  uncirculated  example  in  our 
1974  Greater  New  York  auction  brought  $4500.

Full  mint  lustre  and  very 
few  handling  marks.  Spectacular  overall  condition;  unpriced  in  the  Guidebook  above 
extremely  fine  and  worth  a  solid  mid-four  figure  bid.  An  extraordinary  coin,  one 
of  the  finest  examples  of  this  popular  territorial  gold  coin  ever  offered  at  public 
auction.

1 164.  1855  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.,  $50,  EF-45.  Boldly  struck  with  attractive  green  and  gold 

surfaces  and  light  copper  toning  around  the  stars,  letters  and  devices.  The  coin  has 
far  less  than  the  usual  number  of  bagmarks,  but  there  are  several  of  the  edge  bumps 
and  bruises  that  seem  inevitable  on  a  coin  of  this  size  and  weight.  Although  perhaps 
as  many  as  four  or  five  Wass,  Molitor  fifties  are  known  at  or  very  near  the  uncirculated 
level,  the  typically  available  grade  is  very  fine  or  less.  Also,  most  specimens  are  very 
heavily  bagmarked  or  have  severe  edge  damage,  and  many  also  show  signs  of  retooling 
in  the  fields  or  the  hair.

1968  sale.  We  know  of  one  of  the  "unc"  examples  that  sold  for  approximately 
$40,000  in  February  and  so  it  does  not  seem  unreasonable  that  this  beautiful  coin 
could  bring  $20,000  or  so.

marks  in  the  fields.  The  surface  is  somewhat  pebbly  indicating  that  the  coin  has 
probably  been  cleaned.  One  small  rim  bruise  between  the  third  and  fourth  stars. 
Usual  softness  of  strike  on  the  hair  curls  around  the  face. 

OUTSTANDING  1861  CLARK,  GRUBER  AND  CO.  $10 


1166.  1861  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.,  $10,  AU-55.  One  tiny  but  sharp  rim  nick  by  the  third 

star  and  a  corresponding  nick  on  the  rim  above  the  "A"  in  CLARK  on  the  reverse. 
Light  handling  marks  on  the  bust  and  in  the  fields,  and  a  few  light  scratches  below 
the  hair  bun.  Very  little  wear,  but  there  is  the  usual  weakness  of  strike  on  the 
coronet  and  on  the  eagle's  talons  on  the  reverse.  As  rare  in  this  grade  as  the  popular 
"Pike's  Peak"  1860  $10  coin  from  the  same  company,  an  AU  example  of  which 
brought  $5250  at  our  recent  Greater  New  York  auction.  This  coin  could  realize  a 
similar  amount.  Very  rare  in  this  grade.

1927-S  Unc-65+.  Exceptional  strike  and  full  original  mint  bloom.  Just  a  few  traces  of 
attractive  golden  brown  toning.  A  superb  coin  that  would  be  difficult  to  match,  much 
less  surpass.

The  eagle  is  also  sharp  and  all  the  leg 
feathers  are  clearly  defined.  Brilliant  frosty  surfaces  with  gorgeous  golden  toning. 
Extremely  attractive  with  just  a  few  bagmarks  on  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  on  the 
eagle.

A  scarce  and  underrated  coin  with  only  6,600  struck;  extremely  difficult  to  obtain 
above  extremely  fine.  The  Scanlon  coin  was  similar  to  this  piece  and  brought  $850 
last  fall. 

1856  EF-40.  One  small  dig  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  truncation  of  the  bust  and  one 
light  vertical  scratch  just  behind  the  mouth.  Light  greenish-gold  toning. 

1856- S  Small  S,  VF-25.  Much  more  scarce  than  the  Medium  S  or  Large  S  varieties. 

Light  handling  marks.  Pale  yellow  color  with  dirt  in  several  letters  of  the  legend  as 
well  as  the  mint  mark. 

1857  EF-40.  Beautiful  golden  color  with  proof-like  surfaces.  Highly  visible  clash 
marks  in  front  of  the  face  and  inside  the  wreath.  The  usual  light  handling  marks  and 
a  few  more  prominent  ones  below  the  "8”  in  the  date. 

1 857- S  EF-40.  Golden  toning;  considerable  friction  in  the  partially  proof-like  fields.

to  Lot  91 7  of  our  Greater  New  York  auction  that  brought  $475.  Only  1 5,638  minted. 

1860  AU-50.  Sharp  strike  and  considerable  mint  lustre.  A  few  tiny  nicks  on  the  ob¬ 
verse  rim  below  the  bust.  Very  attractive  with  excellent  color.  Only  7,1 55  minted. 

1860-S  VF-25.  Several  light  handling  marks  in  the  field,  the  most  noticeable  being 
between  the  chin  and  the  "UN"  in  UNITED.  One  tiny  reverse  rim  nick  at  three 
o'clock.  Deep  golden  toning  with  traces  of  mint  lustre  in  the  legend  on  the  obverse. 

A  very  rare  date,  unobtainable  in  anything  approaching  mint  state.  Even  in  this  well 
worn  condition,  this  is  an  above  average  example  of  this  rare  coin. 


1861  Unc-60+.  Full  original  mint  lustre  and  excellent  strike.  A  few  light  handling  marks 
in  the  field  by  UNITED  and  one  small  nick  on  the  chin.  Numerous  die  striations  on 
both  obverse  and  reverse.  Very  scarce  as  a  date  and  extremely  rare  in  this  condition.

1 397.  1862  AU-50.  Light  green,  gold  and  copper  toning.  Excellent  surfaces  with  only  a  few 

Two  tiny 
reverse  rim  nicks  above  the  wreath.  Another  very  scarce  date,  comparable  in  rarity  to 
the  preceding  lot.  Although  three  different  1862  proofs  have  been  sold  at  auction  in 
the  past  year,  I  have  not  seen  any  strictly  uncirculated  examples.  This  is  one  of  the 
nicest.

1863  Unc-60.  Beautiful  light  green,  gold  and  copper  toning.  Boldly  struck  with  a  high 
wire  rim.  The  commonly  seen  clash  marks  are  prominent  around  the  face  and  within 
the  wreath.  The  reverse  is  partially  proof-like  with  several  small  patches  of  planchet 
porosity.  This  is  one  of  perhaps  no  more  than  half  a  dozen  uncirculated  examples  of 
this  very  rare  date.  The  unsurpassed  Unc-70  Gilhousen  coin  and  the  beautiful  Unc-65 
Scanlon  coin  are  the  only  finer  examples  of  this  date  to  appear  at  auction  in  recent 
years.

marks,  including  one  noticeable  abrasion  in  the  field  behind  the  headdress.  There  is 
also  a  small  abrasion  below  the  "R"  in  DOLLARS  and  one  at  the  rim  below  the  left 
ribbon.  The  other  minor  handling  marks  are  insignificant  and  do  not  warrant  descrip¬ 
tion.  The  1 864  is  a  very  scarce  date  and,  like  most  of  the  dates  in  the  1 860's,  almost 
impossible  to  locate  in  strictly  uncirculated  condition.  This  piece  is  more  desirable 
overall  than  Lot  918  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that  realized  $800.

in  the  fields  and  numerous  light  handling  marks.  There  is  also  one  short  scratch  over  the 
"18"  in  the  date.  Only  1 ,1 65  were  minted  making  this  the  rarest  $3  gold  piece  of  the 
1860's.  It  is  comparable  in  rarity  to  the  1877  and  somewhat  rarer  than  the  1881  which 
has  a  significantly  lower  mintage.  Only  one  or  two  uncirculated  examples  exist  and 
this  date  generally  is  available  only  in  low  grades. 


1401 .  1866  Unc-60.  Sharply  struck  with  a  full  wire  rim,  partially  proof-like  surfaces  and  full 

mint  lustre.  Numerous  hairlines  in  the  field  and  several  light  bagmarks  as  well.  One  faint 
scratch  runs  from  the  top  of  the  forehead  to  the  "N"  in  UNITED.  There  is  also  an  ob¬ 
verse  rim  nick  above  the  "A"  in  AMERICA.  Not  as  scarce  as  the  three  preceding  dates, 
but  very  rare  in  this  condition.  The  EF-45  example  in  our  Greater  New  York  sale 
brought  $725,  and  so  this  vastly  superior  specimen  should  bring  several  multiples  of 
that  price.

■s-1868  AU-50.  Some  tarnish  in  the  denticles  and  around  a  few  of  the  letters.  Beautiful 
green  and  gold  toning  with  hints  of  copper  color  in  the  letters.  Very  light  bagmarks 
except  for  one  noticeable  one  in  the  field  near  the  ''EH”  of  AMERICA.  As  a  date, 
comparable  in  rarity  to  the  1866. 

1869  AU-55.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  attractive  golden  color.  Some  friction  in  the 
fields  and  fairly  light  bagmarks  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is  more  heavily  marked, 
particularly  at  the  right  side  of  the  wreath  and  at  "LA”  in  DOLLARS.  Very  scarce 
date  with  only  2,525  minted.  The  slightly  better  Scanlon  coin  brought  $2100  last  fall. 


1870  AU-55.  Light  and  attractive  toning;  not  as  proof-like  as  the  preceding  lot,  but 
the  fields  are  much  less  marked  up.  Strictly  uncirculated  specimens  are  very  rare,  and 
this  is  one  of  the  nicest  non-proof  examples  of  this  date  that  I  have  seen  in  a  long 
while.

1871  AU-50.  A  number  of  very  light  hairlines  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Weakness 
in  the  "18"  of  the  date  as  well  as  the  bottom  hair  curls  and  the  "A"  of  AMERICA. 
Beautiful  green  and  gold  color.  Even  more  rare  than  the  low  mintage  figure  of  1 ,330 
would  indicate. 

1872  EF-45.  Touches  of  friction  in  the  field  and  a  number  of  light  bagmarks  and 
abrasions.  Similar  color  to  the  preceding  lot,  but  the  coin  is  more  brilliant  due  to  the 
proof-like  surfaces.  A  scarce  low  mintage  date.

1873  Closed  3,  Second  Restrike,  AU-55.  Struck  as  a  proof  (as  were  all  of  the  second 
restrikes)  but  now  showing  considerable  friction  in  the  fields  as  well  as  minimal  signs 
of  wear.  There  are  also  a  few  light  scratches  and  several  tiny  carbon  flecks  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  reverse.  Although  this  is  the  commonest  of  the  1873's,  it  is  still  a  very 
scarce  coin  with  probably  no  more  than  35  or  40  known.  Ex  Gilhousen  sale  Lot  307, 
where  it  realized  $2600.  Very  rare. 

1874  AU-50.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  on  the  obverse  but  frosty  on  the  reverse;  light 
gold  and  copper  toning.  Considerable  friction  in  the  obverse  fields,  but  no  bagmarks 
of  significance.  Very  attractive,  and  much  better  overall  than  Lot  923  of  our  Greater 
New  York  sale  that  realized  $525.

1410.  1877  Proof.  Very  rare;  one  of  only  20  proofs  struck  but  now  showing  considerable 
friction  in  the  fields,  as  well  as  light  handling  marks  and  abrasions.  By  actual  wear 
the  coin  grades  AU-50  and  is  very  attractive  with  light  gold  and  copper  toning. 
Certainly  worth  at  least  as  much  as  Lot  924  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that 
brought  $2000  in  May. 

1411.  1878  Unc-60.  Frosty  mint  lustre.  Light  bagmarks  on  the  face,  hair  and  in  the  fields 
in  front  of  the  word  UNITED.  The  most  common  date  in  the  series  in  uncirculated 
condition. 


1 41 2.  1879  Unc-60.  Sharply  struck  with  a  high  wire  rim,  full  proof-like  surfaces  and  beau¬ 

tiful  copper  toning.  Numerous  but  fairly  light  bagmarks  in  the  fields.  Only  3,030 
struck. 


1413.  1880  Unc-60.  Another  beautiful  and  scarce  coin.  Sharply  struck  with  partially  proof¬ 
like  surfaces  and  high  wire  rim.  Carbon  spots  in  the  hair,  on  the  left  side  of  the  wreath, 
and  in  the  denticles  at  the  lower  right  reverse.  A  few  light  bagmarks  and  hairlines  in¬ 
cluding  one  small  cluster  of  marks  in  the  field  between  the  "UN"  of  UNITED  and  the 
bust.  Very  low  mintage  of  only  1 ,036.  Excellent  color. 

1414.  1881  VF-30.  Traces  of  the  original  proof-like  surface  still  remain  around  the  letters 
and  devices.  Attractive  light  golden  color.  Considerable  friction  in  the  fields  as  well 
as  a  number  of  light  hairlines  and  handling  marks.  Both  higher  grade  and  more  attrac¬ 
tive  than  Lot  928  of  our  Greater  New  York  auction  that  brought  $950.  The  lowest 
mintage  date  in  the  series  with  only  554  struck. 


1415.  1882  Unc-60.  This  is  the  so-called  "High  2"  variety  with  the  original  "2"  clearly 

showing  underneath  and  above  the  "2"  in  the  date.  Beautiful  color  and  full  proof-like 
surfaces  that  accentuate  the  minimal  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Low  mintage  of 
only  1 ,576,  although  one  of  the  most  commonly  encountered  dates  of  the  1880's. 
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1416. 


1883  AU-55.  Light  hairlines  and  considerable  friction  in  the  fully  proof-like  fields. 
One  nick  in  the  field  beneath  the  bust  and  one  smaller  nick  on  the  cheek  near  the 
mouth.  A  very  rare  date  with  only  989  minted,  which  is  low  even  by  $3  gold  piece 
standards.  The  slightly  better  Unc-60  example  in  our  Long  Beach  sale  brought  $1500. 


1417.  1884  Unc-60.  Struck  in  deep  reddish-gold  with  a  beautiful  proof-like  surface.  There 

is  no  wear  but  there  are  numerous  light  bagmarks  in  the  fields.  Exactly  1000  struck 
for  circulation.  Very  rare  in  all  grades,  and  less  often  seen  than  the  lower  mintage 
1883  or  1885.  Uncirculated  examples  have  brought  $3200  and  $2900  at  auction  in 
the  past  year  and  so  this  beautiful  coin  should  be  worth  a  comparable  amount. 


1418.  1885  Unc-60.  One  light  diagonal  scratch  in  the  field  between  the  "D"  of  UNITED 

and  the  headdress.  Some  friction  and  a  few  other  very  faint  handling  marks  are  also 
evident  in  the  proof-like  fields.  Beautiful  color  and  outstanding  overall  appearance; 
every  bit  as  nice  as  Lot  929  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that  brought  $2100.  A 
miniscule  910  were  struck,  the  second  lowest  mintage  figure  for  the  entire  series. 


1419.  1886  Unc-60.  Rich  golden  toning.  A  few  light  hairlines  and  one  tiny  lint  mark  behind 
the  hair  curl  but  generally  above  average  surfaces.  One  of  the  nicest  non-proof  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  date  that  we  have  handled  in  a  long  time.  Even  the  extremely  fine  in 
our  Greater  New  York  auction  brought  $900  and  so  this  beautiful  coin  should  be 
worth  two  or  three  times  that  amount.  Only  1 ,142  were  minted,  including  142  proofs, 
and  actually  this  date  is  more  often  seen  in  proof  than  it  is  in  uncirculated  condition. 

1420.  1887  AU-50.  A  few  faint  scratches  in  the  field  by  the  "U”  of  UNITED,  as  well  as 
some  other  light  hairlines  and  handling  marks.  Beautiful  copper  toning.  Scarce,  al¬ 
though  not  nearly  in  the  same  rarity  class  as  the  eight  preceding  dates. 

1421 .  1888  Unc-60.  Beautiful  satin  surfaces  and  lovely  green,  gold  and  copper  toning. 
Slightly  lower  mintage  than  the  1887,  but  considerably  more  available  in  uncirculated 
condition.  In  fact,  this  is  one  of  the  most  common  threes  in  this  grade. 

1422.  1889  AU-50.  Slight  planchet  roughness  below  the  bust  and  around  the  last  "A"  of 
AMERICA.  A  few  faint  hairline  scratches  between  the  face  and  the  "E”  in  UNITED. 
Attractive  greenish-golden  toning  and  traces  of  a  proof-like  surface  on  the  reverse. 
Very  sharply  struck  with  a  high  wire  rim.  Last  year  of  issue  and  several  times  as  rare 
as  the  two  preceding  dates.  The  choice  uncirculated  coin  in  our  Long  Beach  sale 
brought  $2150  and  this  beautiful  coin  should  be  worth  at  least  half  that  amount  or 
perhaps  a  bit  more.

First  year  of 
issue. 

1908-D  EF-40.  A  number  of  light  hairlines  in  the  field  but  very  few  bagmarks. 

1908- S  EF-40.  Light  yellow  color  and  very  clean  surfaces.  Sharp  mint  mark  and 
partial  knife  edge  on  the  obverse.  Very  scarce  date  with  only  82,000  minted. 

1909  EF-45.  The  usual  handling  marks  and  abrasions. 

1909- D  AU-50.  Sharply  struck,  but  the  surfaces  are  a  trifle  dull. 


1909-0  EF-45.  Sharply  struck  with  a  clear  mint  mark.  Relatively  insignificant  bag- 
marks  in  the  field  and  two  tiny  edge  nicks  between  the  mint  mark  and  the  "F”  in  the 
denomination.  With  only  34,200  minted,  the  1909-0  has  by  far  the  lowest  mintage  in 
the  series.  It  is  also  the  rarest  in  high  grade,  and  although  there  are  several  ancient 
auction  records  for  uncirculated  examples,  I  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  one  that  was 
fully  mint  state.  Rare. 

1909-S  VF-35.  Numerous  light  bagmarks  as  well  as  the  often-seen  planchet  irregularities 
at  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.  Weak  but  clear  mintmark. 


191 0  AU-50.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a  partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  Just  the 
slightest  trace  of  wear  on  the  tip  of  the  eagle's  wing.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Tiny 
abrasion  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  Indian's  forehead. 


1910-D  EF-40.  Some  light  hairlines  but  no  bagmarks  of  significance. 

191 0-S  EF-40.  Traces  of  mint  lustre.  The  mintmark  is  flat  and  not  well  defined. 
Numerous  light  bagmarks  on  the  reverse. 

191 1  AU-50.  Two  nicks  on  the  Indian's  face,  one  below  the  eye  and  the  other  near 
the  mouth.  There  are  also  a  number  of  light  bagmarks  on  the  reverse  including  one 
prominent  one  in  the  field  by  the  eagle's  head. 


191 1-D  EF-40.  Numerous  light  handling  marks  on  the  Indian's  face  and  in  the  fields. 
Planchet  irregularities  in  and  around  some  of  the  letters  on  the  reverse,  most  noticeable 
at  the  motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.  The  mintmark  is  faint  but  clear.  Some  dirt  in  the 
letters.  Like  the  1909-0,  almost  unobtainable  strictly  uncirculated,  and  scarce  even  in 
this  grade.  Only  72,500  minted. 

191 1  -S  EF-45.  Considerable  mint  lustre  and  a  partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  Sharp 
edge  nick  above  the  "E"  in  STATES  on  the  reverse  and  several  light  bagmarks.  There 
are  also  two  parallel  scratches  running  from  the  eagle's  wing  to  the  "M”  in  AMERICA. 

1912  AU-50.  Light  yellow  color.  Numerous  abrasions  and  bagmarks  on  the  reverse 
and  one  sharp  nick  on  the  Indian's  jaw. 

1913  EF-40.  Light  yellow  color  and  unusually  clean  surfaces  for  a  well  circulated  coin. 
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1438.  1914  EF-45.  One  light  bagmark  in  the  Indian's  headdress  and  two  tiny  nicks  on  his 
cheek.  Traces  of  mint  lustre. 

1439.  191 4-D  EF-45.  Clean,  lustrous  surfaces.  The  usual  indistinct  mintmark. 

1440.  1914-S  EF-40.  Numerous  light  bagmarks. 

1441 .  1915  EF-40.  Pale  yellow  color.  A  number  of  light  hairlines  as  well  as  the  normal  bag- 
marks. 

1442.  191 6-S  AU-50.  Just  the  barest  trace  of  wear  but  rather  little  lustre.  Scarce  in  all  grades 
and  very  difficult  to  locate  significantly  better  than  this.

1443.  1929  Unc-60+.  Full  original  mint  lustre;  a  number  of  light  bagmarks.  The  last  year  of 

issue  and  well  known  as  a  rarity  for  many  years  despite  the  high  mintage  figure.  Vir¬ 
tually  all  known  examples  are  uncirculated  but  the  total  population  of  this  rare  coin 
is  probably  no  more  than  150  pieces.  Rare  and  in  great  demand.

1444.  1907  No  Periods,  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre  and  just  the  faintest  evidence  of  wear. 
Numerous  light  handling  marks,  none  of  significance.  Popular  first  year  of  issue  and 
a  twin  for  Lot  1033  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that  brought  $475. 

1445.  1908  Motto,  Unc-60.  Partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  Heavy  abrasion  on  the  eagle's 
wing  and  numerous  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Beautiful  golden  color  with 
just  the  slightest  hint  of  toning. 

1446.  1908  Motto,  AU-50.  Light  golden  toning.  Several  small  obverse  rim  nicks  and  some 
noticeable  bagmarks  below  the  Indian's  chin.  There  is  also  one  small  abrasion  on  the 
reverse  to  the  left  of  the  "T"  in  the  denomination.  Excellent  color. 

1 447.  1910  Unc-60.  Full  mint  bloom.  Relatively  light  bagmarks,  but  there  are  a  few  nicks 
on  the  wire  rim  on  the  obverse. 

1448.  1910-D  AU-55.  Light  toning  and  very  few  bagmarks. 

1 449.  1910-S  AU-50.  Numerous  light  bagmarks  on  the  face  and  in  the  obverse  field.  One 
tiny  nick  above  the  mintmark  and  a  small  bagmark  just  to  the  left  of  it.  Light  toning. 

1450.  191 1  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  bloom.  Beautiful  color  and  virtually  no  bagmarks. 
Could  probably  be  called  Unc-65  with  few  quibbles. 

1451.  1912-  AU-55.  Several  heavy  bagmarks  on  the  eagle  and  a  small  abrasion  in  the  field 
below  TRUST.  Light  gold  and  green  color. 

1452.  1912-S  VF-30.  Light  copper  toning.  A  few  small  bagmarks  on  the  Indian's  face  and  a 
few  lighter  ones  in  the  fields.  Fairly  common  date  in  this  condition  but  almost  un¬ 
obtainable  in  full  mint  state. 

1453.  1913  Unc-60.  One  noticeable  bagmark  on  Liberty's  chin  and  several  in  the  field  to  the 
left  of  the  date.  Attractive  light  gold  and  copper  toning.

1454.  1914-D  Unc-60.  Beautiful  green  and  gold  toning;  numerous  light  bagmarks  that  are 
most  noticeable  on  the  face  and  neck  of  the  Indian.  There  are  also  several  noticeable 
nicks  in  the  field  near  the  eagle.  Irregularities  in  the  planchet  around  the  reverse  rim. 

1455.  1915  Unc-60.  Partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  Sharp  nicks  on  the  Indian's  nose  and 
chin.  Light  golden  toning  with  pale  rose  overtones  on  the  obverse. 

1456.  191 6-S  EF-45.  Light  green,  gold  and  rose  toning.  Heavy  bagmarks  on  the  cheek  and 
in  front  of  the  face.  More  numerous,  but  generally  not  as  heavy,  bagmarks  on  the 
reverse.  Considerable  mint  lustre.  Very  scarce  and  popular  date.  A  slightly  better  coin 
in  our  Greater  New  York  Auction  brought  $400. 

1457.  191 6-S  EF-40.  Several  tiny  obverse  rim  nicks  and  a  few  light  bagmarks  and  abrasions. 
Traces  of  mint  lustre. 

1458.  1926  Unc-60. 

VERY  RARE  1 930-S  EAGLE 


1459.  1930-S  Unc-65.  Superb  frosty  mint  lustre  and  only  a  few  light  bagmarks.  Beautiful 
green  and  gold  color  with  several  patches  of  copper  toning.  A  very  rare  coin,  although 
not  nearly  as  rare  as  the  1920-S  as  it  was  widely  claimed  to  be  up  until  a  few  years 
ago.  Very  popular  with  collectors,  not  only  because  of  its  low  mintage  and  rarity,  but 
also  because  1930  was  the  last  year  that  gold  coins  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco 
Mint.  Fully  equal  to  the  coin  in  Stack's  sale  in  May  that  brought  $9000. 

1460.  1932  Unc-65.  Beautiful  green  and  gold  color  with  considerable  light  orange  toning. 
Three  dark  marks  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  face  and  a  few  very  faint  bagmarks.  One 
sharp  nick  on  the  eagle's  leg.  Very  beautiful  color  and  excellent  overall  appearance. 
The  commonest  date  in  uncirculated  condition  in  the  series. 

1461.  1932  Unc-60.  Heavy  bagmarks  on  the  Indian's  face  and  chin.  Light  toning. 


U.S.  Double  Gagles  ($20  Gold) 

1462.  1850  EF-45.  Sharply  struck  and  bright;  numerous  bagmarks.  Several  spots  of  cor¬ 
rosion  in  the  obverse  field.  Popular  first  year  of  type.  A  similar  coin  in  our  1974 
Greater  New  York  sale  brought  $625. 

1463.  1850-0  VF-20.  Moderately  heavy  bagmarks  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Harshly 
cleaned  and  very  pale  in  color. 

1464.  1851-0  EF-40.  Traces  of  a  proof-like  surface.  Moderate  bagmarks  and  two  heavy 
parallel  abrasions  above  the  eagle's  head. 

1465.  1852  EF-40.  Deep  gouge  to  the  right  of  the  "D"  in  the  denomination,  and  some  heavy 
tarnish  in  the  word  TWENTY.  Several  heavier  than  normal  abrasions  on  the  obverse 
and  some  carbon  encrusted  in  the  denticles  to  the  right  of  the  date. 

1466.  1853  VF-35.  Pale  gold  color  from  having  been  cleaned.  Not  many  bagmarks  but 
several  of  them  are  heavier  than  usual. 
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1467.  1855-S  VF-25.  Cleaned  at  one  time.  Moderate  bagmarks  on  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
Two  small  spots  of  carbon  in  the  stars  above  the  eagle's  head. 

1468.  1856  VF-30.  Light  yellow  color;  moderate  bagmarks. 

1469.  1856-S  VF-25.  Fleavy  bagmarks  in  Liberty's  hair  above  the  coronet.  One  deep  gash  in 
the  reverse  field  near  the  "C"  of  AMERICA.  Numerous  other  bagmarks  and  one  thin 
scratch  from  the  cheek  to  the  field  in  front  of  the  second  star. 

1470.  1857-S  EF-40.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces.  Very  lightly  burnished  at  one  time  and  now 
toning  a  deep  golden  color.  Numerous  light  bagmarks  and  hairlines  in  the  fields  and  on 
the  rims. 

1471 .  1859-0  VF-25.  Heavy  copper  toning  around  the  stars,  letters  and  devices.  Numerous 
light  bagmarks  as  well  as  several  heavier  ones  between  the  word  UN ITED  and  the 
wing.  A  scarce  date  with  only  9,1 00  minted.  This  is  the  typically  seen  grade  and  ex¬ 
amples  above  extremely  fine  are  very  rare. 

1472.  1859-S  EF-40.  Light  copper  toning.  Fairly  heavy  bagmarks  on  the  obverse,  but  rel¬ 
atively  light  ones  on  the  reverse.  Several  small  reverse  rim  nicks,  the  most  noticeable 
one  directly  below  the  "N"  in  TWENTY. 

1473.  1861  AU-50.  Considerable  mint  lustre;  relatively  light  bagmarks. 

1474.  1867  EF-40.  Light  golden  color  with  traces  of  pale  copper  toning.  Full  proof-like  sur¬ 
faces  that  show  considerable  friction  and  moderately  heavy  bagmarks.  Obverse  rim 
nick  to  the  right  of  the  date.  Scarce. 

1475.  1868  VF-25.  A  number  of  noticeable  rim  nicks  on  the  obverse  and  a  heavy  abrasion 
in  the  motto  above  the  eagle's  head.  Traces  of  light  copper  toning.  Partially  proof-like 
surfaces.  Low  mintage  of  only  98,600. 

1476.  1868-S  VF-30.  Substantial  copper  toning  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Moderate  bag- 
marks.  Obviously  cleaned  at  one  time. 

1477.  1869-S  VF-20.  Wretchedly  cleaned  at  one  time  leaving  the  obverse  a  maze  of  light 
scratches.  Sickly,  yellow  color  with  absolutely  no  lustre.  There  is  also  a  severe  edge 
cut  between  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  stars.  A  real  ''dog''. 

1478.  1870  EF-45.  Attractive  golden  color  and  considerable  mint  lustre.  One  dark  carbon 
spot  in  the  field  between  the  lowest  hair  curls  and  the  thirteenth  star.  The  usual  bag- 
marks  and  abrasions.  Scarce. 

1479.  1871-CC  VF-25.  Light  yellow  color  with  just  the  slightest  hint  of  copper  toning.  Full 
proof-like  surfaces  beneath  the  considerable  friction  in  the  fields.  One  of  the  rarest  of 
all  Carson  City  double  eagles  with  only  14,687  minted.  This  is  the  usually  seen  grade, 
and  examples  above  extremely  fine  are  very  rare. 

1 480.  1872  AU-50.  Almost  full  original  mint  lustre.  The  reverse  is  particularly  excellent  and 
very,  very  close  to  uncirculated,  but  the  obverse  does  show  considerable  rubbing  on 
the  hair  and  cheek.  Numerous  light  bagmarks  in  the  fields,  but  they  are  neither  better 
nor  worse  than  usual.  Very  attractive  overall  appearance. 

1481 .  1873  Open  3,  AU-55.  Beautiful  green  and  gold  color.  Moderate  bagmarks  but  really 
very  little  evidence  of  wear.  Known  in  the  numismatic  trade  as  a  "slider"  or  com¬ 
mercial  unc  ". 

1482.  1873-CC,  EF-45.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  dulling  the  surfaces  and  leaving  many  light 
hairlines.  The  bagmarks  are  both  light  and  few  in  number  but  there  is  a  tiny  nick  on 
the  obverse  rim  by  the  thirteenth  star.  This  is  one  of  the  scarcest  of  all  Carson  City 
Mint  double  eagles  with  only  22,410  struck.  An  uncleaned  EF-40  in  our  Greater  New 
York  auction  brought  $725  and  so  this  piece  should  be  worth  about  the  same. 

1483.  1873-S  EF-40.  Partially  proof-like  surfaces  and  traces  of  light  copper  toning.  Con¬ 
siderable  friction  in  the  fields  on  the  obverse  and  many  bagmarks. 

1484.  1874  EF-45.  One  prominent  abrasion  in  the  middle  of  Liberty's  cheek.  Traces  of  a 
proof-like  surface  and  light  copper  toning.  Light  hairlines  and  considerable  rubbing 
in  the  fields.  There  is  also  an  edge  nick  to  the  left  of  the  "1 "  in  the  date.

1485.  1874-CC  AU-50.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time,  probably  in  arr  attempt  to  remove  some 
dark  carbon  spots  on  the  reverse.  The  coin  is  toning  now  but  the  cleaning  has  left  be¬ 
hind  many  light  hairlines.  There  are  not  very  many  bagmarks,  but  several  of  them  are 
quite  prominent. 

1486.  1875-CC  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre  and  just  the  barest  trace  of  wear.  Several  heavier 
than  usual  bagmarks  on  Liberty's  cheek  and  numerous  abrasions  and  friction  in  the 
fields.  More  attractive  than  the  description  makes  it  sound.  Quite  similar  in  appearance 
and  quality  to  Lot  1083  of  our  Greater  New  York  sale  that  brought  $525. 

1487.  1875-S  AU-55.  Beautiful  golden  color  and  nearly  full  original  mint  lustre.  The  reverse 
is  excellent  but  there  is  a  heavy  bagmark  between  the  last  two  stars  on  the  obverse  as 
well  as  one  thin  scratch  in  front  of  the  neck  and  a  cluster  of  bagmarks  on  the  neck  and 
date. 

1488.  1876-CC  AU-50.  Very  lightly  burnished  but  now  toning  attractively.  Full  proof-like  sur¬ 
faces  that  magnify  the  moderately  heavy  bagmarks  and  abrasions. 

1489.  1879-CC  VF-25.  Cleaned,  leaving  the  surfaces  dull  and  hairlined.  A  number  of  fairly 
heavy  bagmarks  on  the  obverse  as  well  as  several  rim  nicks,  the  most  prominent  being 
above  the  eighth  star.  Only  10,708  minted,  the  fourth  lowest  mintage  figure  for 
double  eagles  from  the  popular  Carson  City  Mint. 

1490.  1879-S  VF-35.  Deep  green  and  golden  toning  with  partially  proof-like  surfaces.  Rela¬ 
tively  light  bagmarks  on  the  obverse. 

1491 .  1883-CC  VF-35.  Pale  yellow  color.  Numerous  bagmarks  in  the  fields  and  on  the  rims. 

1492.  1883-S  AU-55.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  traces  of  light  copper  toning.  Heavy  copper 
tarnish  in  the  letters  on  the  right  side  of  the  reverse  and  numerous  light  scratches 
where  someone  has  tried  to  scrape  it  away. 

1493.  1884-CC  VF-30.  Light  yellow  color  and  fairly  clean  surfaces.  Several  tiny  rim  nicks 
and  one  noticeable  edge  bruise  above  "TE”  of  STATES. 

1494.  1885-CC  VF-30.  Light  yellow  color  due  no  doubt  to  having  been  dipped.  Noticeable 
abrasion  on  the  "5”  in  the  date.  The  1885-CC  has  the  third  lowest  mintage  of  any 
Carson  City  double  eagle,  ranking  behind  the  1870-CC  and  1891-CC.  Only  9,450 
were  struck. 

1495.  1889-S  AU-50.  Light  golden  color  with  pale  rose  toning.  Heavy  bagmarks  on  Liberty's 
face  and  on  the  reverse  near  PLURI  BUS. 

1496.  1890-CC  EF-40.  Softly  struck  on  the  obverse,  but  showing  very  little  wear  on  the 
reverse.  However,  the  coin  has  been  cleaned  and  the  surfaces  are  duller  than  they 
ought  to  be.  Pale  green  discoloration  by  the  eye. 

1497.  1890-S  EF-45.  Light  golden  color;  considerable  mint  lustre.  Small  rim  bruise  between 
the  "A”  in  AMERICA  and  the  "S"  in  DOLLARS. 


1 498.  1891-CC  VF-30.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  light  golden  color.  Softly  struck  on  the 

first  few  stars  as  usually  seen.  Several  noticeable  bagmarks  on  Liberty's  face  and  a  few 
very  prominent  ones  on  the  reverse  near  UNITED  and  TWENTY  of  the  denom- 
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ination.  The  second  lowest  mintage  Carson  City  double  eagle  with  only  5000  struck. 
Worth  perhaps  $1500. 

1499.  1893  AU-55.  Full  mint  lustre;  heavy  abrasion  on  Liberty's  chin.  The  rest  of  the  bag- 

nrrSrks  are  much  lighter  than  usual. 


1500.  1893-CC  AU-50.  Bright  yellow  color  and  full  proof-like  surfaces.  A  number  of  light 
hairlines  and  minor  bagmarks.  The  last  double  eagle  struck  at  the  Carson  City  Mint, 
only  18,402  minted.  Very  scarce. 

1501 .  1898  Unc-60.  Beautiful  green  and  gold  color.  Very  few  bagmarks.  Popular  low  mint¬ 
age  date  with  only  1 70,470  struck. 

1502.  1898-S  AU-50.  Brilliant  surfaces;  bright  yellow  color.  Moderate  bagmarks. 

1503.  1899  Unc-60.  Full  mint  bloom.  Bagmark  on  the  tip  of  the  nose  and  one  tiny  nick  by 
the  eleventh  star.  There  are  also  the  usual  light  abrasions  on  the  cheek  and  chin. 

1504.  1900-S  VF-35.  Lightly  burnished;  heavy  bagmark  on  the  neck.  Copper  toning  in  the 
letters,  and  around  the  stars  and  date. 

1  505.  1 901  -S  VF-25.  Unusual  splotches  of  pale  green  toning  on  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

Considerable  tarnish  around  the  letters,  stars  and  devices.  Heavily  bagmarked  and  ob¬ 
viously  cleaned. 

1506.  1904  Unc-60.  Beautiful  greenish-gold  color.  Very  light  bagmarks.  The  most  common 
of  all  Liberty  Head  double  eagles. 

1 507.  1904-S  EF-45.  Light  green  and  gold  toning;  very  few  bagmarks;  considerable  mint 
lustre. 

1508.  1906  VF-30.  Copper  toning  around  the  letters,  stars  and  date;  moderate  bagmarks. 
Scarce  low  mintage  date.  Only  69,690  struck. 

1509.  1907  Liberty,  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  The  usual  bagmarks  in  the  fields  and 
on  the  rims.

1510.  1907  High  Relief,  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVII),  Wire  Rim,  Unc-60.  One  small  nick  on 

Liberty's  knee  and  several  small  reverse  edge  nicks.  Medium  green  and  gold  toning. 
Justifiably  called  "America's  most  beautiful  coin".  It  is  also  the  lowest  mintage  date 
in  the  entire  Saint-Gaudens  series  with  only  1 1 ,250  struck.  The  similar  coin  in  our 
Greater  New  York  sale  brought  $2900. 
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DOUBLE  EAGLES  Cont'd. 


1511.  1907  High  Relief,  Roman  Numerals  (MCMVII),  Wire  Rim,  AU-55.  Some  light  hair¬ 
lines  in  the  field  and  definite  signs  of  rubbing  on  Liberty's  breast,  leg  and  on  the  top 
of  the  eagle's  wing.  There  is  also  a  largfe  rim  bruise  above  "UNI”  of  UNITED  on  the 
reverse.  Scarce  and  very  popular. 

1512.  1908  No  Motto,  AU-55.  Cleaned  but  now  toning.  Light  bagmarks  on  the  figure  of 
Liberty  and  one  deeper  one  on  the  sun  on  the  reverse. 

1513.  1927  Unc-60.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre.  Fewer  than  usual  bagmarks.

1514.  Olympic  Proof  Set,  1973.  Four  Coins:  Two  5  dollar  pieces  and  two  10  dollar  pieces, 
all  sterling  silver.  This  is  the  first  proof  set  struck  to  commemorate  the  Olympic 
games  to  be  held  in  Montreal  in  1976.  Certificate  #1 ,  signed  by  Gordon  Hunter, 
Master  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint,  is  included.  A  letter  attesting  to  the  fact  that 
this  is  the  very  first  proof  set  struck  is  included  with  the  lot  and  is  signed  by 
Austin  Page,  Managing  Director  of  the  Canadian  Olympic  Coin  Program.
